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Lincoln’s New Salem 
on the Sangamon 


By BRUCE E. WHEELER 


A hobby which is attracting many 
people since the close of the war is a 
methodical visitation of the State 
Parks which are to be found in prac- 
tically every section of the country. 
These parks are not only attractive in 
appearance, but many have historical 
significance as well. The collector will 
find many things at the various parks 
which are of interest. Pictures, book- 
lets, maps, souvenirs, miniatures, and 
items of local and historical interest 
may be secured in such form and va- 
riety as to please the most discrimina- 
ing collector. In this article, New 
Salem State Park in Illinois has been 
chosen for discussion because of its 
historic background and its associa- 
tion with the story of Abraham Lin- 
coln. Many other State Parks have 
historic backgrounds and easily lend 
themselves to similar discussion. 

The Sangamon River flows through 
a fertile region in Illinois that is rich 
in history and tradition. The early 
settlers along the Sangamon came 
from the East and from the South. 
Those from New England brought the 
typical “Yankee” customs of the At- 
lantic sea board while those from 
Dixie came radiating the warmth and 
friendly hospitality of that section of 
the country. For many years, each 
group sought to preserve the modes of 


their earlier experience, but the condi- 
tions incident to living in close prox- 
imity, common interests, and inter- 
marriage have greatly altered initial 
attitudes and intentions. Succeeding 
generations have shown unmistakable 
signs of having made the adjustment 
and adaptation that is essential in any 
region which survives the pioneer 
stage and continues to show develop- 
ment and make progress. 


The descendants of so sturdy and 
industrious a group could hardly fail 
to manifest similar modes of living. 
The spirit of adventure and laudable 
ambition which characterized the first 
inhabitants of the Sangamon country 
has been preserved and so blended 
with less prominent but equally im- 
portant qualities that we can point to 
this section of the country as a typical 
example of wholesome living and pur- 
poseful action. In times of peace, 
when development was in progress and 
in times of war, when preservation 
was paramount in the minds of all, 
the citizens of the Sangamon Valley 
have contributed their full share in a 
vigorous and intelligent manner. 


The folk-lore of this region has been 
evolving for many years. There is 
something chimerical about the uni- 
versal appeal of a stream and its val-

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ley. The literature of the world has 
done much to publicize many rivers. 
The Volga, the Danube, the Rhine, and 
the Hudson are names of rivers known 
to nearly all. Historians, poets, and 
musicians have endowed the names of 
these rivers with a certain amount of 
romance and charm. The Sangamon 
River is not so well known for its 
beauty and traditions, but it has an 
appeal that is peculiarly its own. It 
is a powerful appeal to those who have 
seen it and have learned to love it. 

Overlooking the Sangamon River at 
a point near Petersburg, lies the re- 
constructed village of Lincoln’s New 
Salem. It is one of the most unique 
shrines in all of the World. "No more 
fitting tribute nor lasting memorial to 
Abraham Lincoln could have been con- 
ceived than this restoration and re- 
plica of the early village in which he 
lived as a young man. It is the story 
of New Salem and Lincoln that adds 
so much to the history of the San- 
gamon country. The stories, reminis- 
cences, and legendary elements in this 
interesting narrative of New Salem 
and Lincoln contribute to the tradi- 
tions and folk-lore that have developed 
during the years. Many of the stories 
arising from Lincoln’s experience in 
New ‘Salem have not been authenti- 
cated; some of them are probably not 
true. It is, however, the multiplicity 
of accounts and statements depicting 
the personal and human elements in 
the lives of the residents of New 
Salem that has done much to popular- 
ize the story and give it unusual ap- 
peal. Eliminate the six years of Lin- 
coln’s experience at New Salem and 
he would have been just another citi- 
zen; eliminate the jargon, myths, and 
half truths that have come out of New 
Salem and have been perpetuated 
down through the years to us and Lin- 
coln would have been just another 
president. We scarcely expect the re- 
search student and the erudite per- 
son to accept these legends whole- 
heartedly, but most of us revel in the 
color and romance that attaches it- 
self to the stories we have heard and 
_— and which we are willing to be- 
ieve. 


Associate Abraham Lincoln with 
New Salem as you will, eventually the 
story of his romance and courtship 
of Ann Rutledge will oecupy an im- 
portant place in your album of mem- 
ory. According to the testimony of a 
score of people who knew her, this 
young lady was not only beautiful, but 
possessed a combination of other qual- 
ities which made her the toast of the 
community. Her early experience in 
matters of love had been most bitter. 
Her suitor, John McNamar, returned 
to his home in the East and neglected 
to write to her, thus confirming her 
thought that their engagement had 
been broken. In characteristic form, 


‘ Lincoln sought to console Ann Rut- 


ledge in her grief and found the task 
a pleasant one. The loveliness and 
simplicity of this rustic maid com- 
pletely captivated Lincoln and tradi- 
tion has-it that they were engaged to 
be married. Those inclined to be 
hypercritical may wonder why so 
charming a young lady would be so 
strongly drawn to the newcomer who 
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The Camron-Rutledge Mill, 
New Salem’s first construction. 





had neither wealth nor position. The 
tall strong Lincoln possessed the qual- 
ities of friendship and warmth of feel- 
ing for the problems of others to the 
extent that he appeared most likely 
to furnish the protection that Ann so 
badly needed. Perhaps, Lincoln was 
homely; yet no one else in New Salem 
could rival him as a person on whom 
you could depend and have confidence 
in. The death of Ann Rutledge was 
keenly felt by Lincoln at that time. 
What effect this great tragedy had 
upon his life in subsequent years is a 
matter of conjecture. It matters little 
whether the story is true or false. It 
is a part of the great Lincoln myth 
and a popular theme for many writers. 
When the average person thinks of 
New Salem and Abraham Lincoln, 
they can hardly escape associating 
them with the comely and lovable 
young woman, Ann Rutledge. 


When Reverend John Camron and 
his Uncle, James Rutledge, decided to 
construct a mill on the Sangamon 
river in 1828, they chose a place near 
the center of a densely populated area. 
Later, Camron selected a site near the 
mill and had it surveyed and laid off 
into lots which they planned to sell. 
Camron and Rutledge thought that 
the mill would cause many people to 
come to them for the purpose of hav- 
ing lumber sawed and grain ground 
into flour and meal. At the same time, 
they hoped to sell the lots and promote 
the growth and development of New 
Salem. This plan was partially suc- 
cessful. Several cabins. wére erected 
in New Salem and soon it began to 
be populated with a rather select 
group of people, representing a vari- 
ety of trades and vocations. The resi- 
dents of early New Salem were not 
without culture. Into this environ- 
ment, came Abraham Lincoln in 1831 
and he continued to. live here until 
1837. At about this time, the village 
of New Salem began to decline in im- 
portance, because_of the proximity of 
Petersburg, the county seat of the 


newly formed county of Menard. With 
the exodus of its inhabitants, the re- 
moval of some of its buildings, and 
the decay which follows as an incident 
of the elements, New Salem took on 
something of the description which 
Goldsmith so aptly described in his 
poem, “The Deserted Village.” For 
more than sixty years, the site of the 
original New Salem was used ex- 
clusively for agricultural purposes. 
Thus, the original purpose and ambi- 
tion of Camron and Rutledge were 
completely thwarted. Their objective, 
the founding of an important trading 
center and a successful commercial 
enterprise, was never realized, but 
their initiative and efforts have been 
rewarded in a manner which they 
never could have hoped for nor ex- 
pected. The trend of human events 
have shaped themselves in such man- 
ner that New Salem has become one 
of the well known historical places in 
the world. 

The original New Salem vanished 
but the interest in it and what it rep- 
resented was never lost. Fortunately, 
a sizable cross section of our citizens 
is interested in the cultural aspects 
of our civilization and is willing to give 
a large amount of time and energy to 
the task of preserving our heritage 
whether it has come to us in the form 
of precepts of some man or in the wide 
influence of some great movement. 
About the beginning of the twentieth 
century, the dormant idea of making 
the site of New Salem a Lincoln shrine 
began to lose its inertia and take on 
momentum which has been accelerated 
ever since. William Randolph Hearst 
was induced to buy the original site 
of New Salem and deed it to The Old 
Salem Chautauqua Association. Later, 
the Old Salem Lincoln League was 
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organized for the purpose of stimulat- 
ing interest in the project. This fine 
organization has done much. First, 
they induced the State of Illinois to 
take over the project and completed 
the job of restoring the village. The 
Old Salem League has continued to 
function and help in every way pos- 
sible to further the work and assist 
the state in the way of research and 
investigation. Henry Pond, president 
of the Old Salem League for many 
years, has done an excellent job of 
keeping the league active; his wife, 
Fern Nance Pond has shown discrim- 
ination, selectivity, and intelligence in 
her task of collecting and assembling 
the articles with which the cabins of 
the restoration are furnished. 

The job of restoring New Salem has 
practically been completed. The State 
of Illinois can point with pride to this 
historic shrine. Those in charge of 
the project have utilized the utmost 
care in their research and investiga- 
tion and have faithfully and carefully 
carried on the reconstruction accord- 
ing to their findings. Perhaps there 
are many who are willing to lend an 
ear to the mumblings of government 
inefficiency and blundering, but the 
most fastidious person must sooner o? 
later give approval and express ap- 
preciation of this beautiful replica. 

“Sweet Auburn, loveliest village of 
the plain,” was never more iovely than 
the carefully planned and closely su- 
pervised project which stands today as 
a counterpart of early New Salem. 
The beauty and charng of Lincoln’s 
New Salem cannot be fully appreci- 
ated and enjoyed through vicarious 
experience. Nothing less than a pil- 
grimage to this historic spot and a 
critical inspection of the village and 
its furnishings can give one anything

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approaching an adequate idea of the 
environment in which Lincoln lived 
— the most crucial period of his 
ife. 

The Wagon Wheel Inn, located at 
the entrance to New Salem State Park, 
the winding drive to the village, the 
spacious parking area, and the well 
landscaped area about the village are, 
of course, accoutrements which the, 
original village never possessed. The 
log cabin inn together with the period 
costumes worn by the young ladies 
who serve the food help to provide an 
atmosphere which is in keeping with 
that which prevails in New Salem. 
The other improvements and addi- 
tions about the village appear to be 
necessities and have been conceived 
and executed in good taste. 

At the very entrance to Lincoln’s 
New Salem, the visitor notes the large 
sign-board upon which is written a 
short history of the village. From this 
view-point, the whole panorama be- 
gins to unfold. So-unlike our modern 
villages and cities is this primitive 
vista that one’s first reaction to the 
scene is one of surprise and suspense. 
The effect is almost physical. The de- 
sire to see more and investigate is 
commonly experienced by all. The 
tour through the village and the visit 
to the museum are interesting and en- 
lightening. Here are the exact re- 
plicas of the cabins in which the On- 
stott, Hill, Rutledge, and other fam- 
ilies lived. Here are to be found the 
reproduced stores and post office where 
Lincoln worked and the tavern in 
which he lived. The wool carding 
machinery is designed to be operated 
through the work of oxen and the 
Rutledge-Camron mill by the flowing 
water of the Sangamon River just as 
they were in Lincoln’s day. 

The village is complete to the most 
minute detail. The general appear- 
ance of the village with its row of 
cabins is pleasing and quite satis- 
factory, but the furnishing of each of 
the cabins with what was considered 
the necessities of New Salem days 
adds much to the completeness of the 
project. The fact that some of the 
furnishings were originally used in 
New Salem has the effect of imple- 
menting the general interest of the 
visitor. After a thorough inspection 
of the village, the sightseer has a feel- 
ing that the tour was worth while and 
a delightful experience. 

Quaintness abounds on every hand, 
yet one cannot escape noting the arti- 
ficial appearance of parts of the vil- 
lage. The original New Salem never 
boasted such sturdy and well con- 
structed buildings. The logs used in 
the restoration were probably more 
carefully selected for quality and 
uniformity of size than were those 
of the original village. The fire places 
are, undoubtedly, of better constru- 
tion. The well kept lawns and shrub- 
bery that we see today were not to be 
seen then. The installation of fire- 
plugs in hollow sections of trees in 
imiation of stumps is a precaution of 
wisdom, but hardly in keeping with 
the practice of a pioneer village. One 
may wish that the original village 
was as well kept and beautiful as the 
present New Salem State Park, but 





the thought. would seldom be recur- 
rent. Much of the charm and appeal 
of the early village must have result- 
ed from the close association of its 
inhabitants. Social intercourse among 
the many good people of New Salem 
probably compensated largley for the 
physical defects that must have been 
in evidence. 

The average person is quite content 
to visit New Salem, enjoy the vicari- 
ous experience of living conditions in 
Lincoln’s day, and return to their 
more modern and convenient homes. 
The great contrast between our homes 
and modern appliances and those of 
New Salem suggests the rugged and 
harsh living conditions which pre- 
vailed in early Illinois. Many will 
think themselves fortunate that they 
have escaped living in that era with 
its attendant disadvantages. The gen- 
eral concept held by many is to the 
effect that living was drab and monot- 
onous in New Salem. We may easily 
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conclude that there was much dis- 
comfort and hard work and but little 
pleasure. We may be wholly wrong. 
The entire organism of man is so 
nicely tuned to nature that adaptation 
and adjustment is easily made at all 
times. Those who do not know of im- 
provements and better conditions con- 
tent themselves with conditions as 
they are. In the early part of the 
nineteenth century, a village of the 
size of New Salem must have been 
considered quite a metropolis and 
trading center in the sparsely settled 
valley of the Sangamon. The prox- 
imity of the cabins and the informa- 
tion we have about the residents of 
the village might suggest the possibil- 
ity of the development of a social and 
inter-dependent economic mode of liv- 
ing that was wholesome and satisfy- 
ing. Who will challenge the statement 
that the people of New Salem lived 
as well and as happily as people of 
other communities in other times? 





MARY LINCOLN, “HOME BODY”

Very little is to be learned about 
the interior of the home of the Lin- 
colns at Springfield, Illinois. It was 
not then as it is today when camera 
men invade the domestic precincts of 
public men and women, and news- 
Papers and women’s magazines pub- 
lish the resultant pictures. 


In the days when Abraham and 
Mary Todd Lincoln were living in the 
two-story house on Eighth street, 
Mrs. Lincoln was one of those wives 
we sometimes refer to as “home 
bodies.” She had given birth to four 
sons, enough of itself to mark her 
as an outstanding wife and mother. 
She had not, so far in her married 
life, sought social popularity, but had 
devoted herself to home interests. 


The Eighth street house in which 
they had “set up housekeeping” was 
on a corner lot which had been built 
up five steps above the sidewalk, and 
the retaining wall was crowned with 
a neat picket fence. At the rear, where 
the wall ended, a high board fence 
continued, to enclose the lot to its 
farthest end. 

On the lot was a stable for the 
horse Lincoln had to have for his 
trips in following the circuit. There 
was an ample yard, though no ‘evi- 
dence suggests that there was a gar- 
den. Doubtless Lincoln’s activities as 
a busy lawyer and politician, together 
with the scarcity of help, and three 
growing boys and one baby left little 
time for or interest in gardening. 

Mrs. Lincoln, as a “home body,” 
stayed in Springfield during her hus- 


band’s many trips. She did go to. 


Niagara Falis with him in 1857 and 
to Alton in 1858 to hear one of the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates, and to Cin- 
cinnati on a speaking tour. Her life 
seems to have been free from notable 
incidents as she “kept house” and 
brought up children in her early mar- 
ried years. 

After ten years or so in the Eighth 
street house, the Lincolns began to 


entertain their friends and Mr. Lin- 
coln’s political associates. They went 
to dinners and other social affairs 
and at least on one occasion gave a 
reception to which five hundred guests 
were invited, though not more than 


-three hundred came, owing, accord- 


ing to Mrs. Lincoln, to rainy weather 
and to a competing party at Jackson- 
ville. This is ample evidence that she 
was not lacking in ability or ambi- 
tion to handle social events as well 
as to bring up boys. 


This was a day when there was 
much house erecting in Springfield. 
Hundreds of houses were going up as 
the town grew, including the Gover- 
nor’s mansion which, it was said, cost 
Governor Matteson $100,000. Inci- 
dentally the Governor was one of the 
early Illinois millionaires.

The Lincolns lived simply. Mary 
was usually cheerful and domestic. 
She did much of her own sewing and 
made most of her bovs’ clothes and 
supervised all the domestic tasks she 
did not herself perform. She found 
time, too, to keep herself well in- 
formed upon such ofthe day’s out- 
side events as concerned her hus- 
band’s law practice and political as- 
pirations. ; 

She had great personal attractive- 
ness, mental alertness and she was 
an accomplished linguist, as to 
French, at least. Too, she was a 
sparkling conversationalist> She was 
“Molly” to her husband until children 
came and then she was “Mother” for 
the rest of their lives together. Gen- 
eral McClellan was to set the ex- 
ample later of calling her “Mrs. 
President.” She was to be referred to 
by newspaper correspondents in 1860 
as “very gracious and entertaining.” 

If she was high tempered and burst 
into emotional fits at times, when she 
was said to “tongue-lash” the patient 
Abe, she had a native repentant re- 
action when she admitted her fault 
and begged forgiveness. If in those 
days she was suffering the begin- 
nings of cerebral disturbance, later 
to bring her into an institution for 
the mentally unsound, no one was 
considering the possiblity of it, per- 
haps even her husband did. not. 

Many were the stories the Spring- 
field gossips told of the times she was 
said to have attacked her husband 
with fury, but most of them were 
only unsubstantiated gossip, magni- 
fied by repetition or perhaps made 
up out of whole cloth. 

Mrs. Lincoln’s housekeeping 
later at the White House we are not 
here concerned. The prevalent ac- 
cusations of penuriousness in that 
household and of extravagance in her 
own personal expenses were partly 
justified, but at least they could be 


excused in a woman in stages ap- 
proaching mental disaster. 


The item that has persisted in 
being called after the Martyr Pres- 
ident, “the Lincoln rocker,” is the com- 
monest furniture namesake; a large 
high back rocking-chair with fully 
upholstered back and seat and arms. 
The arms were long, fully reaching, 
with the front ends curled under. A 
sturdy walnut or mahogany chair, 
often with carvings at the top of the 
back, well calculated to endure 
through the eighty years since the 
type was given its name. These rock- 
ers are not uncommon today and not 


greatly in demand, though typically 
representative of so important a 
period in our history. 

It was said of Mrs. Lincoln, and it 
became almost proverbial, that “She 
wanted what she wanted” and made 
it her business to get it. Doubtless 
she wanted nice things in her home, as 
nice as were available within their 
means. . 

The parlor was typical of that Vic- 
torian era. A flowered carpet; a fan- 
cifully designed Franklin type of 
stove with near-Gothic lines, setting 
on the hearth in front of the closed 
up fireplace; a mat in front of the 
stove to protect the carpet. 


On the wall oval frames, two over 
the mantel being portraits, another 
larger, being a deep shadow-box con- 
taining some kind of floral piece. The 
frames were hung with the colored 
picture cord of the period, oftenest a 
deep red, with tassels hanging from 
above in the center. These frames 
hung from picture nails close to the 
teiling, nails which had colored glass 
or porcelain heads that might slip on 
or screw on. 

The window drapes were lace cur- 
tains hung from cornices and these 
too had cords and tassels hanging in 
the center. On the chimney mantel 
were the three pieces of a set of the 
girandoles with prisms and brass fig- 
ures and marble bases. (Incidentally, I 
recently saw an antiques dealer’s 
price list which quoted girandoles as 
“jarndoles’”) There was a _ corner 
what-not and one of the wide, side- 
wall type, both standing on the floor 
and both filled with books and bric-a- 
brac. 

The furniture further comprised a 
long Victorian sofa with the curled 
over arms, a table with cabriole type 
legs and feet and, probably a marble 
top, a so called “gentleman’s chair” 
in the usual black hair-cloth uphols-

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Pottery Featured 


American history and the potter’s 
art give a dual appeal to the Chicago 
Historical Society’s newest exhibit, a 
showing of some 200 examples of 
Anglo-American pottery, principally 
Staffordshire ware. The exhibit, new- 
ly opened in a main floor room, will 

permanent in character. 


American places and American 
personages, popular a century ago, 
are well represented in the collection 
now on display. Among the scenes 
are the Capitol at Washington, the 
Boston State House, Harvard Col- 
lege, the Baltimore Court House, the 
Bank of the United States at Phila- 
delphia, and Niagara Falls. Though 
the “West” was young at the time 
ware of this kind was in greatest 
vogue, it is represented by such scenes 
as a view of Detroit, the Marine 
Hospital at Louisville, and Transyl- 
vania University at Lexington. 

Although nearly all pottery of the 
period was of English origin, its 
makers had no scruples about cater- 
ing to American patriotism. Heroes 
of the Revolution, therefore, were 
favorite subjects. Included in this ex- 
hibit are many pieces bearing the 
likenesses of George Washington, 
the Marquis de LaFayette, John Paul 
Jones, Stephen Decatur, Benjamin 
Franklin, and others equally repug- 
nant to the British. 

Chicago subjects, not to be found 
in the early ware, made their appear- 
ance later in the 19th century. A 
series of Royal Cauldon plates in the 
exhibit depict Fort Dearborn, the 
Court House in 1865, the Chicago 
Harbor in that year, the first school, 
the Opera House, and the original 
University of Chicago. 

Giving variety to the exhibit are 
pieces of French and American, por- 
celain used during the administra- 
tions of Washington, Madison, Mon- 
roe, Jackson, Lincoln, Grant, and 
Benjamin Harrison. There are also 
examples of lustreware — pitchers, 
mugs, cups, and saucers decorated 
wholly or in part with lustre—much

in demand in the first half of the 
nineteenth century. 

The nucleus of the exhibit is a col- 
lection of blue Staffordshire ware 
made years ago by the late Charles

Other 
pieces in the exhibit were gifts of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles B. Pike, Dr. 
and Mrs. Otto L. Schmidt, Mrs. E. C. 
Chadbourne, Mrs. George A. Car- 
penter, Bradford M. Leadbeater, 
Joseph Adams, Adolph B. Babcock, 
and Orville E. Babcock.

Costume History in

Mystery Baritones Identified 
as Campanari & Santley 
by Record Detectives 


The mysteries continually encoun- 
vered by record collectors are so fas- 
cinating that I hope the day will 
never come when none remains to be 
solved and documented. Recently two 
typical record mysteries have been 
solved and while the solutions are per- 
haps impossible to prove incontest- 
ably, I regard them as bona fide and 
feel no hesitation in offering them to 
my readers for whatever they are 
worth. 


In a batch of records which I ac- 
quired last spring was a Black & Sil- 
ver Columbia (but not with the Grand 
Opera label) that puzzled me. Ac- 
cording to the label, it was the Porter 
Song from Martha, sung by A. de 
Bassini on disc 1242 (matrix—2-K), 
but it was announced by a voice with 
an Italian accent as being sung by 
“Signor del Campo.” I had never 
heard of any such singer and though 
the voice had a familiar sound to it I 
couldn’t identify it offhand. I was 
not helped by the fact that I was un- 
acquainted with de Bassini’s singing. 
The performance was not xeally first 
rate, so when it came time to put the 
record in storage for the summer I 
felt little regret at having to postpone 
the process of identification. Recently, 
however, I got it out again and played 
it for a friend. “Why that sounds 
like Campanari!”, said the friend; 
immediately something in my mind 
clicked and I felt sure the question 
was rightly answered. I think now 
that the reason I failed to recognize 
the singer as Campanari was, aside 
from the handicap of poorish record- 
ing, the fact that the baritone did not 
sound quite like himself when sing- 
ing a bass aria. Anyhow, it was the 
quality of the speaking voice in the 
announcement that clinched the mat- 
ter, as far as I was concerned, for the 
Campanari Edison cylinders are also 
self-announced (his regular Columbia 
Grand Opera Discs are not) and there 
was no mistaking that curious and 
very individual timbre and the unusu- 
al accent: the speaking voice on the 
Columbia disc was the same as that 
on the Edison cylinders. Several days 
ago the record was heard by a group 
of six experienced collectors all of 
whom agreed that the voice was Cam- 
panari’s. Several recognized it with- 
out any prompting. “Of course,” said 
one, “that’s who it is, and the name 


del Campo was probably derived from 
Campanari!” 


The other mystery concerns a more 
important record and is more intrigu- 
ing because of the unusual manner in 
which it was solved. It took a bit of 
trans-Atlantic sleuthing to do it, with 
our Dutch friend Leo Riemens acting 
the part of the absentee detective. 
He identified the singer without hav- 
ing heard the record, at a distance of 
some 3000 miles—a fine piece of deduc- 
tion, I think you’ll all agree. It began 
when Albert Wolf of New York City, 
a high powered and well informed col- 
lector, got hold of a twelve-inch un- 
published and unidentified test record 
pressed by the Gramophone Company. 
It bore no regular catalog number, al- 
though the following was scratched in 
the matrix: 18-R; nothing else. Judg- 
ing from its sound, and the fact that 
it was an operatic aria—O casto fior 
from Re di Lahore—sung to a piano 
accompaniment, the date was placed 
at about 1904. But who was the bari- 
tone? Obviously the singer was long 
past his prime, yet the interpretation, 
for all its imperfections, was a dis- 
tinguished one in many _ respects. 
Maurel was the first guess, but I could 
not agree because to my mind Mau- 
rel’s voice and this one had nothing in 
common but the infirmities of age. I 
felt, too, that it was definitely not an 
Italian voice, but perhaps French. 
Well, everybody was stumped until a 
description of the record was sent to 
Leo Riemens in Holland. Leo thought 
over all the possibilities and eventu- 
ally hit upon a name that the rest of 
us had overlooked completely: Charles 
Santley, England’s greatest baritone. 
In 1903, when he was almost 70, Sant- 
ley had recorded for G & T (Gramo- 
phone & Typewriter Ltd., in case you 
have been wondering). Of the five 
titles published, only one was operatic 
—Non piu andrai (Le Nozze di Fig- 
aro), a twelve inch disc with piano 
accompaniment. To Leo, it didn’t 
make sense that a singer of Santley’s 
calibre would make just one operatic 
record; it seemed more logical to as- 
sume that the old man must have 
made at least another while he was at 
it. As soon as he received Leo’s letter 
outlining this theory, Albert rushed to 
the telephone and called our baritone- 
collector friend Edwin C. Steffe, ask- 
ing him to come over right away with 
his copy of Saniley’s The Vicar of 
Bray. First they played the song, then 
the unpublished test. Both agreed that 
the voice, technique and style were 
definitely Santley’s, not recognized be- 
fore because neither collector had 
previously heard the baritone sing an 








operatic air, or in a foreign language. 
When the record finished, each collec- 
tor solemnly kicked the other and be- 
gan to feel better abovt the whole 
thing. Not long ago, it was my privi- 
lege to hear the two records played one 
after another and then it was my turn 
to kick myself for having failed to 
identify the voice as Santley’s, so ob- 
vious did it seem once I knew what to 
listen for. Albert Wolf is to be con- 
gratulated on having the record, but 
even more do I envy Leo Riemens his 
powers of deduction. Sherlock Holmes 
might say “Elementary, my dear Rie- 
mens, elementary,” but not I!

Historical Re-recordings

This is the first Hesch record to be 
issued in this country since the Colum- 
bia disc of the Juive air (40361) made 
its appearance about 43 years ago. 
When you hear it, I think you’ll agree 
its just about time, for the voice is a 
magnificent bass, surely one of the 
greatest on records. It is deep and 
full in tone, yet brilliant, and the 
range is wide. Fortunately, in this 
case primitive recording methods did 
not falsely transform its true bass 
timbre into bass-baritone quality, as 
sometimes happened in the early days 
of acoustic recordings, and the Trink- 
lied (recorded in 1905) is an extreme- 
ly impressive sounding performance. 
Hearing it whets the appetite for fur- 
ther examples of this basso’s power- 
ful singing that might demonstrate 
what he could do with music demand- 
ing more interpretive insight than 
this Nicolai aria. The reproduction is 
admirably forward; the dubbing proc- 
ess seems to have removed muth of the 
surface noise, so prominent in the 
original, without robbing the voice of 
its essential brilliance. The duet with 
Slezak from La Juive, to give the 
Halevy opera its French title, is an 
unusual item but, while it has its 
moments, it is not particularly grate- 
ful vocally, nor does it always reveal 
the singers at their best. Towards 
the end, the reproduction becomes 
cloudy, which is undoubtedly a fault 
of the original recording (1908). 

Wilhelm Hesch (or Hes), whom 
Bruno Walter described as “the uni- 
quely origina] Czech bass,” was born 
in Bern, 1860, and died in Vienna on 
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January 8, 1908. After appearances 
in Prague and Hamburg, Hesch joined 
the Vienna Imperial Opera in 1896 
and continued to sing there, in spite 
of ill health from 1904 onwards, until 
very near the end of his life. His per- 
formances of a great variety of bass 
roles received the highest praise from 
discriminating critics of the era. Be- 
ginning with some black G & T’s in 
1902, Hesch was a prolific recorder 
right up to 1908, singing for Odeon 
as well as Gramophone and Columbia. 
It is a pity that Victor failed to issue 
domestic editions of some of his Gram- 
ophone recordings in the old days, so 
that Americans could have enjoyed 
this great voice. But now there is 
hope that this fine IRCC re-issue will 
meet with enough success to warrant 
the release of more Hesch records in 
the future. 

It was only for Pathé that the in- 
comparable Muzio recorded any of the 
music of Aida, one of her most famous 
operatic roles, and IRCC is to be com- 
mended for giving us this excellent 
dubbing which, unlike the original, 
can be played on a standard phono- 
graph. The disc represents Muzio’s 
voice as it was about 1918 when, pre- 
sumably, it was at its best. However, 
I find her singing of Ritorna vincitor 
somewhat disappointing because it 
lacks the intensity and drive which 
must have characterized her actual 
stage performance. But in J] sacri 
nomi, the conclusion of the aria, we 
hear the effortlessly soaring, velvet 
tones we always associate with this 
soprano; I have never heard this por- 
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tion of the score so sweetly sung. 

A special word of praise is due 
IRCC for the improved re-recording 
methods exemplified in these two re- 
leases. The originals presented dif- 
ferent and difficult problems of re- 
recording which Mr. Seltsam and his 
IRCC associates have solved with a 
greater degree of success than they 
have heretofore been able to achieve. 
The results are unusually satisfying.

PLATTER CHATTER 


Take the case of the Donald P. 
Blakes, of Chicago. An insatiable 
hunger for the “black magic” has 
brought them to this unique situation. 
Where other people have books on 
their shelves, the Blakes have records 
by the album. In fact where other 
people have not got records, the 
Blakes have them—in their living 
room, dining room, bedroom. halls, and 
playroom. They have over 4,000 num- 
bers and are still going strong. This 
profusion could soon lead to cunfusion 
if there was no system and believe me, 
friends, the Blakes have a system. 

When a new record is brought 
home, do they just play it and then 
forget it until wanted again? No, in- 
deed! The edge of the record is filed 
smooth to eliminate breakage when it 
is slipped on the turntable by the 
automatic machine. Then an entry is 
made in a black notebook index, under 
the name of the artist with the name 
of the rendition, the number of the 
album, and the number of the pocket. 
The album and pocket numbers are 
written on the paper disc on the 
record. Cross references are main- 
tained by file cards under the 
names of the songs. This file shows 
that the Blakes have 13 recordings of 
Star Dust, with Smoke Gets in Your 
Eyes a close second with 12. Pink 
cards in this file denote the favorites

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists | 
A Visit With John Bieling 


By ULYSSES 


A dream came true last September 
when I spent two evenings and a day 
in the hospitable home of John Bieling 
at Hempstead, Long Island. 


Few readers of Favorite Pioneer 
Recording Artists will need to be told 
who John Bieling is. You know him 
to have been the first tenor of the 
Manhasset Male Quartet, the first 
vocal ensemble ever to make wax cyl- 
inder records in the early 1890’s and, 
until his retirement in 1914, top tenor 
of the Hayden (Edison) and Ameri- 
can (Premier) Quartets. 


The name of “The Canary,” as his 
associates used to call Mr. Bieling be- 
cause he had a high, sweet voice that 
never blasted when he sang into the 
old-fashioned recording horn, has been 
familiar to me almost ever since I can 
remember, but he has seemed to me 
almost as legendary a figure as King 
Arthur or Robin Hood, and I had 
never really believed that I should 
some day be privileged to shake his 
hand and enter his home. There were 
times when I amused myself by sus- 
pecting that John had never existed 
and that I had only “dreamed him up.” 


This feeling was so strong that 
when Bryant Burke, my host during 
my stay at Hempstead, took me to Mr. 
Bieling’s home immediately after I 
arrived in the Long Island town, and 
the famous tenor came to the door, I

asked him to let me stand and look at 
him for a minute before I undertook 
to greet him. 


“T just want to make sure you really 
exist!” I said. 

John laughed, and assured me he 
was a substantial reality. He will be 
78 years of age by the time this article 
appears, but is still active and men- 
tally alert and as lovable a personality 
as anyone is likely to meet. 

That first evening in the Bieling 
home was a memorable experience. I 
not only met John himself, but his 
sons, Harry and George, and Harry’s 
daughter, Magdalen Margaret, who is 
best known to her friends as “Bo-Bo,” 
a nickname her grandfather gave her 
when she was a tot. John also ’phoned 
to Billy Murray, who lives at Free- 
port, only five miles away, and we ob- 
tained Billy’s agreement to join us the 
next day. There was one real dis- 
appointment, when we learned that 
Billy’s inseparable pal, Jimmy Mar- 
tindale, would not be able to join the 
party. 

After several hours of lively con- 
versation and listening to John’s rem- 
iniscences, Bryant and I left, looking 
forward to resuming the get-together 
the next morning. And so we did, 
taking only time enough out for me 
to hear a representative sampling of 
some of Bryant’s many amazingly

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rare and interesting old discs and cyl- 
inders. 

When we returned to our happy 
rendezvous, I met Mrs. Bieling for the 
first time. Like “Bo-Bo,” she is blessed 
with a charming personality and, like 
everybody in the Bieling menage, has 
a gift for making visitors feel wel- 
come and perfectly at home. 


Bryant and I had been on hand for 
only a few minutes when Billy Murray 
came over. It was a great pleasure 
to me to find “The Boss” looking so 
well and in superlative spirits. Billy 
suffered an attack of coronary throm- 
bosis early in 1944 that had his 
friends badly worried, but he seems 
to have recovered completely and to be 
in excellent health. 

What a time there was when the 
two surviving members of the Amer- 
ican Quartet (Steve Porter, the bari- 
tone, and William F. Hooley, the bas- 
so, have been dead a considerable 
time) began to swap yarns about the 
old recording days! The enjoyment 
was increased when Jim Van Demark, 
a Cohoes, N. Y., collector, who had 
learned of my arrival, dropped in to 
join us. Jim, an enthusiastic collec- 
tor of old “popular” records, is a 
friend of Billy and John’s former as- 
sociates, Will Oakland and Walter 
Scanlan. 


While the five of us were going 
great guns, conversationally speaking, 
Milton Platnick, a photographer who 
makes pictures for many New York 
City and Long Island papers, dropped 
in and took the group “shot” which 
appears with this article. It was pub- 
lished, with an accompanying feature 
story, in the Nassau Daily Review- 
Star. Billy and John are shown list- 
ening to the American Quartet’s 1910 
Victor record of “Play That Barber- 
shop Chord,” reproduced by the Biel- 
ing’s Victrola. Unfortunately, Harry 
Jansen, of Queen’s Village, another 
admirer of the pioneer recording ar- 
tists, arrived too late to get into the 
picture. 


Mrs. Bieling served an excellent 
luncheon, and eating and conversing 
were impartially relished. For hours 
after the meal was cleared away we 
remained at the table, the collectors 
chiefly occupied in listening while 
Billy and John recalled incident after 
incident of the “old days.” John, in- 
identally, showed his agreement with 
readers of Hobbies, who voted Billy 
the No. 1 pioneer recording artist, by 
remarking: 

“I’m not saying it just because he’s 
here, but I’d say it behind his back as 
well as to his face—Billy Murray is 
the greatest artist who ever made our 
kind of record! When it came to clear 
enunciation and knowing just how tc 
put a song over, Billy,’’ he added, “you 


‘were absolutely in a class by your- 


self!” 

It was a wrench when Billy had tc 
leave, about 5 o’clock, but we consoled 
ourselves with the belief that we’d all 
get together next year. Then the rest 
of us made a pilgrimage of a few 
blocks to see a house in which the late 
Arthur Collins, famous for his rendi-

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“THE HUGUENOT LOVER” 


Painter of Best Sellers 
Sir John Millais, 
Noted English Artist 


“The Huguenot Lover” by this 
English artist was said to be one of 
the best sellers for more than 50 
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years. Millais painted it when he was 
23. Some of his other popular pic- 
tures were: 

“The Order of Release,” “The Blind 
Girl,” The Vale of Rest,” “Knight 
Errant,” “Yes or No,” “The North- 
west Passage,” “‘Effie Deans” (posed 
by Mrs. Langtry), “Bubbles,” (better 
known as the Pears’ Soap boy). “The 
Princess in the Tower,” “The Bride 
of Lammermoor,” “The Boyhood of 
Sir Water Raleigh,” and most wide- 
spread favorite of all, “Cherry Ripe.” 
Millais died more than 50 years ago. 

Millais got his idea for this well 
known picture from a scene in Meyer- 
beer’s opera “The Huguenots,” which 
he heard for the first time in Lon- 
don. Opera lovers will readily re- 
cognize the pathetic scene in the third 
act, when Valentina, a Papist, tries 
to dissuade her Protestant lover, 
Raoul, from showing himself on St. 
Bartholomew’s Day. He listens to her 
pleading, but frees himself from her 
embrace and departs to fulfill his 
duty as a Huguenot soldier. 

The young artist worked on the 
painting for two months according to 
his diary in which he stated: “Painted 
on brick wall,” “Worked at the wall,” 
“Painted the ivy,” and at last he 
wrote “Finished wall.” 

Then he left the country scene 
which he had observed for his set- 
ting and went back to London where 
he began the composition of the pic- 
ture. In his absence his mother had 


made research on costume and his- 
torical detail. The preliminary sket- 
ches comprised three or four figures. 
In the final scene Valentina is shown 
trying to tie on her lover’s sleeve the 
white emblem of the Papists, to save 
him from attack. Raoul prevents her 
from fastening the knot by slipping 
his fingers through the scarf. 

Arthur Lempriere, a major of en- 
gineers, posed as the Huguenot 
soldier. The only fee that he would 
accept was a canary in a cage. Miss 
Ryan, a celebrated professional] 
model, served as the fair Valentina. 

The painting was hung in the 
Royal Academy exhibition in 1852. 
Crowds came to see it, went away 
and returned, awakened by its pathos 
and impending tragedy. The original 
sold for a high price. 

Millais, who died in 1896, lived to 
see his work esteemed throughout the 
world.

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bably the most valuable of the Bax- 
ter prints, however are the pair of 
portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Chubb. Be- 
cause of the popularity and rarity of 
this subject, they have changed hands 
often and at the last account were 
listed at 800 pounds in London. 

Their rarity is said to be due to 
the fact that they were made by 
Baxter to private order, not for 
public sale. Charles Chubb, the found- 
er of the famous firm of lock manu- 
facturers had eight children, all of 
whom wanted portraits of their par- 
ents. As photography was then not 
practicable, and sixteen paintings be- 
ing out of the question, George Bax- 
ter, and his process were called upon. 

The transaction was arranged 
through Mr. Chubb’s son-in-law. Dr. 
Elijah Hoole, secretary of the Wes- 
leyan Missionary Society. (Most of 
the missionary prints were made 
about this time—1843.) 

It is not known how many pairs of 
the prints were actually produced by 
Baxter, or even ordered by Mr. 
Chubb, but the total was probably 
about a dozen. One pair is known to 
have been destroyed in the great 
earthquake at Tokio, in September, 
1923. 

A cheque for L665s., dated April 
16, 1846, drawn up by John Chubb 
and signed by father, in favor of 
Baxter, was discovered several years 
ago by Sir George Hayter Chubb, 
grandson of the famous locksmith, 
when going through some family 
papers. 

Why it was preserved is not clear, 
or whether it represents the whole 
payment made to Baxter. It seems 
an inadequate return for the time and 
labour that must have been spent 
over the drawing of the portraits, the 
engraving of the two steel plates, 
and the preparation of two sets of 
tint blocks, not to mention the skill 
required in the actual printing. 

Baxter did. his work with the high- 
est success, and the prints are easily 
taken for oil paintings. They are 
something in the manner of Raeburn, 
and are tribute to Baxter’s artistic 
i as well as to his technical 
skill.

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First Cousin to Prints 


When Alfred Lunt’s collection of 
old toy theatres was recently ex- 
hibited in the Museum. of the City of 
New York, the Museum pointed out 
the relation between toy theatres and 
print making. 

It was shown how the toy theatre 
originated as a form of theatrical 
souvenir, and its close kinship to the 
prints known as the Penny Plain, 
Two pence Coloured and _ Tinsel 
Sheets containing prints of proscen- 
iums, orchestras, scenery and char- 
acters were published and sold 
through the 19th century in England, 
France, Germany, Spain and Italy. 

Today they hold a high place as col- 
lector’s items, and the most sought 
after ones were published by Skelt, 
Hodgson, Wost, Green, Webb, Red- 
ington and Pollock—the last names 
still in existence. Great contemporary 
artists such as William Blake, George 
and Robert Cruikshank, the Brothers 
Heath and Robert Dighton drew fam- 


ous characters and scenes from popu- 


lar plays of the period, which the 
printmakers engraved on steel, cop- 
per or zinc plates—some used wood- 
cuts. All coloring was done by hand 
and only four cclors were used— 
gambogo, Prussian blue, carmine and 
black. The persons employed sat at 
a long table, each applying a single 
color, and the prints were passed 
from hand to hand. The purchaser of 
each set, including a book of words 
which which was an abridged copy 
of the real play, mounted his sheets 
on cardboard and cut out each char- 
acter and scene; he then hung or set 
them in grooves made on a wooden 
stage, and installed a curtain on a 
roller. After adding footlights as 
elaborate as any impresario could 
conceive the toy theatre was com- 
pleted, and the performance ready to 
begin. One had a wide choice from 
the innumerable Pantomimes, which

tion of the immortal “Preacher and 
the Bear,” lived before he retired and 
moved to Florida. Oddly enough, the 
owner, a Mr. McGrath, who proved 
most cordial when he learned why we 
were taking pictures of his home, said 
he used to be a great admirer of Col- 
lins but had never before known that 
“Sir Arthur” at one time owned the 
place. 


Jim Van Demark reluctantly left 
us, and Bryant, Harry and I ate a 
hasty supper in a restaurant. Jansen 
suggested that I should compile a list 
of every record made by Henry Burr. 
When I pleaded lack of time and said 
it would be a virtual impossibility to 
prepare anything resembling a com- 
plete list, Harry said he would under- 
take the job himself if collectors would 
send lists of Burr records to him. 
Those who would like to see such a list 
prepared should get in touch with Mr. 
Jansen. 

Back to the Bieling home, where 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Rose joined us, 
’Gene was for years the Edison com- 
pany’s flute soloist, and many col- 
lectors of Edison cylinders treasure 
his ocarina solo of “The Genevieve 
Waltz Medley,” issued in 1905. Mr. 
Rose, who is now 80 but in good 
health, left the Edison company a- 
round the time the Diamond Discs 
were introduced, but in the ensuing 
years played with the orchestras of 
about a score of record companies. 
Both he and John were much inter- 
ested in my hope of completing within 
the next year a book of biographical 
sketches of artists who made records 
from 1877 to 1909 and gave me con- 
siderable valuable information. 

It was about 11:30 before Bryant 
and I could make up our minds to 
leave the Bieling family and return to 
our rooms, so that I could get some 
sleep, in preparation for leaving the 
next morning to visit my dear friends, 
J. L. Norton, senior and junior, of 
the Woodymay Record Company, of 
Boston. Even after we had gone 
about half a block up the street, the 
warm-hearted John joined us, to 
shake hands again and to express the 
hope that we’d have many more future 
meetings. 

We heartily echoed his sentiments. 
And today, although weeks have 
passed, I still find it hard to believe 
that I have actually fulfilled a life- 
long dream and met John Bieling 
himself!

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The Gircus Spectacle 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


A feature of circus performances 
since the very beginning of this type 
of amusement enterprise in America, 
which provides a niche for circusiana 
specialization for collectors, is the 
spectacle or opening tournament, in 
which the entire performing per- 
sonnel, trained animals, floats, tab- 
leaus and chariots participate, for an 
imposing display of finery in cost- 
umes and trappings. 


The spectacle. called “spec” by 
circus folk, has taken several forms, 
since John Bill Ricketts, America’s 
first circus owner, introduced pan- 
tomimes as concluding features of 
his performance. The spec may be a 
grand entry, in which performers 
mounted on horses, execute drills and 
maneuvers. It may be tournament in 
which the performing personnel 
forms a processional on the hippo- 
drome track, or it may be a dramatic 
or musical spectacle presented in the 
rings or on a gigantic stage. 


For many years, the spectacle was 
featured in the advertising material 
distributed by circus advance crews, 
was described in detail in the sou- 
venir program, and in some instan- 
ces, librettos were published sep- 
arately for the edification of circus 
patrons, or for instruction of the 
participants. All of these items are 
sought after by circusiana collectors 
specializing in spec lore. 

Pantomimes like. Ricketts’ “The 
Grand Historical Pantomine,” based

upon the whisky rebellion in Western 
Pennsylvania, presented in the 1790’s 
in amphitheatres in New York and 
Philadelphia, continued popular in 
one ring circuses until civil war days. 
Some of the more popular subjects 
were “Jack the Giant Killer,” “The 


Cobbler’s Frolic,’’ “Harelquin’s 
Ghost,” and “Old Put, or Heroes of 
76,” the latter a feature of Spalding 
& Rogers Circus for several years. 


But Seth B. Howes set the pattern 
for a new type of spec in 1853, when 
he brought to America, Franconi’s 
Hippodrome, a French production. 


Similar to a circus performance, 
Franconi’s exhibition was not pre- 
sented in a ring, but on a hippodrome 
track, and the spec or tournament 
was entitled “Scipio’s Triumphal Re- 
turn to Rome After the Conquest of 
Carthage.” The processional was des- 
cribed in advertising couriers as 
“The entire stock of horses, ponies, 
elephants, camels, deer, chariots, 
cars, ostriches, together with the 
equestrian corps, en mass displayed 
in one grand scene of action.” 


Rufus Welch, a contemporary cir- 
cus producer, proceeded to import 
“The Field of the Cloth of Gold” 
from the Paris Hippodrome to com- 
pete with Felch’s importation, and 
this tournament became one of the 
most popular in circusdom. 


The spec was featured by James 
Robinson and Frank Howes in their 
circus in 1864, Dan Rice Circus used 
the same theme in the late 50’s, 
Montgomery Queen had “The Field” 
in his show in 1875, it was chosen by 
Ringling Brothers for the 1905 and 
1906 seasons, and by John Robinson 
Circus in 1920 and 1921. 

These importations were responsi- 
ble for the inclusion of a hippodrome 
track in American circuses, which led 
to the popularity of the processional 
or tournament type spec. 


An exhibition on a large stage, 
which replaced the seats on the back 
side of the circus arena, was intro- 
duced by Barnum & Bailey Circus in 
1889, when James A. Bailey employ- 
ed Imre Kiralfy, the famous ballet 
master, to produce “Nero, or the De- 
struction of Rome,” one of the all- 
time great spectacles of circusdom. 


In addition to the regular members’ 


of the circus personnel, who were 
|principals and supernumeraries, 200 
persons were carried ‘with the circus 
to participate only in the spec. These 
included six principal singers, a mix- 
ed chorus of 45, a ballet of 96 danc- 
ing girls, and 48 male dancers. This 
production was the final act of the 
circus program, instead of the open- 
ing feature. 
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When the larger circuses began to 
play only the centers of population 
and cover more territory, the demand 
for additional seating space forced 
the discarding of the spectacle on a 
stage, and the tournament type of 
production came into vogue, and has 
continued to be used by circuses gen- 
erally for some 30 years. 


The spec or tournament is the 
opening feature of every circus ex- 
cept Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
& Bailey, which several years ago in- 
augurated a new custom of setting 
the spec down in the program rang- 
ing from fifth to ninth display, 
rather than No. 1, so that late comers 
would not miss the spec, nor would 
they interfere with the view of the 
tournament for those already seated. 


In the 90’s, when the spectacle was 
heavily featured by the large cir- 
cuses, newspaper and magazine type 
couriers devoted much space to scenic 
reproductions and elaborate descrip- 
tions of the story and characters of 
the dramatic presentations. 

With the advent of the magazine 
type souvenir program at the turn of 
the century, the spec frequently in- 
spired the cover picture in full colors, 
and many pages of the program were 
devoted to the libretto of the produc- 
tion. 


In 1914, when Barnum & Bailey 
presented “The Wizard Prince of 
Arabia,” a sixteen page illustrated 
supplement was published by the 
New York Sunday World, giving the 
complete story, as written by Alf. T. 
Ringling and illustrated with draw- 
ings by Dan Smith, a remarkable 
piece of publicity for the show, the 
statement being made on the cover 
that “the spectacle is now appearing 
in Madison Square Garden in New 
York in Barnum & Bailey Circus.” 

Another particularly interesting 
collection piece in this field that has 
come to our attention is the perform- 
ers’ instruction book for the spec, 
“In Days of Old,” arranged by 
Charles Ringling for Ringling Bro- 
thers Circus in 1918. This booklet 
gives the cast of characters, 270 per- 
sons, designating each by name, ex- 
cept in the cases of such groups as 
“four Negro spearmen” from the 
cookhouse force, “12 citizens’? who 
were from the menagerie crew, “12 
soldiers,” who were grooms from the 
horse tents, “12 flag carriers who 
were property men; “8 choir boys” 
from clown alley, “four trumpeters” 
from the band and others. 

The action was described in detail, 
and there were charts of the stage, 
showing where each group lined vp 
in the various scenes of the produc- 
tion. Anyone who studied the booklet 
for a brief period, would know exact- 
ly what part he or she was to play 
in the production, without further 
directions. 

Circus producers have delved into 
history and into nursery rhymes and 
fairy tales for their subjects, and 
the same theme has been used over 
and over again by one circus after 
another. 

Among the more popular titles, 
many of which the circus fan of 25

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BICYGLIG NOTES 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


Said the wheel to the road one fine 
sunny day 

What makes you so rough and bumpy 
this way 

in summer, your ruts make shreds of 
my tire 

in winter, alas, you are nothing but 
mire. 


Bicycles have shaped a lot of human 
history. In fact there is evidence that 
the Egyptians had a pedometer. 

As early as 1665 record is found 
from John Evelyn’s diary that he dis- 
covered Dr..Wilkins, Sir William Pet- 
ty and a man named Hooke, “Contriv- 
ing new chariots, new rigging for 
ships, and a wheel for one to run 
races in.” 

The “celerifere” built by M. de Div- 
rac, a Frenchman, in 1690 was very 
similar to the clumsy contrivance (ve- 
locipede) invented nearly a century 
later by Blanchard and Maguerier. 
(Journal de Paris, July 27, 1779). 

Dennis Johnson, a London coach- 
maker, paterted an improvement over 
the “Draisine” in 1818, and with 
machine made entirely of wood opened 
a riding school. Despite the fact that 
the damp atmosphere eventually 
caused them to warp and deteriorate, 
they remained popular until 1861. 

The first bicycle under thesname of 
“velocipede” was brought from Paris 
to London in 1868. Some of the early 
English models had four wheels; the 
tricipede followed these. 

In 1840 Kirkpatrick MacMillan, a 
Scotch blacksmith attached cranks to 
the “dandy-horse,” which in turn were 
fastened to levers controlling the rear 
wheels. On this contraption he rode 
from Keir to Glasgow, a distance of 
70 miles, causing so much excitement 
that he was arrested and held until he

agreed to give no more exhibitions in 
Glasgow. 

The great problem of making the 
wheel lighter was partly solved by 
Jules Truffalt, who conceived the idea 
of hollow frames while examining the 
scabbard of a sword. 

Louis Foy Amour Poniatowski Ri- 
vere, of Mark Lane, Middlesex, re- 
corded on March 31, 1868, a machine 
on which the “forward wheel was 
somewhat larger than the back one.” 

At first the front wheel was about 
40 inches high and the rear one 16 
inches. The dimensions of the front 
wheel grew to over five feet, while the 
rear one diminished. This was the 
immediate predecessor of the safety 
type. 

Harry J. Lawson is given credit for 
designing the modern safety bicycle. 
He began working in 1868, but his 
mathine was not patented until 1876. 
He went to Coventry in 1877, but the 
“high” was still too popular for him 
to gain recognition. 

In 1885, J. K. Starley of Coventry 
built a safety with wheels of equal 
size. This was exhibited in London 
the same year ard demonstrated by 
George Smith, winning a 100 mile race. 

In 1886, however, the death-knell of 
the “Kangaroo” was sounded at the 
International Races at Monte de Mar- 
sen, when one of the contestants ap- 
peared on a safety. The rider was 
disqualified, but the safety was defi- 
nitely “in.” 

At first the safeties weighed about 
85 pounds and sold for around $300. 
In 1888 came the drop frame bicycle. 

_ We find record of the pneumatic 
tire in England in 1846 when Harvey 
Du Cros, famous racer, brought a 
band of Irish cyclists to England, 
gaining sweeping victories with his 
two sons and R. J. Mecredy. 

However, in 1890, E. J. Willis 
brought the first pneumatic tire to

Entering the “Gay Nineties,” when 
people of all ages from the starriest 
riders such as “Plugger Bill” Martin, 
Charlie Miller, and countless others, 
to the less spectacular ones, pedaled 
about the country having the time of 
their lives, we find newspapers, popu- 
lar songs, cartoons and even fashions 
for the more daring young ladies, in- 
cluding Miss Amelia Bloomer’s baggy 
trousers.”

The Charles J. 
Glidden Tours 


In the early years of the auto- 
mobile industry, the horse-less carri- 
age had to earn its way into the life 
of America. In an affort to popu- 
larize automotive transportation, 
Charles J. Glidden a wealthy New 
England industrialist, made a round- 
the-world tour of 50,000 miles in an 
English Napier in 1901. 


Three years later he won the Am- 
erican Automobile Association’s 
cross-country tour from New York 
City to the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position in St. Louis. The following 
year, 1905, automobile manufacturers 
joined the Automobile Association in 
sponsoring cross-country Reliability 
Tours to sell the public on the practi- 
cability of automobiles. Glidden put 
up the trophy for winners of these 
events, which soon became known as 
the Glidden Tours. 


From 1905 until 1910, the tours 
were highly competitive events. They 
were charted over mountains and 
rough roads, North to South and 
East to West. Millions of people wit- 
messed the contests and were im- 
pressed by the “reliability” being 
built into automobiles, a few of which 
were able to travel 2,000 miles with- 
out mechanical trouble. 


During these years Harvey S. Fire- 
stone spurred his own company on to 
the development of safer, longer 
mileage tires and campaigned success- 
fully for the construction of better 
roads and cross-country highways. 
Through his efforts, automobile 
travel was made safer and surer.

and implements on rubber. 


The Glidden Tours were the most 
grueling tests for automobiles until 
the Indianapolis 500-mile race classic 
was introduced in 1911. Today In- 
dianapolis still is the outstanding 
proving ground for automobile and 
tire developments. During the first 
decade of the 20th century, a Glidden

special honor-—an order for a mil- 
lion or for ten millions as the case 
might be for a campaign or to adver- 
tize and boost some movement. Mem- 
bership buttons for high-schools and 
colleges or for great international 
organizations. Community chest but- 
tons, Red Cross buttons, lodge but- 
tons, religious buttons, Coolie em- 
ployee buttons, etc. 


You have been, are now, or will be 
using buttons. It appears as though 
everybody in this wide world has use 
for celluloid buttons at sometime. 

The political campaign presents a 
fair example of how the celluloid but- 
ton holds its place and does its share 
of silent campaigning. Millions of 
buttons expressing various political 
thoughts are handed out to the 
American public during the feverish 
pre-election days. 


As an example, I recall that one of 
Cincinnanti’s citizens had 165 differ- 
ent Willkie buttons alone. It is in- 
teresting to note how this collection 
was started and then how it kept 
growing. A wide acquaintance in 
Cincinnati’s business circles and a 
down-town office centrally located 
was a great help. This collection was 
started by merely and thoughtlessly 
pinning a couple buttons on a desk 
blotter in the office. Visitors to the 
office, seeing these, began to add 
more. During the campaign several 
trips were made to the New York 
office and additional buttons were 
picked up in the East. The collection 
continued to grow till it filled a large 
desk pad on which the buttons were 
pinned. 

Many of these buttons poked sharp 
jabs at the third term idea. A number 
of the buttons assailed the idea of a 
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“royal family.” The baseball theme 
appeared on several. A number of 
the buttons were aimed at Mrs. 
Roosevelt. Relief was the subject of 
a number of the button barbs. A 
number jibed at dictatorship. Peace 
was the theme of a number of the 
slogans. There were a number of but- 
tons picturing Mrs. Edith Willkie. 
Elliott Roosevelt’s rapid acquirement 
of high officership was lampooned 
on a number of the buttons. There 
were buttons with elephants, flags, 
eagles, donkeys, buttons with ana- 
grams, rhymes, etc.

Papier Mache 


Papier-Mache was first used in In- 
dia and China to produce boxes, trays, 
etc. The cheaper articles of papier- 
mache are made of paper reduced to a 
pulp with water and glue, and’ pressed 
into oiled molds. Better articles are 
produced by pasting together sheets 
of paper, and when a proper degree 
of thickness is attained it is pressed 
into the shape desired. When moist, 
this substance may be made to take 
any form, and when dry may be 
planed into any shape. A brilliant 
surface can be made by polishing with 
rotten stone and oil. 
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1896 Commentary 

On page 91 of the Delineator for 
January, 1896, the following appears: 

Buttons occupy a very prominent 
place in garnitures and some are verit- 
able works of art. Ivory buttons with 
Roman heads cameoed upon them are 
less showy than jewelled or painted but- 
tons, but they appeal to refined tastes. 
The carving is done by hand and the 
result fully compensates for the labor 
bestowed upon them. Old Roman and 
Greek coins are imitated in meta] but- 
tons. Watteau figures, miniatures and 
Dresden flowers are painted with great 
care upon porcelain buttons framed in 
gold, silver, brilliants and other jewels. 
There are enameled buttons that recall 
rare Venetian mosaics in coloring. New- 
er still are copies of Cairngorm stones, 
in the yellowish brown color peculiar to 
the famous Scotch crystal, set in a circle 
of Rhinestones. The dagger shaped orna- 
ment which is an important factor in 
the Highland costume is reproduced in 
translucent stones similiarly mounted. 
Every gem that is known is imitated in 
paste stones for decorationg buttons. 
Even the fancy for Oriental color unions 
extends to buttons, being brought about 
with mock jewels. Rhinestones set in 
silver are mingled with pearls in buttons 
and a charming effect results. A tur- 
quoise is imbedded in the center of a gilt 
button which, being but a tiny affair, 
may be used generously. Small, flat gilt, 
silver and steel buttons often furnish 
trimming for a navy blue or black serge 
gown will admit of a decoration of but- 
tons in addition to other garniture. The 
fancy varieties are very large and must, 
therefore, be used judiciously. . .

The picture is a bit larger than 
sketch shown in September, for the 
whole of the cat’s tail shows in a most 
unusual upright curve. Also a small 
portion of a window in upper left 
hand corner shows.

Toy Theatres 


A collection of toy theatres, as- 


sembled by Alfred Lunt, was recently 
placed on display in the Museum of 
the City of New York. Mr. Lunt 
owned his first toy theatre when he 
was a boy and it was included in the 
exhibition. 


In those days when a scene de- 


manded certain effects or properties 
not provided in the “boughten” thea- 
tre, Mr. Lunt had to use his own in- 
genuity. He provided furs, rugs and 
coats, he whittled firearms and furni- 
ture, he invented billowing waves 
from bits of cloth and wired balloons 
and ships for various effects. He also 
designed and painted additional 
scenes and characters to enlarge his 
miniature repertory. While in London 
during the recent war, Mr. Lunt re- 
turned to his youthful hobby, and be- 
gan collecting early toy theatres. To- 
day he has perhaps the most compre- 
hensive private collection in exis- 
tence. Twenty-five of his theatres, 
each of them staging some scene 
from a famous play of its period, 
were arranged for the exhibition. Mr. 
Lunt has put these theatres together 
by taking the sheets, pasting them 
on cardboard, and cutting out each 
piece and then arranging them as 
finished stage sets. The results show 
such thrilling scenes as Eliza cross- 
ing the ice from “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” Mazeppa tied to the wild 
horse running through the forest in 
“Mazeppa,” scenes from “Oliver 
Twist,” “Robinson Crusoe” and the 
final glittering tableau from “The 
Sleeping Beauty.”

Toy Theatres 


A collection of toy theatres, as- 
sembled by Alfred Lunt, was recently 
placed on display in the Museum of 
the City of New York. Mr. Lunt 
owned his first toy theatre when he 
was a boy and it was included in the 
exhibition. 


In those days when a scene de- 
manded certain effects or properties 
not provided in the “boughten” thea- 
tre, Mr. Lunt had to use his own in- 
genuity. He provided furs, rugs and 
coats, he whittled firearms and furni- 
ture, he invented billowing waves 
from bits of cloth and wired balloons 
and ships for various effects. He also 
designed and painted additional 
scenes and characters to enlarge his 
miniature repertory. While in London 
during the recent war, Mr. Lunt re- 
turned to his youthful hobby, and be- 
gan collecting early toy theatres. To- 
day he has perhaps the most compre- 
hensive private collection in exis- 
tence. Twenty-five of his theatres, 
each of them staging some scene 
from a famous play of its period, 
were arranged for the exhibition. Mr. 
Lunt has put these theatres together 
by taking the sheets, pasting them 
on cardboard, and cutting out each 
piece and then arranging them as 
finished stage sets. The results show 
such thrilling scenes as Eliza cross- 
ing the ice from “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” Mazeppa tied to the wild 
horse running through the forest in 
“Mazeppa,” scenes from “Oliver 
Twist,” “Robinson Crusoe” and the 
final glittering tableau from “The 
Sleeping Beauty.”

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Writing Arm and Comb-back Windsor Chairs. 


CHAIRS OF THE PILGRIM DAYS 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


Everybody knows the Mayflower 
could never have brought over all the 
people or all the home furnishings 
that are said to have come on that 
doughty little vessel. The homes of 
the Pilgrims and of their immediate 
descendants were furnished with 
some English pieees that were so 
dear to their owners that it could not 
be endured to leave them behind, and 
to these others were added as they 
could be made by Pilgrim craftsmen 
or by the ingenuity of those who may 
have known more about the use of 
mattock and spade than about miter- 
ing and veneering. 


Much of what ‘was household furni- 
ture in the Pilgrim days was not val- 
ued when it became worn or when the 
owners wearied of it. Things that to- 
day would rank high in interest and 
value if still available were destroyed 
and so lost to posterity. 

But from history and old personal 
documents and correspondence we 
gather knowledge of many types of 
early New England chairs. 

Elder Brewster of the Plymouth 
church had a chair that has been de- 
scribed and pictured as an outstand- 
ing example of one the Pilgrims may 
have brought with them or, more 
likely, made in America. With spin- 
dles, four each in two rows across 
the back, a row across each side be- 
low the seat, a row across under the 
arms and one, or perhaps two rows 
across the front, there were turned 
finials at the top of the back posts. 
Sturdily made, but lasting to show 
long, hard use, such a chair exempli- 
fied the Pilgrims’ interest in things 
above the strictly utilitarian. The so 
called “Carver” chairs were practical- 
ly “Brewsters,” though usually sim- 


pler than the original “Brewster” and 
with less turned spindles. 


The chairs that developed from this 
type used less spindles and became 
simpler. They retained the top-of-the- 


post finials and the flat wood seats ° 


until vertical back spindles gave 
place to cross slats or splats and 
were called ladder backs or slat 
backs. These were followed by ban- 
nister back chairs with three-quarter 
length back spindles split and some- 
times grooved. Bannister backs led to 
paneled backs, fiddle backs, vase 
backs and other styles whose names 
were suggested by the shape of the 
inside back of the chair. Nearly all 
types were made with and without 
arms. All type met with endless 
variations as time went on and in- 
dividual tastes resulted in freaks as 
well as in artistic designs. 

The slat backs or ladder backs 'were 
a Pilgrim innovation and came to 
have from three to five splats. These 
chairs in various forms are found 
commonly enough today since they 
were made continuously through a 
long period of years. They had splint, 
rattan or rush seats and were in use 
in every family in old times. The 
splats were sometimes arched and 
often were bent to spoon shape to fit 
the back of the sitter. 

A very early chair was the wain- 
scot chair. As originally made it was 
of heavy, almost massive type, with 
heavy posts all around, heavy arms, 
a heavy wood seat and solid paneled 
back. Its popularity in America did 
not endure, though a smaller and 
lighter edition, called the Cromwel- 
lian chair, was more generally made 
and used. These forms led to the de- 
velopment of the ornately carved 
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high back chairs of extremely formal 
and usually uncomfortable type. Such 
chairs ‘were for the wealthier col- 
onists with pretentious homes. 


The first cane seated chairs came 
along just prior to 1700 and were 
contemporary with rush seats which 
— less highly regarded for parlor 
chairs. 


The early chairs were made with 
nearly all kinds of native woods; 
maple, walnut, oak, pine, with the use 
also of hickory, ash, beech, birch. 
Solidity and permanence were fea- 
tures of these early hand-made, not 
to say home-made, chairs. They were 
well braced and strong and because 
of the practice of setting seasoned 
wood, the connections were made 
secure when the green wood dried, 
shrank and clutched the seasoned 
wood. 

The well known Windsor chairs 
which originated at Windsor, Eng- 
land, were first brought to America 
as a style model in the 18th century 
and were generally made here. They 
comprised bow-backs, hoop-backs, 
comb-backs, fan-backs, brace-backs 
and the roundabout chairs, child’s 
high-chairs, writing arm chairs and 
chairs, settees and stools with the 
legs and stretchers and spindles given 
bamboo turnings. 

Windsor chairs have rated high in 
popularity in recent years and have 
been copied widely by modem furni- 
ture builders, though rarely with the 
same strength and durability as the 
old ones possessed. These old Wind- 
sors had shaped seats and wae legs 
came up through them, the fops being 
split and secured by driving wedges 
into them. 

Fan-backs had straight back spin- 
dles, terminating in straight top 
pieces and often with the outside 
spindles turned or carved fancifully. 

Hoop-backs had the back rounded 
up and across and down. The outside 
spindle was of one curved piece, from

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seat over and down to seat. The bow- 
back was practically the same as the 
hoop-back. The brace-back was a 
bow-back with a V-shaped brace be- 
hind the spindles, the point resting 
on the middle of the rear of the seat. 

The comb-back had an upper set of 
spindles above the regular back spin- 
dies and this upper set took various 
forms, sometimes wide, sometimes 
narrow. 

Writing arm Windsors had a flat, 
table-like shelf supported on one arm 
on which one might use writing 
materials. 

Roundabouts had one continuous 
row of spindles all the way from one 
front post around to the other. 

Children’s Wjndsor high chairs 
somewhat resembled, as to back, the 
comb-backs on a smaller scale, ‘with 
long legs for elevation. 

Bamboo turned Windsors had bam- 
boo joint turnings on the legs, 
stretchers and spindles. 

Some Windsors had bulbous turn- 
ings on legs and stretchers. 

Chair tables were an early product 
and comprised a heavily constructed 
arm chair, the back of which was 
built as a table top and this top stood 
up straight when not in use, to be 
let down with the arms for support 
when wanted as a table. Some of 
these table-seats were more like a 
short wooden bench than a chair and 
might have a drawer under the seat 
or the seat itself might be hinged to 
be lifted to gain access to the storage 
space beneath. 

Many ladder back arm. chairs were 
made with the tops of the front posts 
of the arms finished in a flat, round 
terminal suggesting the mushroom. 
Hence “mushroom” chairs. This 
mushroom finial had been preceded by 
a ball finial. Some ladder back chairs 
were made with the arms coming 
only part way, perhaps two-thirds of 
the way, to the front of the seat. 
They were often termed “hoopskirt” 
chairs, suggesting that the shorter 
arms gave front space for the vol- 
uminous hoopskirts of a lengthy 
period. 

About 1725 the Dutch vase back 
: chair was coming into vogue. Typical 


of this was the vase shaped center 
vertical of the back. These were of 
the same school as the Queen Anne. 
They had rush or husk seats and the 
front legs were sometimes turned, 
sometimes square, sometimes a mix- 
ture of both, often with ball and paw 
feet. There would be ball and ring 
turnings on the front stretcher. 
Some such chairs were very ornate, 
some very simple. 

A type of imported chair found in 
the finest of the early American homes 
was the Flemish chair. These had el- 
aborately carved backs and front 
stretchers. Seats and backs might be 
of cane or leather. They were too or- 
nate and too expensive for the aver- 
age colonial home. They inclined to 
heavy lines and formal use. 
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No mention of early American 
chairs should omit the important and 
comfortable wing chair, graceful, well 
proportioned and adapted to aristo- 
cratic homes. The back was high and 
the wings projected forward from it, 
the arms coming still farther forward 
and all being upholstered. These 
chairs sometimes had _ stretchers, 
sometimes not. Some had carved legs 
and feet. Ball and claw feet and 
carved knees were used, as were the 
plainer square legs. Old wing chairs 
in usable or repairable condition are 
just about the scarest type of early 
chair and about the most satisfactory 
to use. Upholstered chairs of any 
type did not come into general use 
until the beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury.

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GLASS VALENTINES 


By VALENTINE VAN TASSEL 


“Your name and your cup plate col- 
lection intrigues me,” said a charming 
lady in Newport News, Va., after my 
lecture. Picking up various glass 
articles which I use to illustrate my, 
talk on glass “America’s First Indust- 
ry,” she continued, “I have some of 
my grandmother’s cup plates. One of 
them has hearts around the border. 
Would you like it?” 

Of course, I was delighted to get 
this little cup plate which is one of 
the 23 variations of the thirteen-heart 
pattern. Altogether there are about 82 
variations of the 17 distinct patterns 
known as Valentine cup plates. So 
far I have only eight patterns, but 
some day I hope to have all the pat- 
terns including some of the colored 


variations. The latter are rarer and 
becoming difficult to find. Many of the 
plates differ only in the diameter or 


the number of serrations around the | 


edge. 

In gathering my 200-piece exhibit 
to illustrate my lectures on glass, I 
‘wanted some Sandwich cup plates in 
both the historical and conventional 
patterns. After the hand press which 
was developed about 1827 to make 
glass table ware faster and cheaper, 
the Boston and Sandwich Glass Com- 
pany produced about one thousand 
variations of these little plates. In 
those days, it was proper to pour your 
hot tea into the saucer from the 
handleless cup. Then you set the cup 
on the little cup plate to protect the

linen. Later this custom was used with 
coffee, but by that time it was no 
longer polite to drink from your 
saucer. 

In choosing the conventional pat- 
terns, I became interes in those 
with hearts and decided to start a 
special collection of them. Now on my 
lecture tours through New England 
and along the Atlantic coast, I haunt 
the antique shops in hopes of finding 
more of these glass valentines. 


In the illustration are six different 
patterns. In the center is an opales- 
cent thirteen heart plate with 48 ser- 


‘ rations and a three and a half inch 


diameter. In the upper right the same 
pattern appears in clear glass with, 
however, 63 serrations and a diamet- 
er of three and three-eighths inches. 
A well-meaning friend found it for 
me in a shop. The top row center 
shows a lacy Sandwich plate in the 
pierced heart pattern. 


My audiences are particularly in- 
terested in the heart pattern because 
of my name. Often I am asked how I 
came to be called Valentine. Is Feb- 
ruary 14th your birthday? The 
answer is “yes.” The heart plates, 
some say, were given as valentines in 
the early 1800’s. What could be more 
appropriate for me to collect in 
glass!

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Liverpool Earthenwares and Liverpool Prints 


By BILL KANE 


Many writers on the early days of 
china making in Europe seize joy- 
fully on the often repeated state- 
ment that the first Europeans to dis- 
cover how porcelain is made were 
alchemists, who working over their 
retorts and furnaces sought to trans- 
mute base into precious metal, but in- 
stead discovered how to mix clays 
and bake these to enamelled perfec- 
tion. As my Pennsylvania Dutch 
neighbors would say, these stories 
have always wondered me something 
wonderful. These alchemists were 
shrewd pseudo-scientists and knew, 
as had been known for many centur- 
ies, that simple, natural clay baked 
by sun or fire hardened with no 
great change of its chemical nature. 
They also kmew that the porcelain 
from China which ‘was fetching prices 
that made each piece worth its 
weight in gold, was not natural 
earthenware, but was a combination 
of earths that after firing was hard, 
translucent and “un-earthlike.” 
Therefore being the chemists of their 
time they turned their attention to a 
more likely field of transmutation. I 
am convinced that the making of 
porcelain was finally mastered in 
Europe, so many centuries after its 
making was widely known to the 
Chinese, by ceramists. If these men 
also happened to have. been interest- 
ed in alchemy that was a normal co- 
incidence. The final point I urge is 
that the discovery of the right con- 
stituents for porcelain was not pure 
accident. 


But the only Anglo-Saxon contri- 
bution to the development -ef pottery 
from the firing of the first pots by 
the Roman conquerors of Britain to 
the perfecting of jasper ware by 
Josiah Wedgwood was the result of 
fortuitous circumstances, was in 
reality sheer accident. The circum- 
stances that combined to initiate this 
development had.their beginning in 
the fact that the father of John Sad- 
ler, of Liverpool, was an engraver 
and apprenticed his son to this craft. 
John learned early how to transmute 
a block of ‘wood into a wood engrav- 
ing. Before his eyes another trans- 
mutation was common, for Liverpool 
potters had been making earthen- 
wares for at least fifty years before 
the birth of John Sadler in 1725. An 
early notebook shows that the young 
engraver was sufficiently -interested 
in ceramics. to learn and record the 
formulas followed by Liverpool pot- 
ters in mixing their clays. By 1748 
John Sadler had his own engraving 
shop in an alley near a pottery. It is 
not known whether or not in that 
year Sadler had any proprietary in- 
terest in this kiln. Probably his in- 
terest was more than casual, for an 
ehgraver in those days was bound to 
be somewhat of an artist. I can’t 
prove it, but probably John Sadler 
had his shop near that of a potter 
because he was sometimes called up- 


on to engrave or draw designs upon 
tiles or bowls. 


Large bowls by the hundreds and 
tiles by the thousands were made in 
Liverpool. Most of these must have 
been undecorated, to supply the great 
demand of the multitude of people 
who slowly were acquiring the ap- 
purtenances of indoor cooking and 
simple table dining. One day in 1748 
all the factors required for the dis- 
covery of transfer printing on pot- 
tery ‘were present in the Sadler alley. 

The potter discarded some shards 
of glazed but undecorated pottery, 
pieces of tile or of large bowls with 
only slightly curved surfaces. Sadler 
gave his or the neighbors’ children 
some spoiled proofs of engravings to 
play with. The children put the two 
together as they played. The fresh 
ink stuck to the glazed shards. The 
children peeled the paper away and 
saw the first clearly printed pictures 
of their lives. I am sure they ran to 
show them to the potter and to the 
engraver. A number of circumstances 
had joined and John Sadler was in a 
unique position, indeed in the exact 
position to appreciate the importance 
of the happening. 


In thinking about this discovery of 
the printing by paper transfer from 
wood block or metal engraving to 
glazed pottery, in order to avert a 
mistake made by the greatest writers 
on pottery and porcelain, I believe I 
should emphasize the status of civili- 
zation and the backward condition of 
the intelligent arts of that time. 


Lithography was unknown; about 
fifty years later, 1796, the great Ger- 
man inventor, Senefelder, announced 
the perfection of lithography. The 
offset printing, in other words, was 
Sadler’s and pottery was the medium. 
Though printing by movable types 
was in general use, wood block print- 
ing was still largely practiced, and 
especially in England line engraving 
‘was not common. All printing was 
done on screw type wooden presses; 
the Earl of Stanhope perfected his 
first iron press in the 1790’s. Da- 
guerre was not yet born; Thomas 
Wedgwood, who made some of the 
first important Englisl observations 
on the photo-actinic properties of 
light, was not even in the realm of 
possibilities, because his father 
Josiah was only eighteen years old, 
and was still serving as his brother’s 
apprentice. Most important, the 
first papermaking machine was in 
the dim future of 1798, in which year 
the Frenchman, Louis Robert, invent- 
ed his first machine, upon which the 
first English machine of Foudrinier 
was to be built in 1803. Books were 
scarce, were printed on good hand- 
made paper the surface of which was 
not designed to reveal the details of 
woodcut or line engraving. Today we 
admire the bold outlines of woodcuts 
in old books, but our school texts and

I was not there, but I can imagine 
John Sadler was too excited the 
afternoon the children showed him 
the clear, sharp pictures on potsherds 
to apply himself to the close work of 
engraving. I can even imagine that 
afternoon he bought into partnership 
with Guy Green, the potter in his 
alley. If you think I am sentimentally 
awash, visit the British and the 
Liverpool museums and see the tiles, 
marked Sadler & Green, that depict 


David Garrick in the roles he was. 


then playing. Then ask yourself if 
these tiles could have been made, or 
fhaving been made could have surviv- 
ed, had not the discovery of transfer 
printing enabled Sadler & Green to 
make a large run of these good Bri- 
tish evocative representations of a 
great man in another childish med- 
ium, the theatre. 


I set myself against all the pun- 
dicts of ceramic literature. These 
writers one after the other, in sus- 
Piciously close and like formation, 
assert that the discovery that 
brought good, clear pictures first to 
the eyes of the less wealthy, if not 
indeed the very poor, was a disaster 
because it encouraged craftsmen, who 
might have continued to decorate a 
few pieces of pottery and porcelain 
with finger, pencil, stylus, or brush, 
to make many more pieces illuminat- 
ed with transfer prints. The Liver- 
pool printers of pottery were the first 
to record pictures likely to build 
mind’s eye recognitions among the 
multitude who needed to be free of 
the ear domination of preachers and 
priests. 


I do not believe that Sadler’s dis- 
covery did anything but help to bring 
well made and mind-filling decorated 
table ware into sufficiently large pro- 
duction at a time when population 
began to increase, and ideas of 
ordinarily decent living became suffi- 
ciently widespread so that potters 
were freed from. dependence upon the 
wealthy for patronage. I believe that 
just as much faience and porcelain 
continued to be mdde and decorated 
by old methods. 

The most important freedom is 
freedom of thinking. An important 


impetus to this freedom, because it 
extended the mental horizons of mul- 
titudes, was the graphic delineation, 
on what for the late 1700’s was a tre- 
mendous quantity of tiles, dishes, 
bowls, jugs, and cups and saucers, of 
pictures of places, persons, historical 
events, moral lessgns, ideas and slo- 

ans. By 1800 “Liverpool printed 
ishes had succeeded the Hornbook 
as a popular first tool of learning. 


It was no accident that John Sad- 
ler’s father trained him as an engrav- 
er or that one of the Liverpool pot- 
ters had his kiln near Sadler’s shop. 
Perhaps it was an accident that child- 
ren playing in a Liverpool alley in 
1748 happened to have that normal 
passion of children for obtaining new 
sensory delights by creating some- 
thing out of nothing. 


For the world of human aspiration 
the result was that from a children’s 
wealth of nothing was created a 
great graphic force. This force had 
its first important effect in the years 
1774 to 1783. The Staffordshire pot- 
teries country and Liverpool lead the 
rest of England to ready sympathy 
with and encouragement of their re- 
bellious relatives in América. The 
British throne and the Cabinet could 
not command the popular support 
needed to continue the War for Am- 
erican Independence. If this support 
had been present, the financial and 
military might of Britain would cer- 
tain'y have succeeded, if not in 
Washington’s lifetime, then surely 
in the muddled through War of 1812. 
The large bowls of Liverpool, the 
mugs, the jugs, the table dishes, 
epitomizing the freedom of thinking 
of the British, quickly produced the 
beginning of the revolution of man’s 
spirit. 

This discussion of Liverpool pot- 
tery and. Liverpool transfer will be 
continued in later articles. I close this 
first part with a contemporary note. 
Consider thoughtfully the meaning of 
freedom of thinking. That freedom 
flows into expression of the meanings 
of free action. Nations are demo- 
cratic when freedom of thinking 
flows freely into spoken, printed, 
graphic and representative expres- 
sion.

Age of Reason 


In line with your editorial sugges- 
tion in December’s HOBBIES I 
polished up the Crystal Ball and 
without much discernment saw at 
once that the day that chipped and 
cracked cups and saucers would sell 
for ten dollars apiece has gone for- 
ever. 

The following observations are 
based upon conditions I found existent 
in the places I visited while on a re- 
cent motor trip which originated in 
California and extended Eastward 
through Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, New York. The New Eng- 
land States then South along the 
Eastern Seaboard to Miami, Fla. 

It is quite evident that good prices 
of old furniture, especially of 18th 
century vintage have passed into 
secure hands and it will .take an 
economical disaster to dislodge same. 
Few pieces are on the dealers’ floors 
and those that pass through the auc- 
tions are eagerly bid in by the dealers 
at prices that astound the individual 
buyer, hence good authentic old pieces 
will continue to advance in the custo- 
mary ratio of supply and demand 
and the only unrevealed supply is 
European importation which source 
at this time promises no decline in 
price, in fact rather the opposite 
trend. 

Furniture of the Victorian, Empire, 
Gay Nineties and their inter-transi- 
tional periods is being reclaimed from 
the dust laden attics and will soon 
fill the wants of the dealers who are 
inclined to continue buying at the 
prices they have recently — paid.

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to absorb the output is doubtful. 
Both the Crystal Ball and the Voice 
of Experience indicate that the sup- 
ply will exceed the demand with the 
customary result and also a lot of the 
“used” furniture we see in the shops 
will find its way back to the “Second- 
hand Store.” 

_ China and glass of every description 
is coming from everywhere. Minia- 
ture lamps in the “Dime Stores” and 
Dresden type china in the gift and 
department stores. Reasonably priced 
furniture reproductions as well as 
brass and silver flood the numerous 
shops which have recently changed 
their signs to read “Gifts” instead of 
“Antiques” all of which will to some 
degree satiate the desires of the con- 
sumer population. Good pieces in 
these categories will continue to com- 
mand high prices and remain in good 
demand but the run of pieces that 
clutter the shelves in most shops will 
soon be priced high at a “dime a 
dozen.” 


Another recent price depressing 
agency is the activity of certain 
groups including the daily press and 
the radio in their apparent tendency 
to elaborate upon the severe decline 
in the general price structure which 
is soon to come, the buyers’ strikes 
and the insistance that the buying 
public should wait awhile before 
making any substantial purchases. Of 
course this is all directed toward 
commodities in general, however, the 
psychological effect will be felt in the 
antique trade. 

During 1947 we will see many in- 
stances of 1946 in reverse. Rent, taxes 
and advertising will in many in- 
stances exceed the gross income of 
many of the shops which have sprung 
up during the past few years but this 
in no sense means calamity for the 
business but rather it should predict 
an early return to a more substantial 
basis. 

The more antique shows you have 
and the more dissappointed dealers 
will only hasten a much desired re- 
versal of prices and a return to a 
status wherein the customer comes in 
for at least a part of his former con- 
sideration.—Walter E. Wright, Ky.

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Notes on 
The Bristol Pottery 


The Bristol Pcttery has a most in- 
teresting history dating back to 1683, 
when the original factory, the Water 
Lane Pottery, was founded by Ed- 
ward Ward, a _ Brislington potter. 
Later it became known as the Temple 
Pottery, from its proximity to the old 
church of the Knights Templars. 

In the 1880s the works were moved 
to the Victoria Pottery, St. Philip’s 
Marsh, and in 1904 to Fishponds. 

Several other factories were ab- 
sorbed by the Bristol Pottery. Richard 
Frank, the best-known maker of Bris- 
tol Delft, who acquired the Temple 
Works in 1777, had previously been 
the proprietor of St. Anne’s Works, 
Brislington (c. 1652-1770), noted for 
copper lustre. It was from this fac- 
tory that Edward Ward went in 1683 
to Water Lane. 


Found “Robinson Crusoe” 

Before going to St. Anne’s in 1770, 
Frank was the owner of a pottery at 
Redcliffe Backs (founded 1703, closed 
1770). Michael Edkins, the famous 
painter of pottery and opaque glass, 
worked for Frank. 

Thomas Cantle, another owner of 
the Temple Works (1746) had also 
been previously the proprietor of an- 
other works, at Limekiln Lane. These 
works were founded by Woodes-Rog- 
ers, a Bristol privateer, who discov- 
ered Alexander Selkirk, the original 
of Robinson Crusoe. His partner was 
Tried Hobbs. The pottery closed in 
1746. 

Another important Bristol Delft 
factory was that of Joseph Flower, 
which made pottery at Redcliffe Back 
from 1743 to 1785. 

John Decimus Pountney (1789- 
1852), from whom the present com- 
pany gets its name, came to the Tem- 
ple works in 1818, and carried them on 
until his death. 

Other men of interest associated 
with the factory are Edward Raby, 
the modeller, who worked for Pount- 
ney, William Fifield, and his son, Wil- 
liam Fifield, Junior. The Fifields were 
pottery painters and designers and en- 
gravers of transfer prints. 

Bristol is known also to collectors 
as one of the few places where hard 
paste porcelain (true porcelain) was 
made in England. English hard paste 
porcelain was first made at Plymouth 
by William Cookworthy, a chemist, 
who had discovered the china clay 
deposits of Cornwall and a kind of 
granite which formed a suitable sub- 
stitute for the petuntse of the Chinese. 

Cookworthy, however, never got be- 
yond the experimental stage,,and, the 
works being transferred to Bristol, he 
sold his patent to Richard Champion, 
a Bristol merchant and a Quaker, who 
received financig] support from other 
Quakers, including the Frys. 

Champion made porcelain success- 
fully as a commercial proposition, but 
in order to recoup his heavy outlay he 
petitioned Parliament in 1775 for an 
extension of the patent. The opposi- 
tion of Wedgwood and the Stafford- 
shire potters, and the resulting heavy 
costs in Parliament, coupled with the 
loss of Bristol’s trade with the Amer- 
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ican colonies, so crippled Champion 
that he sold his rights to a Stafford- 
shire firm in 1781. 

This firm made porcelain at Tunstall, 
and later at New Hall, but was not 
particularly successful, and eventu- 
ally the manufacture of hard paste 
porcelain ceased.—Bazaar, Exchange 
and Mart, London

One phase of collecting which few 
hobbyists have undertaken is the as- 
sembling of historical glass and china 
which pertains to slavery, Lincoln, 
the Civil War and _ reconstruction. 
Such objects as Lincoln Drape glass- 
ware in all its various forms, Lincoln, 
Johnson and Grant plates, ash trays, 
shaving mugs, dishes and other mis- 
cellaneous pieces constitute an inter- 
esting and valuable collection. The 
three small plates shown on this page 
are original productions depicting 
scenes from Uncle Tom’s Cabin. The 
three plates, which are exceedingly 
rare, bear the following _ titles, 
“Uncle Tom at Home,” “Eva and 
Topsy,” and “The Death of Uncle 
Tom.” They are from the collection of 
R. Gerald McMurtry. 


In a copyrighted article in the Lin- 
coln Herald, published by Lincoln 
Memorial University at Harrogate, 
Tenn., F. Lauriston Bullard, makes 
some enlightening comments. Says he, 
in part: 


“Abraham Lincoln and Harriet 
Beecher Stowe met once we know, and 
possibly twice. 


“Of absolute evidence that Lincoln 
ever read Uncle Tom’s there is none. 
Only one writer says that he read that 
novel. Henry B. Rankin, in a work 
published in 1916, has this sentence: 
“He cared little for fiction, though 
Mrs. Stowe’s Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
moved him deeply while reading it.” 
Beveridge says, without tke citation 
of any authority, that the Springfield 
shops advertised the book soon after 
its publication and that “Herndon was 
one of the first to buy a copy.” Also, 
that “no positive evidence exists that 
Lincoln read it, but we know that it 
was at his hand and that it was often 
discussed in his hearing.” That care- 
ful biographer published this opinion 
twelve years after Rankin made his 
statement. 


We may be reminded that the story 
first appeared in the National Era, 
and that Herndon wrote Jesse Weik 
in 1885 that this anti-slavery Journal 
was among the papers “Lincoln and 
I took” from 1853 to 1861, but the per- 
tinent comment must be that the story 
ran in the Fra from June 5, 1851, to 
April 1, 1852. In Herndoif’s Lincoln 
a similar statement about that jour- 
nal is made, but without any dates. 
Joseph Fort Newton, in his Lincoln 
and Herndon, has a note on an inter- 
view which an abolitionist editor had 
with Herndon, in which the editor re- 
ported Herndon to have said: ‘I take 
Garrison’s Liberator and Lincoln takes 
the National Era and the Western 
Citizen,’ the latter being the inter- 
viewer’s own paper, and again there 
are no dates. Mrs. Stowe’s Key to 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin is known to have

been withdrawn from the Library of 
Congress from June 16 to July 29, 
1862, by somebody in the White House, 
but whether by the President, a sec- 
retary, or Mrs. Lincoln, we have no 
means of knowing. No doubt Lincoln 
knew a good deal about the book; 
Herndon would see to that. More we 
are not justified in saying. 

“Nor is any evidence known to us 


that Lincoln ever saw the play which 
was derived from the novel. There 
were ‘Uncle Tom’ companies all over 
the country in the 1850’s and we may 
be sure some of them visited Spring- 
field. The play was not produced in 
Washington in Lincoln’s time. 

“The amazing success of her fa- 
mous story lifted Mrs. Stowe to a

The cover of this issue was made 
from an old stereoscopic view in the 
collection of Hugh D. Allen of 
Homer, N. Y., the home of the subject 
of the picture, David Harum. We be- 
lieve HOBBIES readers will like this 
scene because it is a real bit of Amer- 
icana, and for many who remember 
the “horse and buggy era” it will 
have a nostalgic meaning. David Har- 
um is seated in the single horse cutter. 

In reality, David Harum, of 
*“Homeville,” N. Y., was none other 
than David Hannum of Homer, N. Y., 
who was immortalized in the most 
popular novel of its time. Edward 
Noyes Westcott, the author achieved 
world-wide renown as a result. 

David Harum was one of the for- 
most citizens in the village of Homer 
for many years. 

Time was when some of the older 
residents in Homer, could tell 
many an anecdote about Hannum 
and his character. He had gained 
quite a reputation for sharpness in 
his business dealings and particularly 
in “swapping horses”. which was 
more of a hobby with him than any- 
thing else in the world. They used to 
tell how he would rather trade horses 
and make two hundred dollars than 
make two thousand, for instance, in 
banking. Despite his shrewdness in 
anything that concerned horse flesh, 
he was described as gentle and tender 
in other activities of life. 

Some of his acquaintances gave 
him the title of “the prince of story 
tellers,” for he liked nothing better 
than to visit the local barber shops 
and swap tales by the hour. He was 
a great favorite with the children, 
and when circus was.in town, treated 
the boys and girls to free tickets, and 
all of the things that go with the cir- 
cus. 

Besides being a great friend and 
admirer of Hannum himself, West- 
cott, the novelist, drew upon other 
acquaintances and friends of the 
horse trader-banker for many of his 
stories and savings. 

It was late in 1896 when Westcott 
finished his story and sent the manu- 
script to a publisher. It was rejected. 
Then he mailed it to eight publishers 
before he met with success. Late in 
December, 1897, D. Appleton & Com- 
pany received it. They liked it, but 
suggested revisions. In January, 
1898, so they state, the book was re- 
turned with a notation from the au- 
thor: “If David Haram were to be 
published, even without delay, it 
would be in all probability, be posthu- 
mous. I have had the fun of writing 
it, anyway, and nobody will ever laugh 
over it more than I have. I never 
could tell what David was going to 
say next.” 

And Westcott did die in the spring 
before his novel was published in 
September. . . He never knew that 
his book was destined to be one of 
the greatest publishing successes of 
its time and that he had immortalized 
a character as charming and Ameri- 
ean as Huckleberry Finn or Tom 
Sawyer. 

As this picture from the collection 
of Hugh D. Allen suggests, already 


collectors have begun to gather the 
relics and souvenirs relating to 
“David Harum.” May their questing 
be fruitful, for here is truly Ameri- 
cana worth preserving.

plateau unscaled by any other Ameri- 
can woman writer. The Independent, 
a most influential weekly in those days, 
announced her as ‘contributor,’ and 
allotted to her a first page column 
wherein she might set out her ideas 
on ‘any subject from the Mayflower to 
Uncle Tom.’ She proved to be a most 
irregular columnist. Months elapsed 
at times without the appearance of her 
name. She wrote as a rule on religi- 
ous topics and slavery. She had her 
say about ‘bleeding Kansas.’ There 
was nothing about the Lincoln-Doug- 
las debates. Her own and her hus- 
band’s candidate for the Presidency in 
1860 was their old Ohio friend, Sal- 
mon P. Chase. Only once in her column 
did she refer to the election of that 
year, and then there was no mention 
of Lincoln. 


“From August, 1859, until June, 
1860, she was in Europe. For many 
months this woman, whose primary 
interest was the slavery question, and 
who counted her followers in hundreds 
of thousands, seemed to be entirely in- 
different to any claims the new Presi- 
dent might have on her attention. Ap- 
parently she had no conception of the 
magnitude of the man. She did praise 
the ‘unselfish heroism’ with which the 
North responded to the call for troops 
in 1861. But no ‘man’ flashed on her 
vision until Fremont undertook to free 
the Missouri slaves by military edict. 
Then she notified the nation that ‘the 
hour and the man’ had come! In July, 
1862, she reminded the President of 
his duty to decree emancipation. A 
few weeks later she entered the lists 
to break a lance with Lincoln. His 
letter to Greeley was all wrong. His 
paramount object might be to save 
the Union, but what would be the su- 
preme purpose of the Founder of the 
Christian religion were He in the 
White House? His paramount object 
would be to set at liberty a race in 
bondage and not either to save or to 
destroy the Union. There was no al- 
lusion to the oath the President had 
‘registered in Heaven’ on inaugura- 
tion day. 

“Long before the end of the war 
Mrs. Stowe had become an admirer of 
Lincoln. She printed little about him. 
In at least one letter, after the elec- 
tion of 1864, she declared herself to be 
‘for Old Abe and the Union:’ In Jan- 
uary of that year she had made a con- 
tract with the Watchman and Reflec- 
tor, a religious periodical, for the writ- 
ing of a series of biographical essays 
which later would be put out in book 
form. The work contains eighteen ar- 
ticles. That of Lincoln, 110 pages 
long, fills a fifth of the volume. One 
reads it with surprise. The writer 
could readily outline Lincoln’s life 
from earlier publications. But her 
characterization of the man is marked 
by insight and respect. Men of Our 
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Times was published in 1868. She 
may have been somewhat influenced 
by the tremendous reaction which fol- 
lowed the assassination, but one feels 
that she could not have written vari- 
ous of her paragraphs had she not 
come once at least into close contact 
with the President in the days of his 
mighty struggle. She used some 
apocryphal stories, naturally, but in 
that uniquely magnanimous person- 
ality she recognized ‘the greatest sign 
and marvel’ of the time.’

CUP PLATES 


To the United States belongs the 
credit of successfully pressing glass 
by machinery. Cup plates were one of 
the first expressions of this endeavor 
to appear on the market. It is useless 
to dwell on the purpose of these little 
plates, which were approximately 
three inches in diameter, as everyone 
at all familiar with antiques knows 
their use. It will suffice to say they 
spared many a table cloth from tea 
rings while the tea was cooling in the 
saucer. 


Their popularity is evidenced by the 
fact that there are nearly 1000 known 
varieties. The price enabled everyone 
to indulge in the luxury of these little 
receptacles as an old advertisement 
shows they sold wholesale at only five 
cents apiece. Our forefathers would 
be astonished to know one sold a while 
ago for three hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. The majority, however, are in 
the price range of from one dollar to 
twenty-five. 


There are two main groups, histor- 
ical and conventional, with numerous 
subdivisions. In the historical group 
are many commemorating the promi- 
nent people of the period. Henry Clay 
being notable, there were eleven vari- 
ants facing left and one, which is espe- 
cially rare, facing right. Another 
favorite subject was George Wash- 
ington, as well as Queen Victoria, and 
Albert and Victoria. It is possible to 
find at least seven different plates 
bearing the likeness of Major Ring- 
gold, the hero of Palo Alto. All of the 
set are extremely scarce. 


Bunker Hill Monument was a com- 
monly used subject. So many of these 
plates were made by various factories 
that this is one of the easiest to find 
of the historical group. Ships, such 
as the Constitution, Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Clermont, or Fulton, Chancellor 
Livingston, and Cadmus were de- 
picted sailing with full rigging upon 
a glassy sea. The borders surrounding 
the ships are generally lacy and in- 
tricate in design. Every New York 
State collector is proud to have the 
plate showing the tiny steamboat 
Maid of the Mist navigating the 
treacherous Niagara River at the foot 
of Niagara Falls. As this also shows 
the second Suspension Bridge the date 
of this plate is placed somewhere be- 
tween 1885 and 1860, which makes it 
one of the last historical cup plates 
produced. 


The Log Cabin plate commemorat- 
ing Wm. Henry Harrison’s candidacy 
for president in 1847 was also made 
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at many factories. Unquestionably 
these plates helped to give Harrison 
the presidency. A collector might well 
find it an arduous task to make a com- 
plete set of the different eagle designs 
which may be found. It is surprising 
to know there are over fifty known 
varieties. 

Under the so-called conventional 
group the rarest plate no doubt is the 
Plough. Imagination was given full 
sway; flowers, hearts, anchors, butter- 
flies, bee hives, hounds, scrolls, swirls, 
sunbursts, etc., were used in various 
motifs. 

Only one comic plate is known. 
Here the border is a floral design. 
Looking at it from the reverse side are 
the words “The Wedding Day,” and 
“Three Weeks After.” On the front 
side may be seen the happy wedding 
day expression on their faces as well 
that after three weeks of married 
ife. 


Occasionally cup plates are found 
in colors such as blue, yellow, green, 
amethyst and opalescent, but most 
generally they are clear.

The first occasion on which the 
decorated ware of Cincinnati was 
shown in a quantity to be specially 
remembered was in May, 1875, at 
the “International Entertainment,” 
given by the “Women’s Centennial 
Executive Committee of Cincinnati,” 
in the old Elm Street Exposition 
Building, on the site of which the 
College of Music now stands. In the 
general aim of this Committee to 
make a creditable addition to the 
work of women at the Centennial 
Exposition, the specialty of, china- 
painting, then exciting some interest 
among the women here and in other 
parts of the country, was looked upon 
as promising a possible field of lucra- 
tive work for women. The exhibit, 
prepared by a few ladies of Cincin- 
nati for this occasion, consisted of 
several dozen pieces—cups and sau- 
cers, pitchers and plates. The excel- 
lence of its execution excited atten- 
tion, and many of the articles, to- 
gether with subsequent work, were 
sent to the Centennial Exposition the 
next year. 


The newspapers of that day (May 
23, 1875) gave the following as the 
list of ladies who prepared this first 
exhibit of china-painting: Mrs. S. S. 
Fisher, Miss C'ara Fletcher, Mrs. L. 
B. Harrison, Mrs. William Hinkle, 
Mrs. E. G. Leonard, Miss M. L. 
McLaughlin, Miss Lincoln, Mrs. A. B. 
Merriam, Mrs. Richard Mitchell, Miss 
Clara Newton, Mrs. Maria L. Nichols, 
Miss Rauchfuss, and Miss Schooley. 

These ladies were invited to pre- 
pare the work by the Centennial 
Committee, who provided the china 
and the firing; the decorators gave 
their work. The articles were sold at 
auction during the entertainment 
bringing good prices, the highest 
being twenty-five dollars for a cup 
and saucer; thirty-five cups and sau- 
cers were sold, aggregating three 
hundred and eighty-five dollars. 


The origin of the movement can not 
be more precisely told, perhaps, than 
by saying that in the summer of 1874 
Mr. Benn Pitman, of the Cincinnati 
School of Design, started a class of 
ladies (who had had some practice in 
water-color painting), in  china- 
painting. The specialty of china- 
painting was not included in the cur- 
riculum of the School of Design, and 
-could not, under the rules, be taught 
there. Mr. Pitman procured the neces- 
sary materials, invited the ladies to 
meet at his office for instruction, and 
engaged the late Miss Eggers as 
teacher. The ladies forming the class 
were Mesdames’' William Dodd, 
George Dominick, and E. G. Leonard, 
and Misses Charlotte Keenan, Flor- 
ence Leonard, M. Louis McLaughlin, 
Clara Newton, and Georgie Woollard. 
At that time Miss Eggers and Mr. 
Hartwig were the only persons to be 
found in the city who practiced 


and taught china-painting. Although 
some of the class generously insisted 
on sharing the expense of this exper- 
iment, Mr. Pitman declined their as- 
sistance, and bore it entirely himself. 

The work shown on the occasion re- 
ferred to in 1875 was for the most 
part the outgrowth of this experi- 
ment, and although imperfect. when 
compared with later results, it was un- 
questionably the most extensive and 
satisfactory exhibit of amateur over- 
glaze decoration made up to that 
time in the United States. The work 
was deep'y interesting as so many 
careful experiments. Each one made 
her own trials, and gained knowledge 
and courage from her failures. Modes 
of firing were as imperfect as all 
other means and appliances; but the 
interested workers were undismayed 
by difficulties and mistakes and 
eagerly pressed on to higher degrees 
of excellence. 


Prominent among the ladies whose 
work gave character to this early ex- 
hibit in 1875 ‘were Mrs. E. G. Leonard 
and Mrs. Andrew B. Merriam, whose 
interests has continued unabated, and 
whose delicate and finished over- 
glaze work had caused their names 
to be we'l known among the best 
amateur artists of the country. 


Among the efficient means of popu- 
larizing china decoration in Cincin- 
nati at an earlv day were the estab- 
lishment of a sma!l oven, and the 
teaching of over-glazed painting, by 
Mr. Edwin Griffith, in the spring of 
1877. He visited the New Jersey pot- 
teries, learned something of the pro- 
cesses of using the oxides and of fir- 
ing, and being skillful in the use of 
the brush, pleasant in his ways, he 
became a_ successful teacher. The 
classes of Mr. Griffith were taught, 
and the process of firing was carried 
on, in the third story of the old build- 
ing on the southwest corner of Fifth 
and race streets, above the carving 
school of Messrs. Henry L. and Will- 
iam Fry. The house has since been re- 
moved. Mr. Pitman was instmmmental 
in starting Mr. Griffith in this work. 

From 1874 to 1877, the attention of 
the ladies was exclusively given to 
overglaze painting. 


In 1877, Miss M. Louise McLaugh- 
lin, who had been among the fore- 
most in her success in china-paint- 
ing in 1875, published a hand-book 
on china-painting, for the use of 
amateurs in the decoration of hard 
porcelain, and also began to exper- 
iment in her search for the secrets 
of the Limoges faience. 


The first results in this direction 
shown in Cincinnati were in the fall 
of 1877. In the next year specimens 
of this work were sent to the Paris 
Exposition. At about the same time, 
or soon after, Miss McLaughlin 
painted the first successful piece of 
blue underglaze on white ware. 


It is said that unsuccessful ef- 
forts have been made in different 
parts of Europe to imitate or repro-

duce the faience of Limoges. How- 
ever this may be, there is no doubt 
that in the United States we are 
indebted to the intelligent interest 
and persistence of Miss McLaughlin 
for its accomplishment. Months of 
labor and considerable money were 
spent before success was achieved; 
the preparation of clays, the adap- 
tation of colors, suitable firing for 
underglaze decoration, were all mat- 
ters of vital importance in the ac- 
complishment of the new decorative 
process. Down to this time there 
were no facilities for firing decorated 
wares beyond the very imperfect 
means used for firing the overglaze 
work of jars, and the ordinary kilns 
of the potters. 

During the process of her experi- 
ments in 1877-78, the work of Miss 
McLaughlin was done at the pottery 
of P. L. Coultry and Co., where 
special pride was fe!t in the matter 
by members of the firm and em- 
ployees, and where everything in 
their power was done to insure 
success. 

In giving credit where credit is 
due, it may be added that Mr. Joseph 
Bailey, Sen., and his son Joseph, of 
Mr. Dal'ias’s pottery, gave her many 
practical suggestions, derived from 
their long experience in the busi- 
ness. It required the union of the 
knowledge of the artist, the chem- 
ist, and the potter to conduct the 
experiments to a successful termi- 
nation. 

The glaze used was that of Messrs. 
Coultry and Co., and was found to 
be admirably adapted to the decor- 
ative process which Miss McLaugh- 
lin had discovered. 

The clays, of which she used a 
variety, were brought from differ- 
ent parts of Ohio; the vases, jugs, 
etc., many of them her own de- 
signs, ‘were at that time made by 
the firm of Coultry and Co. 

In the latter part of~1879, two 
kilns for firing decorated wares 
were built at the pottery of Freder- 
ick Dallas, one for underg'aze, the 
other for overglaze work, the latter 
said to be the largest of its kind 
in the United States. The cost of 
these kilns was advanced by two 
ladies, respectively Miss McLaugh- 
lin and Mrs. Maria Longworth Nich- 
ols. During the year 1879, the work 
of Miss McLaughlin was transferred 
to the Hamilton Road pottery of 
Frederick Dallas. 

In her specialty, which may be 
called Cincinnati faience,; Miss Mc- 
Laughlin has been constantly at 
work, month by month increasing 
her knowledge of methods, etc., un- 
til the results show a high degree 
of excellence and beauty...Many of 
her pieces have found homes in New 
York and other cities, but some of 
her largest and most _ successful 
specimens have not been seen out- 
side of Cincinnati. Her ‘Ali Baba” 
vase, forty-two inches high, was pro- 
duced in the winter of 1879-80, and 
has been presented by Miss Mc- 
Laughlin, with other pieces, to th2 
Women’s Art Museum Association 
of Cincinnati. In the rooms of the 
association, 'with other ceramic work, 
it forms the nucleus of a collection 
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probably destined to have _ historic 
interest in future years. This “Ali 
Baba” vase, or jar, has a ground- 
work of sage green, blending the 
gradations of color from the full 
tone up to a fleecy, cloud-like green- 
ish-white; the decoration is a Chin- 
ese hibiscus, the colors being held 
in subdued tones. The potting of 
this piece, said to be the largest 
made down to that time in the United 
States, is the work of Frederick 
Dallas. 

The success of the Cincinnati 
faience by Miss McLaughlin led to 
numerous experiments by others to- 
ward the same end. A number of 
them were successful in the discov- 
ery of the principles involved in the 
new process, and all were disting- 
uished by individual characteristics 
of style. Notable among the discov- 
erers and workers in this specialty 
are Mrs. William Dodd, Mrs. M. V. 
Keenan, Mrs. Dr. Meredith, and Mr. 
J. T. Wheatley. 

In the spring of 1879, a “pottery 
club” of ladies was organized, with 
twelve active and three honorary 
members. Each one of the ladies is 
at work upon some specialty, or at 
least bringing to her work so marked 
an individuality as tq characterize 
it with distinctive features. All have 
painted, and still paint, overglaze; 
each works in incised design, in re- 
lief decoration, and in underglaze 
color. 

The Pottery Club has rented a room 
at the pottery of Frederick Dallas, 
where it is convenient to work in 
the various specialties in the “green” 
clay and “biscuit” ware. Their room 
is perhans fifteen by twenty-four 
feet. having windows on the east, 
south, and west, in front of which, 
running around the three sides, is a 
shelf, or work-table, some two feet 
wide. A few plain chairs, modelling 
stoo's, a stove, and wash-stand com- 
prise the fittings and furniture of 
the room. The building in which this 
pottery studio is found was the home 
of Mrs. Trollove during the time of 
her residence in Cincinnati. The ac- 
cess to the studio, which is on the 
second floor, is through the yard of 
the pottery, in which stand some of 
the kilns. 

The members of the Pottery Club

While it would be difficult to de- 
scribe in this article the character 
and quality of the work of each 
member of the Pottery Club, any 
sketch of the decorative pottery- 
work of Cincinnati would be incom- 
plete and unjust which failed of a 
due recognition of its excellence. 
Calling the roll of its membership 
brings into review much of the best 
of the enamelled faience, of the un- 
derglaze color, of the incised design, 
of the relief-work in clay, and of the 
exquisitely finished overglaze paint- 
ing, which have given reputation to 
the work done in Cincinnati.

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Old and Beautiful Salt Glaze Pottery

With the passing of a religious 
group which came to the United States 
in 1804, a double ring wine jug of salt 
glaze stone ware, found in the men’s 
old Rappitte dormitory hall in New 
Harmony, Ind., is now in a private 
collection in Oklahoma. The jug 
stands 20 inches high with the rings 
at right angles with each other. At 
the spout is the design of a man’s 
head. No brown, such as is on much 
of the stone ware, decorates any part 
of this jug. Even the man’s head is 
in gray and blue as is the other de- 
signs. The head does not seem to be 
made in caricature, and is unlike the 
face on a beer stein which will be de- 
scribed later. The ware is a light 
gray. The all-over designs are in relief, 
and the jug looks as though it had been 
enameled in delft-blue, then, while 
fresh, rubbed off, leaving a blue back- 
ground with the designs standing out 
in a light bluish gray. Four medal- 
lions in relief decorations consist of 
a coat-of-arms, motto, castle, and a 
design in crowns. On the bottom is 
“Hanke, Germany” deep in the ware. 


The religious sect, called Rappittes 
or Harmonists, came from the part of 
Germany where salt glaze ware was 
made. It was in the latter part of the 
16th century that salt glaze stoneware 
began to take the form of a real de- 
velopment of art. From potters along 
the Rhine, Cologne, Flanders, and Hol- 
land, came real pieces of artistic work. 
People of eminence often ordered jugs 
and other pieces with their coat-of- 
arms done in relief upon them. Other 
designs in relief were arms of towns 
and ancient families, inscriptions and 
peasant dances. 

The old dormitory in which the 
double ring wine jug was found is now 
a tea room in New Harmony, Ind., 
where this religious group settled in 
the new world. The section which once 
consisted of several hundred acres and 
the town are no longer under the rule 
of the old motto, “Each for all and all 
for each, in sickness and in health,” 
which was adopted by the Harmonists. 
In America they sought freedom from 
the persecution of their own country. 
While their leader, Rapp, taught that 
the church in Germany had wandered 
from its original teachings, he be- 
lieved it was right to work on Sunday. 
He also refused to send his children 
to school, as he didn’t believe in 
schools. This made him and his fol- 
lowers, 750 strong, at variance with 
the church and government, which 
led to their coming to America when, 
it is said, they brought the wine jug 
with them to their new home. 

We are told that the Huyvetter Col- 
lection, formerly of Ghent, had two of 
the early German Stoneware Jugs, 
one with body formed of one circular 
tube; the other had two tubes crossing 
each other at right angles. The jugs 


were elaborately decorated in relief 
designs. With these pieces the liquor 
is poured out in the ordinary way by 
the spout. 


The jug is a combination of a splen- 
did use of the two colors, blue and 
light gray, giving clear cut designs, of 
a marvelous clear transparent glaze 
showing the design perfectly, of great 
strength and durahility, which has en- 
abled it to come through the years in 
such perfect condition. I saw no chip 
nor detected any imperfection. Evi- 
dently these German Harmonists 
looked for durability as well as beau- 
ty. The size of the wine jug is evidence 
that it was not used by a small com- 
pany, but by a large one. 


Other pieces in this private collec- 
tion of that glazed stoneware, which 
is made by throwing salt in a kiln 
from above when the pieces are at the 
highest point of heat and letting it 
vaporize and settle upon the surface, 
forming a clear coating, which does 
not obscure designs and is so hard it 
cannot be scratched by the usual tests, 
are a beer stein, pitcher, vase, and 
some smaller pieces. The collection is 
in almost perfect condition; a chip on 
the bottom of a vase glued back in 
place was the only imperfection I dis- 
covered. This perfect condition is due 
largely to the resistance of the glaze 
to the action of acids and its being 
impervious to water. The large beer 
stein standing nineteen and three- 
fourths inches high has a man’s beard- 
ed face in brown, highly glazed, at the 
spout. It was evidently made in cari- 
cature of some one, as the ears extend 
high and are pointed, and the face is 
apparently distorted. It must be a 
“Graybeard,” one of the human inter- 
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est designs which became in great 
demand. So popular were they that 
they were imported from Germany to 
England, and were copied by Dutch 
craftsmen whosettledthere. The Gray- 
beards might, too, be ornamented with 
coats-of-arms, popular mottoes, flow- 
ers, medallions, and relief decorations. 
This stein is a work of art. The gray 
is a shade darker than in the double 


' ring wine jug. The lid is pewter. A 


few narrow, plain stripes of brown 
run around the capacious belly and the 
narrow neck of the stein; a great pro- 
fusion of designs covers the entire sur- 
face. While the design is all over, it 
has a medallion in which is a German 
inscription. 

There are other figures and scroll 
designs. Men sitting down, strange- 
looking birds which probably never 
existed even in pre-historic times 
adorn this work of art. The details 
of the decoration of all the pieces of 
the salt-glaze which I mention are 
subservient to beauty of effect. The 
symbols are amenable to the laws of 
symmetry and the general scheme of 
design. It has been said that there is 
no form or combination of forms that 
cannot be made subservient to beauty, 
if symmetrically contrasted or re- 
peated. 

As patterns of salt-glaze were copied 
in England, it is well to know that 
initials such as A, R, C, etc., appear 
on medallions of English salt-glaze 
stoneware, denoting under which reign 
of certain English soverigns it was 
made. There are no letters of this 
type on this stein or on any of the 
pieces here described. 

The vase in this collection, which 
stands thirteen and one-half inches 
high, was found in St. Louis, where 
the stein was found, and where there 
were a great many Germans. The out- 
lying districts formerly had many 
beer gardens. There are a few brown 
stripes on the vase. The relief decora- 
tions are small floral, leaf, and beaded 
all-over designs. The gray is the 
same shade as that of the stein. Look- 
ing closely, you find a dent, or flat

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place on one side of the bowl of the 
vase, indicating it was not made by 
modern machinery. The owner had 
not detected it, so perfect is the de- 
sign and effect. 

The pitcher has somewhat bolder 
designs, yet quite elaborate. The face 
at the spout is much like that of the 
double ring wine jug. 

Another piece of salt glaze was 
found by a collector in northeastern 
Oklahoma. It is a single ring wine 
jug, ten inches high and five and one- 
half inches wide. The ware is a me- 
dium light gray with all-over designs 
in relief. At the spout is a highly 
glazed, brownish owl—the only brown 
on the jug. There is a ring at the 
spout from which a small ring dan- 
gles. On the bottom in the hollow is 
a triangle with a very dim design of 
a beer stein. Little marks indicate 
the use of prys to get out the die that 
made the stein and triangle in the soft 
clay. On the flat part of the bottom 
is the number 636. The whole design 
is especialiy pleasing, having a neat, 
dainty appearance combined with 
durability. The owner believes this to 
be a genuine Gres de Flandres ring 
wine jug. It was purchased from a 
private home in southeastern Kansas, 
the owner having bought it at an an- 
tique shop in Falmouth, England, on 
one of her thirty trips abroad. It was 
a part of an old sea captain’s collec- 
tion, gathered from all parts of the 
world. 


In Tulsa is another single ring wine 
jug of sait glaze. However, its meas- 
urements are slightly different. It is 
a beautiful piece, but you can tell at 
a glance there is a difference in size, 
the latter being a little larger—about 
one-half and inch difference in heighth 
and width. It has what appear to be 
some machine-made marks. 

Vases must have been made to meet 
a need for beauty. The water jar in 
olden times met a definite need in 
lands where abundant water was lack- 
ing. The early common beverage of 
the Eastern countries was wine. A 
need for a vessel to hold these liquids 
of every day fare brought about the 
birth of the wine jug. 

These beautiful pieces of salt-glazed 
stoneware remind us that the making 
of pottery is an old art by which his- 
tory of the civilized world is preserved. 
There is a meaning in many of the 
designs, the history of the people who 
designed then and the country in 
which they were made and used.

Some of the more 
elegant and intricate have the body 
composed of a hollow circle; others 
have more than one circle, crossing 
each other at right angles.

In a southern city I saw a Capo-di- 
monte jewel box. One just like it 'was 
put up at a charity auction in Lon- 
don and it thus got a publicity build- 
up that the dealer with a little 
suavity might confuse with his. He 
wanted $1,250 for it. I have one just 
like it. Thousands of you saw it in 
the techni-color film the Paramount 
people made of our Hobbies Museum 
and sent around the country a few 
months back. I told the dealer I paid 
around $200 for mine. ‘‘Mine cost me 
about $250,” he replied. 

_ I remember a woman dealer boast- 
ing she paid 10c for a novelty paper 
weight and sold it for $10. 

Now how do these people expect 
us to use our pages to bally up such 
rot as that? We are not here to allow 
our subscribers who have confidence 
in us to be shaken down. We cannot 
act as arbiter of prices but we know 
that all who are hooked on these prices 
will eventually find out just what 
their stuff is worth. After the last 
panic only three dealers were left on 
the income tax rolls in Chicago. They 
were all wiped out by the auction sale 
route except a mighty few. Thmout 
the country they sank and disappear- 
ed by the thousands. Collectors who 
bought at prevailing prices were piti- 
fully disappointed when they sought 
loans on the material. It has been 
our ambition every day since we en- 
tered the field to publish a magazine 
that will stand as a bulwark in our 
next depression. If we produce a 
magazine that inspires confidence in 
the industry as a whole, if it exudes 
strength, if it bespeaks the glory of 
our better days, if it surprises the 
powers that be with its importance 
and extent, if it portrays the everlast- 
ing permanence of art, then the bank- 
ers and financial interests will extend 
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help when we need it and not sacri- 
fice us to the wolves. We cannot be 
of service now to you handful of 
gamblers whose twisted sense of 
morals leads you to think you have a 
right to sell something for 5 to 10 
times more than its actual value. 
Rather, we warn our readers against 
you. There will come a break in the 
tide, there will come the storms of de- 
pression, and then HOBBIES can 
stand on the rock of confidence with 
the waves dashing about us and keep 
values from being washed away. If 
you tossed to the bow-wows all the rec- 
ognized ethics of merchandising and 
came into this business to make a spec- 
ulation of it, or a quick-money sucker 
racket among the new rich who think 
they can gain culture as quickly as 
money, you had better cease your 
palaver and get out of business. The 
easy money days are over and neither 
the permanent legitimate dealers, nor 
the collectors are going to let you fel- 
lows ruin a legitimate livelihood for 
them. 

Some of the tales of profiteering 
reaching us lately are shocking. Sup- 
pose a syndicate writer like Pegler, or 
one of the big national magazines with 
millions of circulation got hold of 
these facts? Wouldn’t these pirate 
dealers run for cover? And wouldn’t 
some of the cock-eyed wives of war 
contractors take a tongue lashing 
from their husbands. And wouldn’t 
dealer and collector in the hobby suf- 
fer—the innocent with the guilty. 
Even if we printed some of the docu- 
ments in our possession there would 
be a quick stop to excessive profiteer- 
ing. 

Some dealers vehemently contend 
that because they gave us money for 
advertising we are morally obligated 
to take their part and boost their 
game along in our reading pages. We 
were told about one man in a show 
out west who was talking loudly as 
he pounded his right fist into the 
palm of his left hand.

stuff. We can’t always act as a judge 
but we can watchfully keep a lot of 
gougers out. We don’t want booms 
and panics in the business; we want 
normal times that we can depend 


upon. 

After the deluge comes, who are 
you getting ready to blame? You 
blamed Hoover the last time. Yet did 
Hoover tell you to gamble on that 
crazy stock market? Did Hoover tell 
you to buy that vacant lot that has 
never been worth a copper cent 
since? Did Hoover tell you to make 
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those foolish investments that car- 
ried you down to destruction? 

Who are you going to blame this 
time? Roosevelt? Truman? Then 
maybe you will blame Lightner. No 
doubt I was to blame for you losing 
money because I kept up the bally to 
buy, buy at higher prices, keep piling 
up profits. Nobody will be able to look 
over his wreckage in the “uture and 
make us the goat for his own mis- 
takes. We will see well to it that no 
third-rater who never made a dollar 
antil such times as any fool could 
make money, can blame us for using 
the power of the printed word to 
drive the suckers from his door. 

We can halt now while there is 
time. Let every one do his part. If we 
hold the line we can gradually adjust 
to peace conditions.

MANUSCRIPT PAINTING 


As old as The Magna Charta is the 
manuscript painting recently acquir- 
ed by The Cleveland Musum of Art 
from the Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Marlatt Fund, and exhibited in The 
Recent Accessions Gallery. 

It is English, early XIII Century 
and the literature on this form of 
art shows several similar works with 
which it can be associated. The sub- 
ject is the Risen Christ Enthroned on 
the Rainbow. Symbols of the four 
Evangelists are in the four corners. 
William M. Milliken, director of the 
Museum and an authority on medieval 
art, points out that it is full of sym- 
bolism associated with the Apocal- 
ypse of St. John. 

Before the age of printing, manu- 
script illustration was a high art, 
After 1200 “full page” pictures such 
as this one were much admired. Mr. 
Milliken says that the drawing of the 
figure and drapery are distinctly Eng- 
lish of its period. 
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FIGURINES FROM STAFFORDSHIRE 


By DONN MARSH JORDAN 


Perhaps one of the most interesting 
fields of collecting is that of the Staf- 
fordshire Cottage Ornaments. These 
little pieces of pottery, often quite 
crude, have a simplicity of line and a 
directness which make for charm and 
interest. Their brilliant colors do 
much to brighten up some dark corner. 
They take up little space and are not 
too expensive to buy. All in all many 
people are finding them to answer 
fully “what shall I collect.” 

Of course we have the fine English 
figurines made at Bow, Chelsea, Der- 
by, and Plymouth but these were far, 
far too expensive for the common per- 
son to afford tc buy. Accordingly 
the Staffordshire potteries turned out 
what we now call “Cottage Orna- 
ments”; small and inexpensive figure 
groups that the middle classes could 
afford to buy to help brighten up their 
mantels. They were not made at Staf- 
fordshire alone, however, but also at 
Leeds, Bristol, Caughley, and many 
other places; now we class them all 
under the general heading of Staf- 
fordshire as it is so difficult to place 
a piece which is not marked, especially 
when several factories were turning 
out the self same product. 


Their strong colorings and old fash- 
ioned style add to their enchantment. 
They also give a vivid story of the 
customs of the day. The peoples’ 
heroes as well as their villains were 
immortalized in the clay of these fac- 
tories. They might well be spoken of 
as the tabloids of a bygone day. The 
more horrible the murder, the more 
in demand a figure or figures of the 
murderer would be. Take for instance 
the Rush Murder Case. Henry Rush, 
a farmer, murdered his landlord and 
his family and was hung for the deed 
at Norwich Castle. Actordingly, so 
strongly were people’s feelings 
aroused, that we find five figure groups 
issued at once. One was Rush himself, 
one of his sweetheart, one of his farm 
house, one of his landlord’s castle, and 
one of Norwich Castle where he was 
hung; lovely things, certainly, to place 
primly on the parlor mantel. Then 
there was a gentleman named Omar 
Pascha; he seemed to be a general all 
around favorite. Omar was born a 
Christian but finding that this didn’t 
seem to be helping him much he be- 
came a renegade, joined the Turkish 
army, rose to be one of its leaders, 
and then went around quite cheerfully 
massacring his brother Christians. 

mar soon became the subject of sev- 
eral figure groups and benignly lent 
his blessing to many ofthe middle 
class cottages of England. Meanwhile 
America wasn’t left out when these 
figures were turned out because from 
there with the aid of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe came Uncle Tom and little Eva 
to be immortalized time and again. 
Then when the potters found time 
hanging heavy on their hands with 
nothing much turning up in the way 
of senational news there was always 
Mother Goose to turn to with its stock 
heroes and heroines such as Red- Rid- 
ing Hood and the Wolf, or the Babes 
in the Woods. These are but a few of 


the many figures that it is possible 
for the collector to find if he searches 
long and diligently enough. 

The cottage groups were made as 
early as 1750 and probably earlier 
but these earliest types are, of course, 
exceedingly rare and of corresponding 
higher values than those of a later 
day. From this early time come the 
delicate figures of salt glaze, each 
piece modeled by hand, also from this 
same early day come the mottled 
works of Astbury and the choice fig- 
ures of Thomas Whieldon. These fig- 
ures often quite crude in modeling are 
made of soft paste and are extremely 
light in weight. As time progressed 
the figures became heavier and heavier 
and so we know that the lighter the 
weight of a piece, the earlier the piece. 

The Staffordshire figures of which 
we are so proud, however, mostly date 
from this side of eighteen hundred 
and many of them from quite a bit this 
side. The earlier type are so scarce 
as to make them practically unattain- 
able. These later figures were made 
in exactly the same manner as the 
more expensive porcelain figurines of 
other factories. The paste was poured 
into a mold which took care of the 
central portion of the group. This 
then went into the hands of a work- 
man who was known as the “repairer” 
and he stuck the head, legs, arms and 
ornaments on and sharpened the lines 
that might have come dull from the 
mould. The coloring was then applied 
often quite heavily to hide defects in 
the piece, and then the glaze was ap- 
plied. Only certain colors were ap- 
plied under the glaze, however, and 
many had to be applied over the glaze 
which is why we ‘will occasionally run 
into a piece in which there is hardly 
any color left, all of it having been 
applied over the glaze and being worn 
off through the years as it had nothing 
over it to protect it. Many of these 
washed out pieces are quite interest- 
ing however, as it gives us a chance 
through the clear glaze to study the 
imperfections of the piece itself with 
nothing to hide them, and I feel 
strongly that every enthusiastic col- 
lector in this field should have ex- 
amples of this type as his or her col- 
lection is not complete without them. 

As I have mentioned before, the 
earlier the piece, usually the lighter 
weight it is. As the figures were made 
at later dates the paste used was thick- 
er and heavier. Alsotheseearliertypes 
were hollow and usually open at the 
base; when the base was closed a hole 
was always put in the figure some- 
where. Value however does not de- 
pend solely on age; we must also take 
rarity into consideration. Naturally 
some pieces are much rarer than 
others and so it is natural that these 
figures should command a _ higher 
price. Then, too, I feel very strongly 
that many people insist too much on 
perfection in every piece. It is nice to 
possess perfect things but some things 
being very rare we cannot hope to ac- 
quire in perfect condition. Abroad, 
even in the museums, perfection is not 
required; it is the workmanship that 
counts and in those great museums we 
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may see example after example that 
is imperfect. When we have such 
magnificent china menders in America 
then, and we see a rare piece with 
something gone from it, we should not 
hesitate on acquiring it, having it re- 
paired and adding it to our collections. 
It is a joy now to search out these 
figures in odd spots and only a collec- 
tor knows the joy of finding the mate 
to one of his pieces but facing in the 
opposite direction making the perfect 
pair. As the Currier and Ives fan 
hails the finding of a new print depict- 
ing some scandal of the day, so does a 
Staffordshire collector greet a new 
murderer or hero who may come to 
light, perhaps from some dusty upper 
shelf, or from the cabinet of some 
dealer, where it will be avidly seized 
upon. 
Easy to house, fairly reasonable to 
buy, attractive in line and color, no 
wonder America is becoming very 
Staffordshire conscious and more and 
more collectors of these pictures of a 
by-gone day are springing up, for 
with the modern trend to smailer 
apartments, collecting of Staffordshire 
becomes a blessing, adding color to the 
home and being small enough not to 
be a nuisance.

sider the few necessary, yet simple, 
things to do—and not to do. 

1. Use your silver at every meal. 

2. Rotate its usage. Bring all pieces 
into use during the week. For ex- 
ample, if you have eighteen dinner 
forks and, ordinarily, for your own 
family, use only six at a meal, .. don’t 
use the same six all the time; alter- 
nate with the other two sets of sixes. 

3. Next, see that the silver is washed 
promptly after each meal. If salad 
dressing (containing sulphur in the 
eggs) is left on the forks, discolora- 
tion will set in, and salty foods might 
cause tarnish and black spots. Wash 
the silver in hot, soapy water. This is 
very important... hot soapy water! 
See that all food, grease and other 
matter are removed. Next, rinse thor- 
roughly in very hot, clean water. Then 
dry immediately. Wipe thoroughly 
with a clean, soft cloth. Be sure that 
the pieces are perfectly dry before 
putting away. 

Following the above simple rules 
will greatly retard tarnishing, but to 
enhance its beauty you will want to 
polish it occasionally—perhaps every 
month or so—with a good brand of 
silver polish. Rub each niece briskly 
lengthwise, never crosswire, or with a 
circular motion. After the surface 
has been brought to the desired color, 
wash thoroughly in hot, soapy water 
and rinse in clean, hot water. 

If your silver is highly ornamented, 
clean out the silver polish which is 
likely to be left in the small crevices 
with a small brush. After the silver 
has been thoroughly cleaned, and 
dried, polish with a soft flannel or 
chamois. 

As to “chemical” cleaning—that is, 
placing the silver in water in an alu- 
minum container, adding salt and soda 
and boiling—-this process does remove 
tarnish, but it also removes the “ag- 
ing” tone or color of the metal, and 
therefore it is well to follow it up with 
polishing with a regular silver polish. 

Now in regard to the scratching of 
silver: This is another bugaboo which 
often disturbs the hostess, especially 
during early usage when minute 
scratches are really unavoidable. As 
a matter of fact, these will add to the 
beauty of your silver, for millions of 
fine scratches will give the silver a 
more durable and practical finish than 
could ever be given mechanically. 
Therefore, the way to overcome the 
prominent appearance of the early 
fine scratches is simply to use the sil- 
ver all you possibly can. 

Of course, there are some pieces 
which, because of their very nature, 
do not come into everyday use, and 
these should be kept in tarnish-pre- 
ventive bags and rolls. Then there 
are tarnish-preventive chests, which 
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are very practical if you should ever 
have to put away your flatware for 
any great length of time. All of these 
containers are available through your 
jeweler. 

Use your silver every day! .. . that 
is the simple secret. 

With constant usage it will take on 
added color and beauty as the years 
go by.

Notes on Silver in the U. S. 

According to one of the releases of 
the United States government, the 
production of silverware on a com- 
mercial basis began at a much later 
date in the United States than in a 
number of other countries, even 
though it is one of the oldest American 
industries or crafts. Nevertheless, the 
United States has become the world’s 
leading producer and consumer of sil- 
verware. 

In the early days of the industry 
production was confined almost en- 
tirely to articles of solid silver. Since 
1919, however, the production of sil- 
ver-plated ware has become dominant 
in terms of value as well as quantity. 
The high price of silver during the 
period 1917-20 stimulated the sales of 
such ware by increasing the price dif- 
ferential between comparable solid sil- 
ver and silver plated articles.

Stamp Honoring Edison 


A special postage stamp commem- 
orating the 100th birthday of Thomas 
Alva Edison, famous American in- 
ventor, was scheduled to be placed on 
sale for the first time on February 
11, 1947, at the Milan, Ohio, post 
office, birthplace of the famous inven- 
tor.

New Air Cachets 

Air mail service was inaugurated 
about January 10, 1947, between San 
Francisco, Calif., and Sydney, 
Australia, over Pan American Air- 
ways, F. A. M. Route 19. 

Philatelic service was provided for 
covers carried on this flight to 
Sydney from San Francisco, Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii, and Canton Island. The 
air mail rate from these offices to 
Australia is twenty-five cents a half- 
ounce. A special cachet was applied 
to all covers sent to the postmasters 
bearing the required postage and ac- 
companied by a request that they be 
sent by the first flight to Australia. 

Philatelic cachet service was also 
provided for covers carried by the 
first air-mail flight to Lydda, Pales- 
tine, and Bombay, India. on January 
5. The first mail-carrying. flight de- 
parted from Washington, D. C.; Phil- 
adelphia, Pa.; New York, N. Y.; and 
Boston, Mass. 

The present foreign rate of 25 
cents per half-ounce applies to the 
new service to both countries.

The Post Office Department an- 
nounced that the 2 cent Roosevelt 
Memorial stamp was removed from 
sale in the Philatelic Agency at the 
close of business, December 13.

Experimental helicopter mail ser- 
vice for the New York City area was 
tried out on January 6, 1947, and 
cachets honored the event. 

Designed to serve more than 12,- 
500,000 people, the threé circular 
routes two shuttle services covered a 
radius of 50 miles from the New 
York General Post Office, and touched 
389 suburban post offices.

IT SEEMS TO ME 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF 


That we are having a repeat on an 
“inflation period” that most of the 
collectors do not realize. 


Maybe they were not co!lecting in 
1918 to ’26 (and some later) or they 
were under the impression that the 
rest of the world was not of interest 
and plumped for U.S. & B.N.A. 


The overprintings in Hungary on 
the 1942 set show a lot of interesting 
parallels. Germany did it differently, 
but not any more completely, and the 
top figure was “20 milliarden” which 
was in the nine ciphers or better 
class. Hungary, I think, has boosted 
that by three ciphers. However, some 
of the N. D. statisticians who are “on 
the lay off list”? could well do research 
on Hungarians, and it is surely “big 
figures,” even if they are cheap. The 
new things? The colored papers seem 
to have been put on by a flat color 
plate, to each sheet. Why? They ap- 
pear with a white margin, one was 
found with top and left side margin 
white. But all have been found with 
some one of the four margins white. 
Then there are shades, due maybe to 
this under laid color. And if some of 
these statistical sharks could approxi- 
mate the probable difficulty in getting 
these “both”? ways”— that is, mint 
and used. There are some that defin- 
itely are scarce “used” and similarly 
others that are plenty “both ways”. 


Going back to the first World War 
parallel, this occurs in the Germans 
in the first low values—then the 
shortage moves up as the figures-the 
lower ones being hardest to get now. 
So the Hungarian set likely will have 
these same shortages, located in the 
same low value spots. The same, 
meaning the lower figures of each 
series, and maybe in the ultimate the 
“top values.” 


But that Hungarian set, without 
the overprints, is very beautiful. The 
faces unusuallv well done. The Patron 
Saint of Hungary and some of the 
militant heads are very perfect, very 
lifelike and most colorful. Also they 
are not expensive, so the beginner 
can well study them. Perhaps all are 
originals but some must be from 
selected paintings, and by very ex- 
pert painters. Hungary is well up in 
the artistic, and in color. 

We shall probably get corns on our 
ears when our self-starting color 
“know it all” experts get to naming 


the shades, hues and basic colors. 
But that need not worry, they are 
well worth study, no matter what the 
colors are named. Few series make 
so good use of slate, black and vari- 
ous violets. 


TONGS 


Many are asking where to get 
tongs of the type favored in Great 
Britain. They are the heavier type 
and at least four and three quarters 
inches long, nearer five inches in 
most cases. 


Some pal in Michigan suggested 
the addition of a small rubber ball to 
the end of the current “best” type 
that can be purchased. That means 
he lengthened his tongs maybe a 
half an inch. 


Better to have them without the 
addition. But where? 


And then there is discussion about 
“points.” The British buy pretty 
evenly the “spade” ended type and 
the “round (but not flattened and 
thin) type.” It is a matter of pre- 
ference of course, but once used to 
the heavier and longer tongs you 
‘would not go back to the short ones. 
Try it. Perhaps some Canadian deal- 
er could offer information; they fol- 
low London very closely. 


CHINESE ISSUES 


The change of name of the “China 
Unit” of the APS to their new name, 
means something more than a simple 
“go it alone” group. 


China is putting on some fancy in- 
flation doings, plus some difficult to 
follow shifts of printings and surely 
some very new and artistic efforts to 
popularize their mail handling. 


Of course the thing will stabilize, 
and of course, the prices will shift 
up and down, as well as vary accord- 
ing to the interest of the dealer and 
his customers. But after that will 
come sub-varieties and errors and in- 
terésting skipped ideographs (if that 
is the word) and while you can’t read 
or speak Chinese, they are still not 
too difficult if you have the listings 
and data sent out by the China Stamp 
group. Well worth investigation 
also a major bit of morale building, 
and China surely needs, friends, 
boosters and trade connections. Why 
not make China a study! Cheap now, 
may not always be.

another, from one city to another, as 
has the Chinese Republican Postal 
control. And, now is the time to get 
in on the study. It will interest, may- 
be more than any other inflationary 
period, and surely it will pay to know 
more of this great people. 

We got the hinges and peelability 
pretty well checked up and directions 
as to tests. Now comes a period where 
buyers complain of varying quality, 
different shades of white in a bundle 
of pages, varying strengths of the 
printed quadrille areas, and of her 
vagaries of supvly. We had all this 
after the other War. The paper then 
was not as bad as this time, but there 
was definitely plenty of complaint. 
Among other things complaints as to 
“quick yellowing” of pages. That, we 
were then told, was due to sulphite 
either uncleared, or too “adultera- 
ted”. Lots of excuses, but the thing 
eventually cleared up. Of course we 
could refuse to buy till the thing was 
cleared, but the boys buy first and 
kick afterward, often doing a major 
job of mounting. 

Maybe the best way is to wait a 
while. And a stock book proper!y kept 
up and annotated, is cheaper than re- 
mounting onto new sheets. The re- 
mount means the cost of sheets and 
hinges, your time, your study, and 
maybe some time for write up. The 
stock book might cost two bucks, but 
in the end a saving. Pencil notes 
won’t fade for several years, and 
are quickly made. 

But if you must buy blank pages 
“right off now,” test with a hinge 
for peelability and run thru _ the 
package for irregularity of shade 
(white) and printed quadrille space. 
It pays to be careful. 


TOPICALS 


That topicals and type collections 
are more in evidence, but the Topical 
is leading the increases. 

The recent discussion of the grew- 
some title of “Assassinations” as a 
topical study has shocked some of the 
group that really have interest in 
“portraits” and “religious group- 
ings.” ; 

Their adherents consider it “poor 
history” and “poor taste” altho one 
lady says “Thev did away with Mus- 
solini, so why not add “Lynchings” 
and his various portraits?” 

“Various maybe, because few real- 
ize that one of the less obvious ones 
is in the Fascist commemorative 
issue showing his statue in Bologna.

STAMP PORTRAITS 


However, and much more interest- 
ingly, comes a Topical of simply 
stated “Stamp Portraits.” That field 
is very broad, and when the builder 
uses every known means, including 
various “Who’s Who” editions from 
here and there, with translated and 
carefully cheeked life studies, tiny 
biographies perhaps, the pages be- 
come a mass of information as well 
as extraordinarily broad in coverage. 
Bolivar gets a considerable space, and 
I think of the historical figures only 
Queen Victoria and Frank'in exceed 
the number of varied Bolivar pic- 
tures. This collector has eschewed the 
“equestrian statue” portraits (if they 
are such) and makes those a separate 
section with less historical typing. 


The real Portrait section runs into 
nearly a hundred pages (Daisy size) 
and is still growing. The new Hun- 
garians_ will add much, and the 
changes in the Italian issues more. 
But odd and strange portraits pop up 
in unusual vlaces. Russia, Scandina- 
via, Netherlands and manv other 
places, and they have great interest. 

If you have an old and shut in 
friend who needs relaxing recreation, 
turn his or her mind to a topical. 

The title list is added to and by 
variants of main subjects now reaches 


nearly 150 titles. And still thev come. ° 


Very interesting.

Final Roosevelt Sale Concluded 


by H. R. Harmer, Ine. 

H. R. Harmer, Inc., of New York, 
N. Y., concluded the sale of the Presi- 
dent Roosevelt collection when lot 542 
of the fourth auction was knocked 
down recently. 

The auction comprised the material 
extracted from the large cartons ex- 
cluded in the first two sales, and a 
large quantity of stamps which had 
been cut from Consular mail corre- 
spondence received from all parts of 
the world 

Autographed letters signed by the 
President brought $40 to $50 a cover. 
National Airmail Week covers which 
existed in large quantities averaged 
throughout the auction approximately 
50e per cover. A cover posted by the 
President on board the S. S. Bremen 
in 1931 addressed in his own hand- 
writing was knocked down at $150. A 
set of seven first-day illustrated covers 
bearing the 1943 Four Freedoms 
reached $100 and a letter written by 
the President’s mother, Mrs. James 
Roosevelt, to the President in 1935 to- 
gether with the envelope brought $80. 

A small collection of covers addres- 
sed brought the top figure of $42 fora 
letter sent by the President of the 
Philippine Islands in 1941. The letter 
included interesting comments on the 
possibility of defending the Philip- 
pines. —o— 


Late News on the Edison Stamp 

Another release on the Edison stamp 
comes as we go to press. Stamp col- 
lectors desiring first-day cancellations 
of this new stamp may send not in ex- 
cess of 10 addressed envelopes, accom- 
panied with remittance for the stamps 
to be affixed, to the Postmaster at 
Milan, Ohio, in time for servicing be- 
fore February 11. The envelope ad- 
dressed to the Postmaster should be 
indorsed “First Day Covers.” The 
stamp will be on sale at the Philatelic 
Agency, Washington 25, D.C., the next 
day and at other post offices through- 
out the country as soon as distribution 
will permit. The stamp will be issued 
in sheets of 70 and an initial printing 
of 100,000,000 of this stamp has been 
ordered. = 


Christmas Card Commentary 


Not exactly philatelic is this item, 
but it is an interesting commentary on 
the times. It comes from Hamilton, 
N. Y. Everett Case, president of Col- 
gate, and Mrs. Case, sent out Christ- 
mas cards for 1946, which reproduced 
paragraphs from the Colgate Univer- 
sity steward’s journal of 1846. These 
listed food prices of December of that 
year such as “choice beef, 314 cents 


per pound; fresh pork, 5 cents a 
pound; butter, 12% cents a pound, and 
sugar, $20.48 for a 238 pound barrel.”

NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


SILVER COINS ON THE 
WAY OUT? 


A news report says “Great Britain 
has discontinued silver coins and sub- 
stituted therefor a coin of copper- 
nickel, three fourths copper and one 
fourth nickel, called Cupro-nickel.” 
Looking at it from a practical stand- 
point, the metal in a coin—either 
pure or alloyed—is of more impor- 
tance that the coin’s designs, service 
before beauty. There is more in the 
service-ing of coins than the average 
person imagines; will it stand up 
under wear and tear of circulation, is 
it easily counterfeited, will it retain 
its color? As it is very probable that 
other nations, including the U.S. will 
change from silver to “What?” it 
is in order to problemize what the 
“what” will be, as so-many things 
enter into the selection of coin make- 
up. As to the Cupro-nickle, an article 
by a staff reporter of the Observer 
under date of Oct. 18th is timely. 
Quote: The debate on the proposed 
new cupro-nickel coinage opens in the 
House of Commons on Tuegday. The 
claims of pure nickel coins ‘will be 
urged against those of the cupro- 
nickel. The argument could run this 
way. Cupro-nickel is relatively soft, 
with a low melting-point, and is one 
of the easiest coinage metal to count- 
erfeit. Pure nickel is harder than the 
present silver coinage; it cannot be 
worked without heavy rolling plant 
and powerful presses; and it is vir- 
tually stainless. Alone among coin- 
age metals, it is magnetic, and count- 
erfeit coins can. be distinguished by 
an ordinary magnet. When a cupro- 
nickel half-rupee was introduced in 
India in 1918 it had to be withdrawn 
because of widespread counterfeiting. 
And in May 1946, faced with a simi- 
lar situation, the Government of 
India introduced pure nickel.half and 
quarter rupees. Up to 1939, ninety 
coin denominations covering 35 coun- 
tries were of pure nickel, and the 
bulk of these were cast and minted 
by British firms. Cupro-nickel coins, 
which look second-rate, are regarded 
overseas as suitable only for the low- 
er denominations. Many foreign nick- 
el coinages were debased during the 
war by the Germans, but now the 
market for pure nickel from Britain 
is reopening. The very real danger 
is that these countries are likely to 


follow Britain’s example and adopt 
an alloy coinage. It may be objected 
that pure nickel is more expensive 
than cupro-nickel; that is true, but 
it is offset by other considerations. 


New Orleans Mint 


“OQ” house-razer spare that Mint, 
touch not a single stone. 


The “O” Mint (New Orleans), es- 
tablished in 1838, discontinued in 
1909, is tagged for eventual oblitera- 
tion unless, as numismatist David R. 
Ross of the U.S. Navy stationed at 
New Orleans writes, something is 
done about it. According to him, and 
the newspaper clippings he sent, the 
good people of New Orleans are 
making every effort to induce the 
government to preserve the historic 
building and make it a national 
shrine. The New Orleans Mint is rich 
in historic lore. It was the birthplace 
of two of America’s most famous 
coins, the 1861 Confederate half-dol- 
lar and the 1838-0 half-dollar. They 
both have a premium value running 
into four figures. There were only 
four of the Confederate halves and 
seven of the 1838 halves struck so far 
as is known, and they are very rare. 

It is up to coin collectors, coin 
clubs and associations, to come to 
the aid of New Orleans and help in 
every way they can to have the “O” 
mint preserved to posterity as a nu- 
mismatic shrine. 


A Luther Ducat 


The history of religion is written 
on coinage, and he who reads his 
coins finds many Sunday school les- 
sons and sermons. Many incidents in 
the life of Martin Luther are found on 
coinage. Take for instance the Nuern- 
berg, 1617 Reformation ducat. On 
reverse is MARTINVS LVTHERVS 
THEOLOGIO, while obverse shows a 
candle about to be extinguished by a 
basket. One is very apt to conclude 
that the candle and basket refer to 
“hiding your light under a basket,” 
and Mr. David M. Bullowa, Philadel- 
phia, an eminent authority on the 
stories behind coins, has very kindly 
interpreted the symbolic significance 
of the candle and basket on the ob- 
verse of the historical Luther ducat. 
Mr. Bullowa says: 


“It commemorates the anniversary 
of the posting of the 95 Theses by 
Luther at the Church, October 31st, 
1517, (Hallowe’en). A century later 
Germany was divided by the two 
branches of the Church, Catholics and 
Protestants. To the Protestants, this 
anniversary was the observance of a 
century in which bigotry, supersti- 
tion and ignorance (represented by 
the basket or tub) were no longer 
hiding the Light of Reason, intelli- 
gence and knowledge. To the Catho- 
lics this represented the Light pro- 
tected, as it was in 1617 that the 
Pope issued a bull in an effort to 
heal the friction in Europe over 
Catholic-Protestant matters. Some 
say that the Arm holding the basket 
is Luther (by representation), but 
others say it is just symbolic of 
Revelation. 


The 1804 Dollar 


Mr. R. S. Yeoman in his book A 
Guide of United States Coins, 1947, 
(Whitman Publishing Company, Ra- 
cine, Wisconsin) gives the research- 
ers some very valuable clues in their 
quest for the answer to the mystery 
of the disappearance of practically 
the entire issue of the 1804 dollar. He 
says: 

This famous piece has been called 
the King of United States Coins. 
There are specimens known as origin- 
als (type 1) of which six are known, 
and restrikes (type 2) of which seven 
are known. Opinion is divided regard- 
ing the origin, date of issue and au- 
thenticity of this coin. Those who ad- 
here to the belief that these coins 
were struck in 1804 point to such 
evidence as the letter written by 
Robert Patterson, Director of the 
Mint. to President Thomas Jefferson. 
This letter stated that no dollars had 
been minted “during the last two 
years.” Inasmuch as the letter was 
dated April 2, 1807, they infer that 
dollars were struck during 1804. Mint 
records show that 19,570 silver dol- 
lars were coined in 1804 and that 
these coins were struck after March 
28, 1804. Years later a die with the 
date 1804 was found at the mint 
among discarded dies. It is a matter 
of record that Director Boudinot stop- 
ped the coinage of silver dollars in 
1804 to prevent their exportation be- 
cause their face value was less than 
their bullion value. It can be logical- 
iy supposed that the coins were never 
released, but thrown back into the 
melting pot. This record also shows 
that seven 1804 dollars were reserved 
for assay. These may well be the 1804 
original type silver dollars now held

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by museums and collectors. Some nu- 
mismatists believe that 1804 dol- 
lars were struck at the mint between 
1836 and 1842, during the period 
when Christian Gobrecht was creat- 
ing his well known patterns in prep- 
aration for the new type of silver 
dollars. The first known specimen, a 
proof, was obtained from a mint 
officer by Mr. Stickney on May 9, 
1843, in exchange for an Immune Co- 
lumbia piece in gold. Proponents of 
the theory that these pieces were 
struck during the later period, base 
their contention on the fact that the 
1804 dollars differ from issues of 
1803 or earlier and conform more 
closely to those struck in 1836 to 1842 
—their edges or borders having bead- 
ed segments and raised rim, not 
elongated, denticles such as are 
found on the earlier dates. Although 
the mint records state that 19,570 
dollars were coined in 1804, in no 
place does it mention that they were 
dated 1804. It was the practice in 
those days to use old dies as long as 
they were servicable with no regard 
in the annual reports for the dating 
of the coins. It is entirely possible 
that the 1804 total for dollars may 
actually have covered coins which 
were dated 1803. This 1804 dollar has 
been and probably will continue to 
be a subject of much discussion. Un- 
less some new evidence is uncovered 
the mystery of its existence or disap- 
pearance will always be a matter of 
speculation for the mumismatic frat- 
ernity. 


COLLECTIANA 


UNIFACE. You often see in auc- 
tion catalogues the word uniface in 
describing certain coins, and no doubt 
wonder what it means The Dictionary 
says of uniface: “Having but one 
face. Having a design on one side 
only—said of coins.” 

SIEGE PAPER MONEY. When 
you think of siege money you think 
of metal pieces, but there is even an 
exception to this rule. When Leyden 
in 1584 was besieged by the Spanish, 
there must have been a shortage of 
metal in the City, for the siege money 
was made of paper, and to make it 
strong and durable they pasted sever- 
al thicknesses of paper together. It 
1s a rare item, and brings a good 
price.

Its object is to inau- 
gurate a standard of good business 
among dealers, and by mutual co- 
operation be of more help to the buy- 
ing public. It will tend to do away 
with the many fly-by-night, irrespon- 
sible little coin speculators preying 
on the gullibility of inexperienced 
coin collectors. The need of such an 
organization has been apparent for 


years. 

READ YOUR COINS. Mottoes on 
coins are in many instances in Latin; 
it enables an otherwise long motto to 
be shortened to one of few words, so 
necessary on a small coin. The Am- 
erican coin mottoes are very short, 
E Pluribus Unum and In God We 
Trust. It is a worth-while pastime 
to translate the Latin mottoes on 
coins. Under the rose of the colonial 
Rosa Americana coins is the motto 
Utile Dulci, which in long-hand 
means ‘“‘the union of the useful and 
the pleasant.’’ On the Ottawa 
(Canada) Dollar appears Fide Suo- 
rum Regnat; this is short for “He 
rules with the confidence of his own 
people.” There is a good story behind 
every coin motto, and the stories are 
worth-while reading. 


STATE TAX TOKENERS. Do not 
overlook securing the new state tax 
token recently issued by the State of 
Washington; it is of aluminum and 
of 3% denomination, round, with hole 
in center. 


RIXIES. The Rix Dollar (Rix 
daler), “the dollar of the realm,” is 
not just a nickname. It is, according 
to Webster’s dictionary, one of vari- 
ous large silver coins current in 
European countries, chiefly in the 
18th and 19th centuries, and varying 
in value from about sixty cents to 
more than a dollar in U.S. money. A 
Rix issued in Ceylon, 1812-1815, 
bears the head of George III. 

COIN ZOO. Start a zoo of your 
own. Many countries memoralize 
their native animals on coins. The 
buffalo on our nickel, the kangaroo 
on the coins of Australia, the quetzal 
(bird) of Guatemala, the elephant of 
Ceylon, are only a few of the many. 
When you see the short-tusked ele- 
phant on a Ceylon coin you will likely 
conclude the designer chose a baby 
elephant as his model, but not so; 
even the matured elephants native to 
Ceylon have abbreviated tusks. On 
one issue of rupees of India the tusks 
of the elephants were so small that 
natives mistook the animals for hogs 
and refused to accept them, making 
it necessary to withdraw the coins. 


Not Worth a Pengo 


American numismatics has its “Not 
worth a Continental,” its Picayunes 
and its raps, its Confederate bills, and 
its broken-bank wild-cats; Germany 
has its World War I inflation Marks. 
But these “not-worths” have been 
out-distanced by Hungary’s pengos. In 
June 1939 the pengo was worth 29 
cents, in October 1945 it was worth 
only 1-100th of a penny, and this 
same news item says that on July 
2nd, 1946, a United States dollar was 
worth 100 quadrillion -~pengos. There

And what is 
more important, these “Not-Worths” 
will be object lessons of the fruitless- 
ness of war. Many complete sets of 
this war’s not-worths will be formed 
and preserved to posterity, thus prov- 
ing that coin collecting is a worth- 
while avocation.

The Coins of St. Ives 


“Knill_ commands and all obey, lads 
and lassies haste away; 

Aunts and uncles, maids and wives, all 
are gay at Gay St. Ives.” 


Maunday money and Papal coins 
have a fixed place in numismatics and 
add much to the romance of money. 
There is another somewhat similar 
money just as interesting, if not more 
so, that is almost entirely overlooked 
by coin collectors, that of the coins of 
St. Ives. When a Mr. Johannes Knill, 
once Mayor of St. Ives, Cornwell, Eng- 
land, died he left a bequest in his will 
of a certain sum, 44 pounds of which 
was to be distributed every fifth year 
at the celebration of feast day. The 
first Knill festival was held in 1801. 
There is a monument_erected to the 
memory of Mr. Knill on Worval Hill, 
and each feast day a celebration is 
held at this hill in his memory. The 
44 pounds provided by the will is dis- 
tributed each fifth year as follows: 
Each of the ten little girls that dance 
at the beginning of the festivities two 
shillings; the fiddler who-furnishes 
the music for the dance receives one 
pound; the two widows 64 years or 
older supervising the dance are each 
alotted one pound; one pound is spent 
on the dancing girls’ hair ribbons and 
the fiddlers’ hat-cockade. Five pounds 
are given to parent or parents who 
have raised the greatest number of 
children without parochial assistance.

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Ten pounds go to the wife between 
the age of 26 and 36 who is deemed 
“most worthy because of her duty 
and hiedaean” while five pounds is 
awarded to the St. Ives woman 
chosen as the best knitter of fishing 
nets, and to the best packer of or 
curer of fish.

It is to be hoped that in the near 
future these coins of St. Ives will be 
specially minted or marked so as to 
distinguish them from the regular 
coinage, so that, being of a distinc- 
tive type, they will inherit a perman- 
ent chapter in the romance of money, 
and the coin collectors of the world an 
indirect participation every five years 
on St. Ives feast day festivities. Extra 
coins, in addition to those actually 
used, could be sold as souvenirs, the 
proceeds to furnish an additional fund 
for the Knill celebration, or for some 
other charitable purpose. 


Three-fifths or more of a mutilated

Only One German Coin 
Dealer Remained Solvent 


It is worth noting that during that 
inflation period in Germany, 1921 to 
1924, only one coin dealer remained 
solvent. He was a man who refused 
to sell any coins. All the others, 
greedy for business at the rising 
prices let all their fine coins go. The 
end for them, nihil, zero, failure. We 
don’t look for anything like that over 
here. The man who held his coins in 
Germany sat pretty at the end; he 
seemed to be the only one who could 
visualize the future in Germany. The 
buyers of these coins ‘were the lucky 
ones. I don’t think the buyers of coins 
today are unlucky either. 


Gold Coins Outlook 


It is necessary in more or less 
changing times like these that col- 
lectors watch trends, and prices, for 
financial preservation. Rest assured 
while cash is afloat, coins and paper 
money will have a value, and under 
existing conditions certain inflation- 
ary trends will occupy the fore- 
ground. 


Certain dealers, not young dealers, 
wrote me one to two years ago and 
drew pessimistic pictures as to the 
price of rare gold coins. When the 
scarce or uncirculated $20 piece sold 
at $39 to $45 they were gloomy and

even quoted the New York area as 
one of the most arid and dull spots 
on the numismatic map. 


Well, dear readers, it is not so. 
Nice gold coins not only are doing 
well, they are going up. G. I. help, 
new housing, higher wages, all these 
will make more money available with 
higher prices for coins and paper 
money. A dealer sold a few shining 
$20 pieces, uncirculated, for $45 two 
years ago. Today, $65 is asked. In 
two years up 25% in value! 


So stick by your gold, ancient or 
modern, U.S. or foreign. It is all 
good, and a good investment. The 
latest report is a spirited demand 
for gold dollars and quarter eagles. 


Fancy Twenty Dollar Gold 
At the Woodin Sale 


There were many real bargains at 
the Woodin sale in 1911. There was 
a plethora of $20, many of which sold 
for face value. Strange as it may 
seem some people then could not get 
mused to paying more than face value 
for a twenty dollar gold piece. 

The day after the Woodin sale in 
1911, I took more than $2,500 in tens 
and twenties and deposited them. 

Gold had not been devalued then 


and we had a 100-cent dollar. The 
prices of 1911 were good in spots. A 
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brilliant proof 1856 cent then sold 
for $15, 3c and 2c of 1877 for $2 each. 
How times have changed. Yes, a 
1909 S Indian Head cent sold uncir- 
culated then for 50c. So a $20 gold 
Piece at face was not a marvel. Wood- 
in bidders were pleased to let $2,500 
in gold go at face.

RECENT SALE RESULTS 


Sale results, considering coal and 
other strikes, seem. mixed with a few 
good records. Barney Bluestone sold 
a pattern dollar, the Amazon, for 
$335, a new recent high record. 
Strange to say some gold coins sold 
off a little. One may rest assured 
that with still falling dollar values 
that can be merely incidental or ac- 
cidental. Don’t forget shirts still 
cost $8 and bacon 89c a pound. 

In the midst of these ups and 
downs pray try and buy a few moder- 
ately priced items like 1849, 1856 
and 1857 half cents or even an un- 
circulated 20 cent piece. The test of 
whether coins are rare is whether 
they may be obtained at all or not. 
An inquiry I made on these three 
half cents did not get one answer. So 
while recent sale prices may be mix- 
ed, the fact remains many supposed- 
ly common coins turn out to be any- 
thing but common, not to had at all 
or are priced out of sight. 

Surely the ballyhoo of a few new 
dealers are doing their part with 
their estimates and propaganda. This 
propaganda on coin values rises at 
times to such heights that it is hard 
to. make out how they can buy coins 
at all. The chief propaganda fills 
newspapers, and some printed cata- 
logs. Collectors should be open mind- 
ed and not pessimistic, nor carried 
away by unreasoning propagandists 
whose tom-tom beating fools no sea- 
soned collector. While inflation lasts 
and even after, I say all gold coins 
will continue to be good.

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Firearms Forum 
The Pennsylvania Flintlock 


This is in reference to the article 
on the Pennsylvania flintlock rifle, by 
Bill Kane in a recent issue. 

My ancestors operated a gun 
manufacturing cartel at Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, in the Conestoga Val- 
ley where the American rifle barreled 
gun was made first, longest, and in 
the greatest quantities. The Swiss 
Mennonites, who were originally 
Dutch —not German — religious re- 
fugees to the land of William Tell, 
brought the art of “snailing” gun 
barrels to Conestoga about 1710. The 
Swiss had the idea of snailing gun 
barrels from Italy where it 'was de- 
veloped, it is believed, by Leonardo 
da Vinci. Through Switzerland, this 
art became known in the German 
Palatinate. It was evidently used 
there only for sporting guns for very 
few of the German soldiers who 
fought for the British in the Revolu- 
tion knew about rifled gun barrels. 

The Pennsylvania, or Conestoga, 
rifle did not get the name “Kentucky” 
rifle because Daniel Boone carried 
such a gun. He did carry rifles made 
in Conestoga and won a shooting 
match at Lancaster when quite a 
young lad. The gun was given the 
name “Kentucky” rifle after the bal- 
lad, “The Kentucky Rifleman of the 
Battle of New Orleans,” which be 
came popular around 1815 to 1820. 

There was a rifle boring mill in 
eperation near Lancaster before the 
town was given that_name and before 
it became the county seat of the new 
County of Lancaster. Rifles were 
bored in that mill when the land was 
still designated as the Township of 
Conestoga, a division of the original 
county of Chester. 

My own people made rifles from 
1778 to 1850. Scarcely a single mem- 
ber of the Drepperd family marked 
his gun locks other than “Drepperd, 
Lancaster.” Henry Drepperd marked 
his guns with his full name for a 
little while. He had good reason in 
his own mind. He had a little of the 
modern business pirate in his make- 
up. He said that the name ‘Henry 
Drepperd” on a rifle gave him the 
benefit of association with the great- 
est riflemaker of them all—William 
Henry of Lancaster.

The Care of 
Antique Firearms 


Whenever I find an old gun that is 
in a fine state of preservation I know, 
without a doubt, that its former own- 





er, gave it many hours of his person- 
al attention. Old guns, in good condi- 
tion, do not get that way by them- 
selves. Too many excellent and rare 
specimens have been ruined, as far as 
collectors are concerned, due to neg- 
lect and improper treatment. 


To the novice collector, perhaps 
these few words of advice will not be 
amiss: First: never allow anyone to 
snap the hammer. Cracked and bent 
hammers are usually the result of 
this practice. Do not use kerosene oil 
on the metal parts as it may induce 
rust rather than repel it; thin ma- 
chine oils are also of very little bene- 
fit, due to the fact that they have a 
tendency to evaporate, leaving the 
metal exposed to dampness when you 
think it is well protected. I find 
nothing is better than a coat of yek 
low vaseline applied on a rag and 
rubbed in well. Of course, you can ex- 
pect dust to settle upon the surface 
so treated, but if you run a cloth over 
the barrel and lock, now and then, 
you will find that the arm will remain 
in its original state of preservation 
indefinitely. 

To protect the inside of the barrel, 
apply a thicker coat of vaseline and 
leave a wad of cloth in the muzzle, 
say half an inch down. Remove all 
traces of rust before it can do any 
serious damage. Fine steel wool if 
used with care will suffice. Spots 
where the rust is caked may have to 
be picked out with a sharp instru- 
ment, do not leave any rust in the pits 
as there is danger that it may work 
deeply into the metal and do serious 
damage. Display guns at all times out 
of reach of inexperienced persons. If 
your collection warrants, have a dis- 
play rack made or use a large book 
case or a china closet.

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A CALL UPON CARL SANDBURG

Just outside the hamlet of Harbert, 
Mich., lives the poet and biographer, 
Carl Sandburg, in a white stucco 
house atop a steepish hill command- 
ing an unparalleled view of Lake 
Michigan. Touring through the vicinity 
I stopped by one evening. The poet 
himself answered my ring and shook 
hands most cordially. He is a strong 
virile man of something above middle 
height with a tanned, boyish looking 
face, straight brown hair parted at 
the side (now almost grey) and deep 
humorous kindly grey eyes. The 
frank boyishness of the face made 
me feel that I knew exactly how 
Sandburg laoked as a lad of ten or 
twelve. 

“T have been working on the final vol- 
ume of my Lincoln,” began Sandburg as 
we took seats on the —— facing the 

“dealing with the assassination 
the numerous and _ complicated 
events that led up to it. I have now 
finished writing an exhaustive account 
of the character and origin of Wilkes 
Booth. Not a very. pleasant task—but 
one that had to be done.” 

‘What do you think, Mr. Sandburg, 
of that theory which contends that 
Booth was not killed a few days after he 
murdered Lincoln, but that he escaped

the country, and finally died in China 
some thirty years later?” 

“I think no more of it,’’ returned the 
biographer, “than I do of the theory that 
Judas Iscariot did not hang himself, but 
went to Gaul where he became a pro- 
minent citizen. No, every inch of the 
way that Booth covered after the assas- 
sination until his death, is accounted for. 
We are as certain of the time and place 
of his death as we are of the death of 
anybody in history.” 

After letting his eyes wander over 
the broad expanse of Lake Michigan for 
a few moments, Mr, Sandburg continued, 

“IT have pondered much on what made 
the man do that heinous deed, and I 
finally come to the conclusion that he 
was insane, as his father Julius Booth 
had been before him, He was that type 
of man who broods and broods upon 
fancied wrongs until bereft of any modi- 
cum of sense that he ever did have, he 
attempts to strike down the man he 
feels is responsible for his misfortune.” 


For a while we discussed different 
points in connection with Lincoln’s 
life until I stated that a recent bio- 
grapher had declared that Lincoln 
never gave his law-partner, William 
Henry Herndon, an appointment in 
Washington because Mrs. Lincoln 
had acquired a violent dislike for 
him. It seems that after dancing once 
with Mary Lincoln, Herndon had told 
her that she danced as gracefully as 
a snake glided through the grass— 
really meaning a compliment in his 
blunt, male way. But as most women 
would have done, Mary took it as an 
insult and never forgave him. 


‘Tt do not think that was the reason 
why Herndon never received any Wash- 
ington appointment,” returned Sand- 
burg. After all, he always remained

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Lincoln’s law-partner, and while in 
Washington, Lincoln often remarked 
that after his retirement he would again 
become associated with Herndon in the 
practice of law. That shows the high 
esteem in which Lincoln held the man. 
But if any reason existed for not invit- 
ing him to Washington it lay in the 
fact that Herndon loved the bottle too 
much. That fact alone would have made 
it impossible for Lincoln to have ap- 
pointed him to high office. As you doubt- 
less know Lincoln was exceedingly 
particular in making his appointments.’’ 

“Have you been to St. Louis lately, 
Mr. Sandburg?” 


“No, it has been sometime since } 
was there. I was a great admirer and 
friend of the late Marion Reedy. He was 
one of the very first to give my writings 
encouragement by publishing them in 
his Mirror. Whenever I went through 
St. Louis I always looked him up for 
a chat on literature, His untimely death 
in 1920 was a grievous loss to American 
letters, It has long been my feeling that 
his life should be written by a com- 
petent hand.”’ 


“Our mutual friend, Edgar Lee Mast- 
ers, has been talking about writing his 
life for some years now,”’ I remarked. 
“In the old Chelsea Hotel where he 
lives, he has—so he tells me—a whole 
— of letters which Reedy wrote 

m.” 


Love. For 
many years he served as literary critic 
of the Globe Democrat, and impressed 
one as a man full of life and animation. 
His biography of Jesse James was an 
excellent piece of work, and especially 
interested me because I have some- 
times thought of writing a poem on the 
colorful outlaw: the best representative 
that we have of that lawlessness which 
prevailed in many of the border states 
directly after the Civil War.” 

“Frank James, Jesse’s brother,” I re- 
marked, ‘‘was never convicted for any 
of the murders or robberies in which he 
and his brother had participated, and he 
lived the quiet life of a farmer until 
his passing in 1915.

the facts. And then again he lambasts 

the American public for not taking 

Lindsay more seriously as a lecturer, 

when as a matter of fact it must be ad- 

mitted that Lindsay did not take much 
pains in improving his method of de- 
livery as time went on. With the result 
that at the end of his career he was 
about the same as he had been at the 
beginning. For one thing he did not 
seem to know how to save his voice 

Which because of his shouting on the 

Ppiattorm usually gave out long betore 

his program had finished, Naturally this 

must nave peen annoying to his audi- 
ences. 

“Then again I do not think, Masters 
should have been so dogmatic about his 
suicide, I still feel that it may well have 
been an accident. en a man is half 
crazed from worry and cannot sleep at 
night, it is the easiest thing in the world 
for him by accident to take an excess 
of sleeping powders.”’ 

When Sandburg asked me what I had 
been doing lately, I spoke of my work on 
the lives of the old humorists Shillaber 
and Marietta Holley. 

“One of my own favorites among the 
elder humorists,’’ he remarked, “was 
Orpheus C. Kerr—a quaint way of spell- 
ing office seeker. He took off in a superb 
manner that terrible pest the sinecure- 
seeker who drove Lincoln to distraction, 
and was responsible for the death of 
poor Garfield. Some of Robert Newell’s 
(Kerr’s real name) humorous descrip- 
tions are exceedingly poetical. One of 
best things he ever did was that in- 
imitable piece. “The Outrage at Utica’”’— 
a prime favorite with Abraham Lincoln. 
It is, indeed, interesting to note how 
exceedingly fond Lincoln was of all our 
humorists. If he had lived, I have no 
doubt but that humor would have flour- 
ished much more during the post-war 
period. 

“This is a wholly delightful house,’ I 
told Sandburg. “Do you come out here 
every summer?” 

“No indeed,” he replied, ‘‘this is where 
we live all year round,—rain or sun, fair 
or foul. I have gotten so now that I must 
have peace and quiet before I can do my 
writing. In my younger days I was 
able to write anywhere. As a lad I 
traveled a good deal by freight train. I 
well remember how I used to compose 
poetry as the train rumbled along. The 
noise sort of beat out the rhythm of my 
lines. I well remember that one June 
night in the year, 1897, I arrived in 
Hannibal traveling by freight—my face 
and hands black from the train dust 
and soot. I wanted so much to see the 
boyhood home of my favorite author 
and that was my only chance of doing 
so because I was entirely on my own and 
lacked all funds. I never regretted the 
effort and trouble that it cost me. 
say without hesitation that Mark Twain 
has had a very great influence upon my 
style.” F 

A few minutes later Sandburg 
mentioned having just returned from 
attending the University of Colorado 
Writers’ Conference under the gen- 
eral direction of the poet Edward 
Davison. 

“Those Writers’ Conferences are 
splendid things, and certainly enable 
many a young struggling author to get 
just the encouragement that he needs 
to carry on. It can’t be denied that the 
writing game has a longer apprentice- 
ship than almost any other profession. 
And many a promising young writer has 
fallen by the wayside for lack of just 
that modicum of encouragement. Many 
incipient Chattertons have been quite as 
effectively silenced by entering the oil, 
grocery, or insurance business as he 
was by the more speedy method of poi- 


“What did you do at the Conference, 
Mr. Sandburg?” 

“I gave several lectures on poetry in 
general and conducted a sort of class 
of poetic writing. But most of our worth- 
while results were obtained through in- 
formal] discussions in the evenings, I am 
fa strong believer in the form of con- 
\versational teaching, where both stu- 
dents and teacher feel perfectly at ease. 
As a rule students are so uncomfortable 
in the average classroom, that they do 

derive much benefit from the in- 
struction that is handed out.”’ 
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Sandburg was soon telling me about 
his early years. 

“My parents were Swedish immigrants 
with barely six months’ formal education 
between them. My father, born August 
Johnson, had his name changed to Sand- 
burg, because there were several other 
August Johnsons in his railroad con- 
struction gang and the pay envelopes 
sometimes got mixed. During my youth 
father worked in the railroad blacksmith 
shops at Galesburg. 

“As a boy I worked hard at all sorts 
of jobs, with practically no opportunity 
for regular schooling. From thirteen to 
seventeen I successively drove a milk 
wagon, served as porter in a barbershop, 
scene-shifter in a theatre, and truck- 
driver for a brick-kiln. At seventeen I 
went West, riding freight and blind bag- 
gage cars, [I served as a farm-hand in 
the Kansas wheatfields, washed dishes 
in hotels in Kansas City, Omaha, and 
Denver, and worked under a carpenter 
in Kansas. Once I even went from door 
to door, offering to do a neat painting 
job for a meal.” 

‘Is it correct that you served in the 
Spanish American War?” 


“As soon as the conflict broke out I 
enlisted in the Sixth Illinois Infantry 
and went to Porto Rico, where I served 
for eight month, Down there I met a 
young man from Lombard College, 
Galesburg, who induced me to enter at 
his college when the war terminated. 
There I stayed from 1898 to 1902, earning 
my expenses as tutor, bell-ringer, and 
janitor of the gymnasium, I had the 
honor of being the editor of both the 
college monthly magazine and annual. 
I joined the Poor Writers’ Club, the 
purpose of which was for the members 
to criticize each other’s work savagely. 

“After doing various things about the 
country and marrying in 1908. I joined 
the staff of the Chicago Daily News in 
1917, and the next year I visited Norway 
and Sweden, as correspondent for the 
Newspaper Enterprise Association. Al- 
though my first full volume of _ poetry 
was. not published until 1916, Chicago 
Poems, had been dabbling in verse 
writing for fully twenty years before.” 


To my query about his inspirations 


he answered. 

“Poems are the results of moods. I 
don’t approach a subject in the same 
mood every day. Maybe some days I am 
in the mood for the prairie, the skies, 
the trees. On other days I can feel the 
noise, the jumble, and the confusion of 
the city. There have been days when I 
could not have written or even tolerated 
prs = expressed in my Smoke and 
teel. 


‘T found very stimulating your article 
of a few years ago in which you gave 
the asstounding number of forty dif- 
ferent definitions of poetry. Which one 
was your favorite?” 

‘Tt think this one was my favorite, 
‘Poetry is a sliver of the moon lost in 
the belly of a golden frog,’ and if I 
had to choose a second best I think it 
would be, 

“ ‘Poetry is a phantom script telling 
how rainbows are made and why they go 
away.’”’ 

When I told Sandburg that I felt 
his greatest contribution to American 
poetry had been his indication that a 
vast modern city like Chicago could 
be the subject for genuine poetry, he 


answered. 

“Well, you may be right. The opening 
line in my first book of poetry, 

“ ‘Hog Butcher for the World,’ stirred 
up the hue and cry that I had anticipat- 
ed, The critics declared that I had 
struck out a new path for American 
poetry, and most of them were n 
enough to say that my words usually 
fitted my theme.” 

A little later Sandburg made the 


significant statement. 

“The kind of poem most congenial to 
me is neither the etching nor © sym- 
bolic poen. of industrialism, but a kind 
of condensed fable, a snapshot of some 
scene or action, so written as to set in 
motion in my reader’s mind some train 
of reflection; I like very much to invest 
the single incident with cosmic signi- 
ficance. My poem, ‘Buttons,’ a picture 


of a newspaper man adjusting a war 
map, drives home the horrible cost of 
‘Soup’ a snap-shot of a famous 


war. 
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man in a restaurant is not intended to 
present any lesson at all, but simply to 
give us humorous reflections on the in- 
escapable commonplaces of the great. 
‘Limited’ endeavors to point out what 
an obviously long journey each man 
ee but yet how seldom we look 
ead.’ 


The last author we discussed was 


Mark Twain:.of whom Sandburg said, 

“In the range of his work Mark means 
America making an art of its own, 
means laughter and story-telling point- 
ed up with American accent and lingo, 
means philosophy running and gamut 
between optimism and pessimism. He 
was in Innocents Abroad a showman 
and a laughmaker whose clowning lives 
on as a Significant register. His toler- 
ance ran far and had its main difficulty 
with hypocrites. As an American index 
he is a towering portent with a vast 
audience.”’ 


I left Sandburg refreshed and in- 
spired, feeling that I had been for- 
tunate in having met one of the most 
vibrant and stimulating persons in 
contemporary American letters. As I 
drove away I found myself quoting 
his famous lines, 

“ . ... @ sunken morning moon 


between two pines,

WAMPUM OR SHELL MONEY 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


Wampum is the contracted form of 
an Algonquin word of several letters 
meaning “a string of beads.” Origin- 
ally, these beads were made of diff- 
erent types of sea-shells in different 
localities and used as money not only 
by the Indians but by the early col- 
onists as well. In the manufacture of 
these shell beads much patient labor 
and a marked degree of skill was re- 
quired, but the making of them was 
not confined to any certain class of 
Indians. The whites found the making 
of wampum too tedious and did not 
compete with the red men. The wam- 
pum of New England was chiefly of 
two colors, white and violet or purple, 
and the value was determined by the 
color and degree of finish. In form the 
beads were cylindrical, the diameter 
varying from one-eighth to three-six- 
teenths of an inch and the length 
from three-sixteenths to seven-six- 
teenths. 


When the first whites arrived on 
the Atlantic coast the Indians were 
using wampum as a medium of ex- 
change and the newcomers adopted 
the practice and it soon became a 
standard not only for the exchange 
of merchandise but also_in shillings 
and pence. So important was the use 
of it that Weeden wrote a monograph 
with the suggestive title “Indian 
Money as a Factor in New England 
Civilization,” in which this phase of 
of the subject was fully discussed. 
Other writers mention facts which 
show that shell money was a medium 
of exchange on the Pacific coast, 
being used by both whites and In- 
dians. Goddard, writing on the Hupa, 
mentions the fact that some Indians 
had their forearm tatooed at certain 
distances for measuring strings of 
wampum of different Jengths. Rosen-

dale, in an article entitled “Wampum 
Currency,” tells of the use of wam- 
pum in New Netherlands and gives 
the value of the different kinds and 
grades of wampum in stivers and 
guilders during the period 1641 to 
1662. 

Lawson, an early historian of Caro- 
lina, says the Indians of that section 
had two kinds of shell money, one 
called “peak” and the other “ronoak”, 
the former being similar to the wam- 
pum of New England. Beverley, an- 
other early historian, describes the 
manufacture and use of wampum in 
Virginia, where the ratio seems to 
have been two white beads to one of 
purple. 

According to Roger Williams, in 
commercial transactions, wampum 
was used strung or unstrung, by 
count when loose or by string or fa- 
thom when strung. ‘‘Piuckquat was 
the name for ten six-pence which was 
equal to “nquittompeg,” that is, “one 
fathom” valued at five shillings. Six 
white and three dark beads were cur- 
rent fora penny therefore at this ratio 
360 white and 180 dark beads com- 
posed a fathom. 

Wampum belts were used in ritua- 
listic and council ceremonies by the 
Iroquois and other tribes. Figures and 
designs were often woven into these 
belts as in the case of the Penn 
Treaty Belt which shows a white and 
an Indian clasping hands.

Droughts in the West 
Before the White 


Man’s Arrival 


Droughts sufficent to ruin agricul- 
ture and make the country unirhabit- 
able for farmers devastated the west- 
ern plains—specifically large areas of 
Kansas and Nebraska—long before 
the days of the first white settlers. 

This is shown by archeological in- 
vestigations summarized by a Smith- 
sonian Institution archaeologist in a 
bulletin issued by the Institution. 

The first white expedition to cross 
this region was that of the Spaniard, 
Coronado. He found it sparsely in- 
habited by Indian tribes who lived 
chiefly by hunting. Excavations of 
village sites, however, show that 
these were relatively late comers and 
that they had been preceded, perhaps 
over a period of close to 1,000 years, 
by semi-agricultured peoples, living 
in established villages, and depend- 


yelivelihood. 


Periods of occupancy are separated 
by layers of accumulated dust. This 
has led to the conclusion that, just as 
through the thirties, farming was 
rendered impossible by drought and 
the Indians obliged to abandon their 
settlements just as thousands of 
white families have been forced to 
migrate. 

The bulletin presents a critical 
evaluation of the evidence, conclu- 
sions which have been questioned. 
The tragedy which came with the re- 
cent droughts has been attributed to 
unwise extension of intensive agricul- 
ture into areas unfitted for it. This 
hardly could be attributed to the In- 
dians. They were, at the best, only 
small-scale farmers with simple 
standards of living. Their farms, 
judging from historical observations 
in the region, were only fairsized gar- 
dens, cultivated largely by the wo- 
men. Droughts have usually been of 
short duration. 

Still, the bulletin concludes, the 
previous deductions of archeologists 
probably are true. A few rainless 
years would have made the agricul- 
tural ways of life impossible and 
would have forced the native farming 
tribes to retreat eastward. 

Four distinct cultural periods have 
been traced—each followed by periods 
of dust deposition. The last may not 
have greatly preceded the coming of 
the white men. 

“Tt need not be assumed,” con- 
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cludes the report, “that any major 
climatic change or permanent desic- 
cation has taken place in the central 
Great Plains within the span of time 
represented by the various pottery- 
making group formerly resident there 
—as a guess, within the last eight or 
ten centuries. In all likelihood, how- 
ever, shorter or longer periods of de- 
ficient rainfall have occurred re- 
peatedly in prehistoric as in historic 
times. Some of these periods were 
probably of sufficient duration or in- 
tensity to depopulate the country for 
a time. 

“The occupation of the region by 
migratory hunters since at least 1541 
may well be due to the accidents of 
history as much as to any unfavor- 
able climatic trends. It is conceivable 
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that had the hunters first seen by 
Coronado’s party nct received horses 
and firearms from the whites, maize- 
growing peoples might again have 
extended their occupation westward 
beyond the 99th meridian. 


“It is impossible at this time to 
evaluate fully the respective import- 
ance of enviroment and of historical 
accident on the native economics of 
the region. Nevertheless, it begins to 
look as though alternate settlement 
and abandonment was true of primi- 
tive man’s occupation of the western 
plains just as it has characterized 
the subsequent white man’s tenure 
where large-scale government aid 
‘was not forthcoming during periods 
of adverse climatic conditions.” 





Early Migration to 


There were at least two major 
migrations out of the eastern wood- 
lands of North America into the Great 
Plains before the coming of white 
men, according to literature compiled 
by the Smithsonian. 

These migrations, like those of the 
white settlers in the middle of the 
nineteenth century, were of small 
farmers who settled in communities, 
planted fields of corn and beans, and 
relied only incidentally on hunting 
for a livelihood. Traces of their vil- 
lage sites are scattered over the 
countryside but have been, for the 
most part, only superficially investi- 
gated.

human beings in the Plains country 
were nomad hunters who drifted east- 
ward from the foothills of the Rock- 
ies and whose peculiar artifacts are 
found scattered over the region. They 
were the mysterious Folsom and 
Yuma men supposed to have lived in 
the latter stages of the last ice age. 

Between them and the “farmers,” 
Smithsonian archaelogists have 
pointed out, there is an enormous 
time gap when, as far as can be de- 
termined from any evidence unearth- 
ed to date, the country was uninhabit- 
ed. The emigrants from the east pro- 
bably came into a land where there 
were no other human beings. 

They were pottery-making people. 
The peculiar styles of their handi- 
craft indicate their eastern affilia- 
tions. As far as their story can be 
reconstructed, Smithsonian findings

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reveal, “they filtered into the Plains 
from a general easterly direction. 
Moving up the great river valleys, 
they fanned out along the smaller 
tributaries to penetrate at least as 
far as the eastern Colorado and the 
heart of the High Plains.” 

The first of these migrations, it is 
pointed out, was that of a people with 
“Woodland culture,” such as was 
widespread over the land east of the 
Mississippi. They moved cautiously. 
Their sites are small and secluded. 
Although they covered a wide terri- 
tory, the total population must have 
been very small. 

Perhaps a little later came another 
people with a considerably higher 
culture. Artifacts found on their vil- 
lage sites link them with the mound 
builders of the Ohio and Upper 
Mississippi Valleys. They settled a- 
long the Missouri but extended their 
influence for at least 100 miles far- 
ther west long the Kansas River. 

The second major migratic 1 was of 
a people with a very different type 
of pottery who introduced the earth 
lodge, a form of dwelling characteris- 
tic of the region ever since. They ap- 
pear to have been a Middle or South- 
ern Mississippi Valley people who 
thrust themselves westward up the 
Missouri and eventually out into the 
plains of Kansas and Nebraska. 

All the evidence indicates that both 
of these migrations were of peaceful 
people seeking peaceful lives. “The 
small size and scattered occurrence of 
their settlements,” the Smithsonian 
report says, “suggest a period of 
peace, and proximity to arable bot- 
tomlands rather than defensive needs 
apparently controlled ‘the selection of 
sites. If contemporary hunting and 
nonhorticutural people were present, 
the two group were, for a time at 
least, on amicable terms.”

who either were attracted to the field 
by an overail period of prosperity 
which enabled them to start collecting, 
or those who like countless others be- 
came collectors through chance or luck. 

In the face of boom prices, it is now 
time to “dig-in” and “take stock” of 
the value of collections as a whole. As 
much pleasure as collectors take in 
securing items, so much greater can 
the satisfaction be, if they know that 
after a period of years their collection 
has value in and of itself. Will these 
new collectors find that after a few 
years, the item is there, but that its 
monetary value has gone? In many 
cases this condition will be prevalent, 
but I am optimistic enough to believe 
that all collectors have not gone over- 
board entirely. There are definite 
ways to offset this condition. That 
way is to realize that each article col- 
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lected has vaiue not only as a single 
item, but also as a vital part of the 
collection. With this intent, the item 
achieves a greater value than it would 
if it were just a single item. For in- 
stance if I were to purchase all the 
parts that go into an automobile in- 
cluding the gas, they would not rep- 
resent the sum total of the value of a 
completely assembled one. 

One has to be a practical as well as 
capable collector. This lies in the 
realization of one’s own limit and ca- 
pabilities. By this I mean that today 
too many people are dealing in gen- 
eral things, more or less a hit-and- 
miss proposition, instead of confining 
themselves to the extent of their 
knowledge and purse. Book-collecting 
is a vast field—learn its many phases. 
Book-collecting is not just first-edition 
collecting. Instead of floundering 
around, secure a good book concernin 
book-collecting. Through this boo 
you will be able to see the many sides 
to book-collecting. When you hit up- 
on your pet subject coliect all the data 
therein, and from there on out, spe- 
cialize your study to those books that 
will be of more help to you. Gather 
all the information you can by reading 
what your predecessors did, learn 
through their experiences, and gain 
from their wealth of knowledge. 

Do not let your locale act as a hin- 
drance, for indeed it is not. If you 
don’t live in a big city, don’t let that 
phase you. You own locale may, and 
in all probability will be more condu- 
cive to certain types of collecting, 
which are not afforded the city dwel- 
lers. As an example, you may decide 
to collect books on the history of your 
town, and where could you get more 
information and source material than 
from the town itself. 

And lastly be a good buyer. By 
this I do not mean anything bordering 
on conniving ways, but rather attain 
a discerning outlook, thru the knowl- 
edge you have gathered. Know value, 
be able to recognize a good buy, and 
wherever possible don’t overlook.the 
possibility of swapping with other 
collectors. 

. . So the “bibliophilic-bug” has 
bitten you—and its effects are harder 
to shake off the longer you collect. 
Since such is the case make the most 
of your hobby. You will find that in 
acquiring a worthwhile collection, you 
grow along with it, but never grow 
too old for it.

“One piece of ivory carving, a 
camel, must be viewed through a fix- 
ed enlarging glass as it is so small it 
may be passed through the eye of a 
needle. 

“Only a size or two larger are the 
two hundred elephants, also cut from 
ivory, seen in a small test-tube. The 
elephants all fit into a seed from the 
val tree which grows in India and is 
the size of a small lima bean and red 
in color. 

“Natives of India hollow out the 
seed and fit an ivory plug into the 
opening. Sometimes the outer ends of 
these plugs are also carved in the 
shape of elephants. The miniature 
collector also has one of these plugs 
on a seed-container in his collection 
but this is not on display. 

“To the literary-minded, small 
books three three-fourths of an inch 
high and one-half an inch wide are of 
interest. One such book on display 
bears the farewell address of George 
Washington while another contains 


an autobography of Calvin Coolidge. -. 


A reading glass is necessary to make 
the small type legible. 

“These are not the smallest books, 
in the collection and the collector also 
has one only one-eighth inch square 
and bearing Edgar Guest’s poem, 
‘Friends,’ on its sixteen pages. 

“Another interesting book in the 


collection is a German-American dic- © 


tionery printed in 1896 and contain- 
ing 175,000 words. 

“Two other books in the miniature 
collection are the Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam and Little Black Sambo, 
each with illustrations. 

“These books fit into an ivory book-. 
case one inch high, one-fourth inch 
deep and one-half inch wide. The door 
of the case slides in narrow channels 
along each side and the case itself 
has three shelves. 

“There is a miniature radio, so 
small as to be almost unbelievable. 
The radio fits into a quinine capsule 
and has four wires attached for con- 
necting to earphones, aerial and 
ground wires. The radio will pick up 
broadcasts within twenty miles of a 
radio station. 

A silver set consisting of thirty- 
seven pieces fits into a box two inches - 
square and is made of sterling silver 
and gold. 

A fireplace set, including two can- 
dlesticks and a fruit bowl, fire tools 
one and one-half inches long, a fancy 
scrolled fire-tender and andirons are 
also in the collection. 

“Several tea and coffee sets cap- 
able of being placed on a small coin 
and complete to gold lining and 
ebony handles are other items. 

“A pair of pliers one-half inch long 
that actually work and a pair of fig- 
ure ice skates three-fourths of an 
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inch in length, complete to the saw- 
toothed toe, also attract interest. 

“Other odd pieces include: A tea 
set with cups one-eighth inch high; a 
washstand three-fourths of an inch 
high completely fitted with basin and 
pitcher as well as soap and washrag 
dishes; pictures of a train, the Statue 
of Liberty, a steamship, the theme 
center at the New York World’s Fair 
and the Woolworth building painted 
on grains of rice in great detail; a 
checker board one inch square com- 
plete with checkers bearing crowns; 
a chess set for the same board with 
one-fourth inch kings and one-eight 
inch pawns; a complete set of ebony 
dominoes one-eight by one-quarter 
inch each and a set of ivory ones of 
the same size; a stenographer’s note- 
book one inch long and a pencil, 
which writes, the same size; a book 
of twenty-one matches one-half inch 
square; a set of miniature wax fruit 
in which the peach, the size of a kit- 
chen match head, is fuzzy like a real 
one; a globe of the ‘world three- 
fourths of an inch in diameter on a 
small base, complete as to countries 
and revolving on its axis; a pair of 
mittens one-half inch long made of 
fine Saxon yarn, and complete to 
thumb and cuff. 

“A miniature balance scale made 
of coin silver in India, is so sensitive 
it will weigh a human hair. These vie 
in interest with a deck of playing 
cards one-half inch wide and five- 
eighths of an inch long, complete to 
the joker. These cards bear the usual 
Federal government 13 cent stamp 
required for all playing cards and the 
stamp almost covers the entire card 


Ox. 

“The best illustration of how mini- 
atures would actually work is dem- 
onstrated by a small Chinese junk im- 
ported from China. Made from an 
olive pit, the junk rests on a pedestal 
made from another pit. 

“The boat is covered with intricate

There are rows of seats, the band 
stand with musicians and their in- 
struments. All of the traditional 
aerial equipment, the cage for the 
wild animal act, are there. Spectators 
and vendors dot the aisles. 

Each of the over 35000 people of the 
circus was carved by hand by the 
Dunns. Clowns are dressed in color- 
ful cloth clothing, although most of 
the figures are painted. 

The menagerie tent houses 47 cages 
of animals, horses, ponies, and all of 
the usual circus animals. 

Tncluded is a side show, with all of 
the curtains against which the freaks 
sit made of velvet. Pictures on the 
front of the tent reveal the wonders 
of the show. 

There are two dining tents, one 
with 50 tables, the other with 12 
tables. Each is complete with neces- 
sary dishes. The cooking.tents are 


So nomeerremecae 
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furnished in similar manner. 

A complete speaker system serves 
the entire circus. One speaker, hooked 
up to a record player furnishes 
orchestra music for the main tent, 
another band music for the side 
shows. Speakers for “barkers” can be 
heard on the grounds. 

The circus has its own tiny lighting 
system. Its power plants runs with 
the usual noises, although in reality 
its current is brought in through a 
control board, valued at over $2,000. 
Five hundred small light bulbs light 
the tents and grounds where workmen 
can be seen in the various stages of 
setting up or striking the show. 

Dunn has been employed in a local 
manufacturing company, although he 
recently resigned to use his full time 
te display his hobby. Recently, a 
large window of The Furniture Mart 
in Wichita displayed about one thir- 
tieth of the circus, concurrent with 
the showing of the annual Police 
Circus there. 

Dunn has scheduled a tour for the 
circus. He will visit most of the large 
towns over the country. “I am proud 
of my hobby, he said, i people 
want to see it,” he added.—L. L.

Now we have fine 
Plumes in California and Texas, but 
the gem from Colorado seems to have 
the edge. 


The Montana Sapphire retains its 
popularity in spite of the diminish- 
ing supply, the mines remaining 
closed, and as the synthetic material 
supplies the market. Next to the 
diamond in hardness, it has a brilli- 
ance not enjoyed by any other stone 
in the lists, more than rating the 
tenth place. 


Just making the team this year is 
the Idaho Star Garnet. An old time 
favorite with those to whom asterism 
holds a fascination, it nevertheless 
deserves consideration from all. 


The second team seems to be a 
resting place for the old timers ‘who 
are awaiting a shift in fashion to re- 
gain their old places. High on the list 
are the Lake Superior Agate, Mon- 
tana Scenic Agate, Poppy Jasper, 
Oregon Moss Agate, California Brec- 
cia Jasper, and Sweetwater Agate. 
After all a new gem is a rarity, so 
most of the remainder of the team 
are the old timers such as South 
Carolina Smoky Quartz, California 
Rhodonite, and Virginia Amazonite.

Pistols Stolen 


The State Historical Society Mu- 
seum, Madison, Wis., advises the loss 
by theft of a pair of flintlock pistols, 
marked “Bate-London” on barrel and 
“Bate” on lockplate. The barrel is 
half octagonal with slight flare at 
muzzle, about 50 caliber. The pair has 
blurred Birmingham proof-marks, 
silver but cap with grotesque mask 
in medallion, and silver escutcheon 
plate without initials. There are no 
hall-marks. The sliding safety catch 
on the lockplate engages cock. Both 
ramrods have been replaced. Length 
about 11 inches. 

In further describing these pistols, 
John W. Jenkins, museum curator, 
states: 

“One pistol has braze on hammer 
and another has break through wood 
under the escutcheon plate. 

“It is expected, if these pistols are 
ever offered for sale to a collector, 
that they will be stripped and re- 
assembled so that one good pistol will 
be the result. However, I think that, 
even so, an interested collector would 
be able to recognize such a reconver- 
sion. This theft is one of several in- 
teresting objects which were stolen 
from us last year. It is hoped that col-

Metropolitan 
Installs Oriental 
Firearms Exhibit 


_ The artistry of the East is revealed 
in its arms and armor with a delicacy 
and richness unsurpassed even by its 
jewels. The glowing depth of color 
and the brilliance of rare gems used 
in Asiatic weapons are matched only 
by their unexcelled craftsmanship, as 
displayed in the first comprehensive 
installation of Oriental Arms and 
Armor at The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. 


This highly selective presentation 
of arms and armor from China, 
Japan, Malaya, India, Persia and 
Turkey shows only the most beautiful 
examples from the Museum’s exten- 
sive collection of Asiatic articles of 
war and ceremony. 

Set against a blue-green back- 
ground are curved blades of Dam- 
ascus steel, jade-carved hilts, jewel- 
ed daggers, deadly Malayan krisses. 
The installation has been planned not 
only to give a representative picture 
of these richly decorated 'weapons of 
each country, but also to pique the in- 
terest of the onlooker. Whistling ar- 
rows, flesh tearers, vermillion lac- 
quered masks attest to primitive 
methods of warfare. 

Outstanding in the collection is the 
scimitar of Sultan Amurath V, who 
reigned for one year in 1876. Hun- 
dreds of diamonds, rubies, pearls and 
emeralds stud the sword of this Turk- 
ish potentate. Another unusual piece 
is a 4th. century Japanese helmet, one 
of the eight of its type in existence. 
The other seven are in Japan. 

Japanese sword blades, famed to be 
the sharpest in the world and claimed 
to give a good close shave after 500 
years, occupy one case. The stron 
reflex bows of the Turks, who hol 
the world record of 838 yards—three 
times the English archery record 
with a_ self-bow—make up another 
display. 

Suits of armor stand in several 
cases: Turkish with riveted links; 
Chinese with embroidered satin lined 
with overlapping steel plates; Japan- 
ese with square skirts of iron, leather 
and lacquer laced together with silk.

Burn’s Pistols 


A curious dispute has arisen re- 
garding the pistols which Burns gave 
to his Dumfries physician, Maxwell, 
on his death-bed, as the only fee in 
his power to confer. Bishop Gillis, of 
Edinburgh, having given what he 
lieved to be these pistols to the So- 
ciety of Scottish Antiquaries, to be 
deposited in their Museum, an anony- 
mous writer in the Illustrated London 
News of February 5, brought for- 
ward a letter from James Hastings, 
Liverpool, which stated confidently 
that Burns’s pistols had come from

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WAYNE—bringing to our minds 
the famous Major-General Anthony 
Wayne, staunch supporter of General 


Washington, seems an appropriate 
name for this February’s patriot 
feature. 


Sixteen of our states have honored 
this hero by naming counties for him. 
Most of these states also have towns 
or cities of the same name, and there 
are several in the states not having a 
Wayne Co. Some of these towns have 
a suffix, such as “ville,” “boro,” and 
“burg.” Pennsylvania has the largest 
city named Wayne, but Indiana has 
the largest city using it, in the form 
“Fort Wayne,” and it has three towns 
with a suffix. Michigan has not only 
a county in which Detroit is situated, 
but a city near, and Wayne Univer- 
sity, which is a Detroit city project. 

Colonel Hamtramck, for whom a 
section of Detroit is named, named the 
fort in Indiana for Gen. Wayne, who 
was supervising its building in 1794, 
during the Indian Wars which he was 
largely instrumental in quelling by 
1795. It is said the Colonel fired 15 
rounds of cannon as he named Fort 
Wayne. 


General Wayne was not called “Mad 
Anthony” Wayne because of an un- 
controllable temper, or because his 
mind was impaired, but because of his 
absolute fearlessness in the line of 
duty, and in his planning of military 
strategy. He was greatly beloved by 
his men, for his sympathy, his sense 
of humor, his honesty and _ straight- 
forwardness. He was one of the men 
George Washington could rely upon in 
all emergencies for his bravery and 
executive ability. 

As a child, Anthony was more in- 
terested in games and sports in which 
military tactics could be used, than in 
any other others, and more in these 
than in his studies, much to the annoy- 
ance of his uncle instructor, and his 
father, who recognized ‘his brilliant 
mind. 

Anthony Wayne married Mary, the

daughter of Batholemew Penrose, of 
Philadelphia. Their daughter Mar- 
garet, born in 1770, married William 
Richardson Atlee, and they had a 
daughter Mary who married Issachar 
Evans of Chester Co., who had a son 
William Evans. 


William Evans, impressed with the 
life of his grandfather, had his name 
changed to William Wayne, by the 
legislature. He was a member of the 
legislature of Pennsylvania in 18838, 
and at one time was the president of 
the Society of the Cincinnati. He 
lived in the old family mansion— 
“Waynesborough.” 


Isaac, son of the General, born in 
1777 promoted to Brigadier-General; 
they had four children. He was in 
the War of 1812, and though there 
seems to be no definite record of the 
commission, he was called Colonel 
Isaac Wayne. 


General Wayne was a member of 
the Pennsylvania Assembly in 1774-5; 
made colonel of the 1st regiment of 
Pennsylvania volunteers in 1775; 
wounded in Canada in 1776; in Feb. 
1777, promoted to Brigadier-General; 
in 1783 to Major-General; in 1792 
named Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army, which office he held till his 
death in 1796. He died in Presque 
Isle, but was buried in St. David’s 
Church burial ground, in Radnor, 
Delaware Co., Pennyslvania. 


Tracing to the English and first 
American ancestry of -Gen. Wayne, we 
find the first records of de Waghen, 
and a place-name Waghen. Other 
spelling were Wawn, Waune, Waggon, 
and Waynd. 

One of the English counties where 
the Wayne families resided was Der- 
byshire, and it was there, in the pro- 
bate records, that the first names, 
common to the later families in Amer- 
ica, were registered: Anthony, Isaac, 
Gabriel, etc. There is a line published 
from Richard de Wayne in the time 
of Henry VI, 1431, down to Gabriel 
Sr., the father of the Anthony Wayne, 
who came to America in 1722. 

During the reign of Charles II, our 
first Anthony went from Derbyshire 
to Ireland, and later joined the forces 
of William of Orange against King 
James II — was commander of troop 


of dragoons, distinguishing himself . 


by his bravery and gallantry. 

Anthony arrived in Boston in 1722, 
with several sons, William and Abra- 
ham staying in Ireland. Records of 
those coming differ slightly, but cer- 
tainly Francis, Gabriel, Jacob, Isaac 
and possibly John or/and Humphrey. 
Some records say 5 sons. 

The Waynes did not come with the 
Scotch-Irish who came to Pennsylva- 
nia about the same time. The Scotch 
did not settle in co. Wicklow where 
the Waynes lived. Anthony had mar- 
ried Hannah Faulkner in Ireland, and 
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after a short sojourn in Boston, he 
bought 1600 acres of land in Chester 
Co., Pa. His youngest son Isaac rep- 
resented Chester Co. in the Provincial 
Assembly, and became a captain in 
the Indian wars, with a good record. 
His share of his father’s property was 
500 acres, and ‘“‘Waynesborough,” the 
beautiful home. Isaac married Eliza- 
beth Giddings, his brother Gabriel a 
Hall, his brother Francis, Elizabeth 
Jackson, and his sister Sarah, James 
Norton. 


Isaac and Elizabeth had two daugh- 
ters besides the son Anthony who be- 
came the great general. Isaac, and 
his father Anthony, were also buried 
at St. David’s, at Radnor. 


In a letter to Isaac, the son of Gen- 
eral Wayne, in 1817, C. P. Wayne said 
that each of the 5 sons of the first 
Anthony had several children, some 
then living in Philadelphia, some in 
Savannah, Ga., some in “Washington 
City,” and other parts of the country. 
The descendants of the first Anthony, 
and the relatives of the General, 
though remote, must be scattered in 
large numbers across the land, and 
it is hoped many of them may read 
this tribute to their family. 


THE COAT-OF-ARMS 

Regular readers of this column will 
recognize that usually the drawings 
here are complete with mantling and 
helmet. When they are not, there is 
some good reason. This time, the pic- 
ture is taken from another picture of 
a seal that was in possession of one 
of the descendants of the first An- 
thony Wayne, and supposed to have 
belonged to him. Experts said that it 
was engraved in a later period, but 
at any rate, it was no doubt a fac- 
simile of his seal. Seldom mantlings 
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and helmets were engraved on seals, 
as they were too decorative to be prac- 
tical identifications. 

The stag’s head is not the crest that 
is registered for the Derbyshire fam- 
ily. The original was a pelican feed- 
ing its young. This crest was granted, 
or perhaps even “assumed” by a later 
member of the family, either Anthony 
himself, or one of his ancestors, or he 
would not have had it in his posses- 
sion. 

As registered in Burke’s General 
Armory and other authorities, the 
Coat-of-Arms reads: Gules a chevron 
ermine between three dexter gauntlets 
or. The description of the pelican then 
follows, and the motto: Tempus et 
casus accidit omnibus, meaning “Time 
and chance happen to all.” Wayne is 
the only family using this motto. The 
crest as in this seal would be described 
“A stag’s head erased proper.” 

“Gules” means red; “or,” gold; 
“dexter” right; “proper,” of natural 
color. 

The chevron, “likened to the roof of 
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“At the Sign of the Crest” 
North Shore Hotel 
Evanston, dil. 
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a house,” emblematical of one who 
protects the defenseless. Gauntlets 
“signify a man armed for the per- 
formance of martial enterprise.’”’ The 
stag denotes administrative ability. 
Certainly these symbols, granted to 
the original bearer to illustrate his 
characteristics could well have been 
granted anew to the patriot we honor 
today—General Anthony Wayne. 
ae

We have always heard it is a poor 
rule that does not work both ways. 
This can be the case in tracing family 
histories. 

A person will say: “I do not like to 
ask Aunt Ellen to tell me about the 
family records and stories, for she is 
getting old, and she may think I am 
trying to get all I can before she dies. 
Yet I know she could tell me so many 
things, because she remembers the 
things of years ago better than those 
of yesterday.” Your associations with 
“Aunt Ellen” should be so close that

A woman in her 70’s just the 
other day said: The children are get- 
ting along well in business now, and 
can buy their little ones’ clothes, and 
make their own slip-covers, or buy 
them. I am going to begin to write 
down all the interesting stories about 
my father and uncles and aunts, and 
my mother’s family, and write the 
descriptions of these heirlooms—for 
who else can!” 

And last night as one of two guests 
at dinner, I overheard the other one, 
a stranger to me, and an artist, say:

Dr. Maxwell to a friend of the writer, 
whose grandsor had lately migrated 
to America, taking these relics along 
with him. The writer of the para- 
graph went on to say that neither of 
these pair of pistols was genuine. The 
real pistols given by Burns to Max- 
well ‘were bought in 1834 by Allan 
Cunningham, the poet, and are still 
in possession of the poet’s widow... 
Allan put them into a very handsome 
box, with a suitable inscription. Then 
he added, not very courteously, ‘Will 
the Scottish Antiquaries continue to 
exhibit their newly acquired—trea- 
sure, shall we call it?’ Dr. Gillis has 
been induced to take some trouble in 
expiscating the history of Burns’s 
pistols, and by a most elaborate series 
of evidences, has proven that both 
the pistols taken to America by Mr. 
Hasting’s friend, and the pair pos- 
sessed by Allan Cunningham, ‘were 
pairs bought at the sale of Dr. Max- 
well’s effects in Dumfries, in 1834, 
not as Burns’s pistols at all, the lat- 
ter, indeed, being a very common sort 
of pair, for which the price paid was 
no more than fifteen shillings and 
six-pence! He has equally proved that 
the actual pistols of Burns were re- 
served by Dr. Maxwell from his sale. 
were brought by him to Edinburgh, 
and bequeathed to his friend Mr. 
Menzies of Pitfoddels, and are—not 
the pair given to the Society in 
January last—a wrong pair having 
been taken up by the bishop in mis- 
take—but a pair now laid on their 
table—a treasure, we shall call it, 
which the Scottish Antiquaries mean 
to continue to exhibit as the Pistols 
of Burns’ whatever resolution may be 
arrived at by the possessors of the 
other two pair.

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FINDING OLD CARDS 


By WILLIAM HOLCOMBE RICHARDSON 


In 20 years of collecting, I have ac- 
quired more than 2,000 unusual post 
cards from some of the most unusual 
places. 


My oldest card is one of the first to 
be printed. It shows a statue of an 
idol seated on the floor with his 
hands folded in his lap. It was print- 
ed about 1870, and was found in an 
old box in an antique shop in Phila- 
delphia. Another of my cards came 
from a Confederate soldier of Get- 
tysburg, Pa. It was one of the first 
cards that was printed in the United 
States by act of Congress. It is a card 
with a small picture on the right 
hand end; the balance of the card is 
in white. The old soldier ‘wrote that 
he would rather have a collector have 
it. He said that such a historical 
treasure should be in a collection and 
it was for this reason that it was 
given to me. 


Then while on a visit to Dallas, 
Tex., for a visit of several wecks, I 
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was guest of a friend. In an oid trunk 
in the basement we found an old card. 
It had been her mother’s and she 
gave it to me for my collection. 


This old card pictures the old Hor- 
ticultural Hall, built for the Cotton 


Exposition held in New Orleans many , 


years ago. The old Hall was destroy- 
ed by storm. in 1915. I have a mate 
to this card showing the interior of 
this famous old building which was 
located in Jefferson, La. I acquired 
the latter specimen by swapping 
stamps to a stamp collector. 


Antique, novelty, old book and 
card shops, attics, basements and 
trunks produce many cards. I have 
specimens of the Columbian Exposi- 
tion which were acquired from a 
Michigan woman who operated a tea 
room. This set of cards, consisting of 
four, now is valued at $100. Another 
set of the San Francisco Exposition 
came to me by swapping. The owner 
collected railway items. The Old Saint 
Louis hotel card with several interior 
views was located in New Orleans. 
The donor read in a local newspaper 
that I was preserving the cards of 
yesteryear. 


A card, handpainted and made of 
postage stamps cost me $1. The pro- 
ceeds from the sale of these cards 
was used to fight the Japanese. These 
cards were hand-made and sold by 
the students of Southern California 
before our entry into the second 
World War. 


Another card was issued by a Cal- 
ifornia miner. It pictures a miner 
panning for gold around. 1900. In the 
center of the pan which he is holding 
are minute nuggets of actual gold. I 
secured it about 15 years ago from a 
banker of Southern California. After 
several months of dickering corres- 
pondence he wrote and said, “If you 
want the card so much, then you may 
send me ‘ship’ items, as my father 
was a captain, on a schooner, and I 
like anything relating to ships.” 


In a book store, to my surprise I 
found a box of old cards, ‘which 
included several historical cards, long 
out of print. I was delighted to find 
upon examining my purchase that I 
had several rare ones in the wt, in- 
cluding a group of Parisian cards, 
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showing old cathedrals and castles, 
some destroyed in the last war. 

At an auction, the auctioneer said, 
“Ladies and Gentlemen, I have a box 
of old cards—trinkets—and advertis- 
ing matter. How much am I offer- 
ed?” One person ‘was bidding against 
me, when all of a sudden he said to 
the auctioneer, “Well, if that man 
wants all that junk so much, go ahead 
and let him have it.” 

To my surprise, I found a very rare 
card in this lot, a picture of Teddy 
Roosevelt & Family, with the presi- 
dent’s signature on it. It was well 
worth my trouble to raise the bids. 

A true collector, whether he or 
she is looking for coins, dolls, stamps, 
records, guns, etc., soon can pick up 
the scent for items in trunks, attics, 
basements, antique and curio shops, 
and the rewards are often rich.

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BELLS: STORY OF THEIR ORIGIN 


The origin of bells is probably to 
be dated from the time when the 
sonorous property of metals was 
first noticed. In the writings of 
Moses (Exodus, xxxiii., 33-35), “bells 
of gold” are mentioned as being at- 
tached to Aaron‘s robe, in order, as 
therein stated, that “his sound shall 
be heard when he goeth in unto the 
holy place before the Lord.” Bells 
are also mentioned in Zech. xiv., 
20:—“In that day shall there be up- 
on the bells of the horses, HOLI- 
NESS UNTO THE LORD;” and it 
has been suggested that even Tubal 
Cain, the sixth in descent from Adam, 
“an instructor of every artificer in 
brass and iron,” might have known 
something of the art of making them. 
AXschylus and Euripides inform us 
that the Greek warriors had small 
bells concealed within the hollows of 
their shields, and when the captains 
went their rounds of the camp at 
night each soldier was required to 
ring his bell in order to show that 
he was awake and watchful at his 
post. The caldrons of Dodona, which 
were a rude kind of brazen kettle or 
bell, are mentioned in history as 
having existed at a very early period; 
they having been hung upon the 
temple of Jupiter, at Dodona, and 
through the sound which they gave 
forth when the winds caused them. to 
strike against each other, the most 
ancient of the Grecian oracles pro- 
mulgated their responses. Plutarch 
mentions that when the city of Xan- 
thus was beseiged, some of the in- 
habitants tried to eScape by swim- 
ming and diving through the river, 
but nets with small bells attached 
were spread across the stream under 
the water, by the ringing of which 
each capture was announced. 


The period when large bells were 
first introduced in churthes is un- 
certain, but by the seventh century 
they were in pretty general use, 
since the venerable Bebe at that time 
mentions them as being in English 
churches. From that time their use 
for this purpose gradually extended 
throughout Christian countries, giving 
rise, doubtless, to that feature of 
ecclesiastical architecture, the bell 
tower. Authorities are divided as to 
who was the first to thus introduce 
them; some claiming it to have been 
Paulinus, Bishop of Nola, in Cam- 
pania, Italy, A.D. 400; others, Pope 
Sabinianus, A.D. 604. The first peal 
of which we have any reliable ac- 
count, was one of five bells which 
was presented to King’s College, 
Cambridge, England, by Pope Calixt 
III, in 1456. From that ‘period, the 
placing of several bells in the towers 
of churches became more frequent; 
but it was not until the middle of the 
sixteenth century that peal ringing 
became reduced to an art. 


In the history of the church of the 
middles ages the bell has much to 
do. In the old liturgies of the Roman 
Catholic church is given in form for 
its consecration, directing the priest 
to wash the bell with water, annoint 
it with oil, and mark it with the sign 
of the cross in the name of the 


Trinity. It was often christened with 
great pomp and ceremony; persons 
of high rank being its sponsors, and 
a bishop or archbishop officiating; 
one instance of which was the nam- 
ing, in the year 968, of the great bell 
of the Lateran church by Pope John 
XIII, for himself, John. The Sanctus 
bell, which, as now used in Catholic 
churches, is a small bell rung by one 
of the attendants upon the priest 
just before the elevation of the Host 
in order to fix the attention of the 
people, was formerly a larger bell, 
hung in an outer turrent of the 
church and rung at the words 


“Sancte, sancte, sante Deus Sab-_ 


baoth,” at the sound of which, all who 
heard, whether within or without the 
church, ‘were enjoined to bow in 
adoration. The Angelus, or Ave Maria 
bell, was rung at fixed hours, at the 
sound of which all were reminded to 
offer a supplication to the Virgin, 
and which, doubtless, also served to 
publicly mark the hours of begin- 
ning and cessation from labor. The 
Vesper bell was the call to evening 
prayer, while the Complin bell sum- 
moned the people to the last relig- 
ious service of the day. The Passing 
bell was so named, as being tolled 
when any one was passing from life, 
and it was ordered that all within 
hearing should pray for the soul of 
the dying. From this custom is doubt- 
less derived that of tolling the church 
bells at funerals, and also that which 
is practiced in some localities of toll- 
ing the bell immediately after a 
death, the number of blows struck in- 
dicating the age of the deceased. Ex- 
communication from the church by 
“bell, book and candle,” was long 
practiced, the bell being rung to sum- 
mon an audience, the service read 
from the book by a priest, and, when 
the anathema was pronounced, the 
candles were put out, as emblematical 
of the extinction of hope in the sin- 
ner’s soul. The ringing of the Curfew 
bell was of civic rather than ecclesi- 
astic appointment, the custom having 
been introduced in England by Will- 
iam the Conqueror, from France. It 
‘was rung at eight or nine o’clock in 
the evening, when every one was ex- 
pected to extinguish fire and lights in 
his house; hence it was called the 
couvre feu (cover fire) bell, from 
which comes its present name. This 
when houses were mostly built of 
wood and light materials, and was 
intended to prevent conflagrations. 
Although enforced during but two 
successive reigns, the custom of ring- 
ing the bell continued; and there are, 
even now, localities in England where 
the “curfew tolls the knell of parting 
day.” 

There were, in early times, many 
superstitious notions connected with 
bells, one of the most remarkable of 
which was the belief that their sound 
was peculiarly efficacious in discon- 
cerating evil spirits. The ringing of 
bells during eclipses— which were 
supposed to be occasioned by evil 
spirits—was common, and is referred 
to by Pliny and Juvenal. So, too, it 
was supposed that their ringing 
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would avert tempests, drive away in- 
fections and abate the lightnings; 
since the evil spirits of the air, being 
alarmed thereby, would abandon their 
malignant purpose and flee in af- 
fright. This belief is evidenced by one 
of the most common of the old Latin 
bell inscription; “Pestem fugo,” I 
drive away infections; Fulugra fran- 
go,” I abate the lightnings;. “Disstpo 
ventos,” I dissipate the winds. 

Bells were used at a very early 
period to strike the divisons of time. 
Lucian, who died A.D. 180, refers in 
his writings to an instrument so con- 
structed that the rise of water within 
it would cause a bell to strike at cer- 
tain intervals. By the eleventh cen- 
tury clock bells were in general use in 
the monasteries of Europe. 

The use of bells to sound alarms 
also dates from an early period, they 
being thus used when danger from 
fire, flood, or the common enemy 
threatened; and it is mentioned that 
they were sometimes rung to frighten 
off the enemy as well as to warn of 
his approach, it being hoped that he 
would be disconcerted by their sound, 
as ‘were evil spirts. Macbeth, when he 
had shut himself in the fortress of 
Dunsinane, and it was announced to 
him that Birnam Wood was moving 
on to the castle, cried out, in his 
desperation, “Ring the alarum bell!” 
In modern times, as _ fire-alarms, 
their use has become so systematized 
as not only to sound the alarm, but 
also to indicate the locality of the 
danger. Most of the large cities of 
the United States are divided into fire 
districts, in each of which an alarm 
bell is placed in a high tower, sur- 
mounted by a look-out. At the first 
discovery of a fire, the watchman 
upon the look-out strikes upon the 
bell a number of blows correspond- 
ing of the district in which it is, 
which being repeated by the other 
watchmen within hearing upon their 
bells, the alarm is speedily sounded 
over the whole city, giving informa- 
tion to all where the danger is, and 
quieting alarm in those quarters 
where it is not.

To my knowledge, this is the only 
necklace of its kind in existence. I 
made it myself in 1910 from scutes, 
the individual dermal ossicles—pebble- 
like bones—which were embedded in 
the deeper layer of the skin of the ex- 
tinct Pleistocene ground sloth, Par- 
amylodon harlani. Remains of this 
animal have been found in the asphalt 
deposits of the Rancho La Brea, which 
is now Hancock Park, in Los Angeles. 
Bones of these ancient sloths, and of 
many other prehistoric animals from 
the tar pits, have been mounted and 
are now on display in the La Brea 
Hall in the Los Angeles County Mu- 
seum. 

I came into possession of the scutes 
through my brother-in-law. He knew 
G. Allan Hancock, owner of the 
Rancho La Brea, and Mr. Hancock 
gave him permission to look for the 
scutes. 


At that time, the Rancho La Brea 
was about one mile from the Los An- 
geles City limits. Before the deposits 
were discovered that made it famous, 
this ranch looked like any other aban- 
doned ranch. The house had been 
abandoned a long time before I first 
saw it. 

Not far from the house was a long 
pool of oil or tar covered with a little 
water. Cattails were growing at one 
end, where there was little or no oil. 
Occasionally we could hear gas bubble 
up and see the large bubbles it made 
on the surface of the deep part of the 
pool. I saw this pool 36 years ago and 
I saw it again in July of this year, 
and the gas is still bubbling up in the 
same way. 

After the bones were discovered, the 
first group of men worked there only 
a short time. They left a few prospect 
holes near the pool, with many bones 
exposed. It was in the dirt from these 
holes that we found the scutes. When 
geologists started the work again, no 
one was permitted to touch anything 
on the place. In a short time there

MY DERMAL OSSICLES NECKLACE

were many pits and trenches on the 
ranch, and visitors were admitted on 
certain days. We saw bones that had 
been taken out of the tar, some that 
were partly exposed, and the bones of 
various animals all together in a tan- 
gled mass in the walls of the pits that 
were being dug. 


Geologists claim that these animals 
lived in Southern California over 40,-

asphalt type oozed up and filled them. 
The lighter part of this liquid eva- 
porated when exposed to the air, leav- 
ing the heavy residue to form a crust, 
which concealed the sticky asphalt 
beneath. When dust blew over this 
crust it gave it the appearance of 
solid ground. After a rain there 
would be shallow pools of water out in 
the center of the tar pools. This made 
a good place for animals to drink—or 
so they thought—but each one proved 
tobeatrap. Animals that would ven- 
ture out to drink, or to eat other ani- 
mals that were caught, were soon 
caught themselves. They would strug- 
gle, then sink deeper and become more 
secure in the sticky mass. These pits 
are often called the death traps of the 
ages. Geologists have taken from 
them the bones of the giant prehis- 
toric animals as well as of the smaller 
animals of those times. They have 
found the imperial elephant, which 
was 15 feet tall, the giant ground 
sloth, saber - toothed tigers, camels, 
huge short-faced bears, wild horses, 
deer, wolves, and many others, includ- 
ing many species of birds. 


The giant ground sloth looked some- 
thing like a short-faced bear except 
that he had a tail like a lizzard. He 
was nine feet long and four feet high 
and about as wide as he was high. He 
was too clumsy to get out of the way 
of other animals, so nature protected 
his long sharp claws by having him 
walk on the knuckles of his front 
paws. He could rear upon his hind 
legs like a bear and slash his enemies. 
He was a plant-eater and would only 


fight in self-defense. He was pro- 
tected from bites from other animals 
by an armor of pebble-like bones or 
scales in his skin, the Scutes from 
which my necklace is made. These 
little bones range in size from that of 
a pea to a hazel-nut. 


These tar pits have captured and 
preserved the largest collection of ani- 
mals of the glacier period ever found 
anywhere in the world. The ice did 
not descend south as far as the 40th 
paralled in the western part of the 
United States. So these animals lived 
in a warm climate during the glacial 
period. 


G. Allan Hancock granted the Los 
Angeles County Museum the privilege 
of making a collection from the pits 
on his ranch, then later gave it to the 
city of Los Angeles to be made into a 
park. Walls and fences have been 
erected around the pits, to keep too- 
curious visitors of today from the 
same fate that overtook those animals 
of long ago. Life-sized sculptured 
figures of some of these huge crea- 
tures have een placed in Hancock 
Park, near the pits, to give visitors a 
glimpse of what might have been seen 
here in ancient times. The collection 
of skeletons and bones and the park 
now serve as a memorial to Mr. Han- 
cock’s parents. 


Mr. Hancock inherited the Rancho 
La Brea—brea means tar in Spanish 
—from his father, Major Henry Han- 
cock, who was a ’49er.
